Mr.  Speaker  communicated  to  the  HouseaBeportof  the  Librarian  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  on  the  state  of  the  Library  of  Paniament,  which  is  as  foUoweth : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly, 

The  Eeport  of  the  Librarian  on  the  state  of  the  Library  of  the  Legislature 
humbly  sheweth : 

That  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  111th  rule  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  it  is  the  duty  of  your  Librarian,  to  present  a  report  on  the  state  of  the 
Library,  at  the  beginning  of  each  session. 

That  one  year  has  hardly  elapsed  since  the  Legislature  of  Quebec  undertook 
the  formation  of  a  Library,  capable  in  the  first  instance  of  supplying  the  require- 
ments of  Honorable  Gentlemen  engaged  in  {political  matters,  and  in  the  Government 
of  the  State,  and  next  of  the  friends  of  study  in^general,  who  are  happily  not  wanting 
in  our  young  country. 
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That  at  the  time  of  the  laet  meeting  of  the  Houses,  the  Library  contained 
merely  a  few  hundred  volnmes,  works  of  great  value  and  utilitj  however,  for  they 
were  in  great  measure  composed  of  treatises  on  English  Parliamentary  Law. 

That  a  sum  of  $8000  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  for  the  Library  for  the  18 
months  which  terminated  on  the  3l8t  December,  1868. 

That  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the  Library  Committee,  the  purchases  of 
books  made  in  Lcndon  and  New  York,  before  the  last  session,  were  paia  out  of  this 
grant,  the  former  payment  amounting  to  $2,932  and  the  latter  to  $398,93. 

That  in  accordance  also  with  the  expressed  desire  of  the  Committee,  the  balance 
otHhe  grant  was  employed  in  the  purchase — 

lo.  Of  works  on  law  and  constitutional  and  parliamentary  history. 

2o.  Of  works  on  legislation,  jurisprudence  and  political  economy. 

3o.  Of  works  on  history,  geography  and  statistics  generally,  and  more 
eepecially  treating  of  the  history,  geography  and  statistics  of  C/oiujkfa,  Chreat  Britain^ 
France  and  the  iMited  States. 

4o.  Of  works  treating  on  the  physical  sciences,  and  their  application  to  arts 
tnd  commerce,  and  on  agriculture  and  natural  history. 

Thanks,  therefore,  to  the  liberal  grant  of  the  Legislature,  and  to  the  seal  dis> 
played  by  the  Committee  on  the  Library,  both  Honorable  Houses  may  regard  with 
pride  more  than  3,200  volumes  ranged  upon  the  shelves  of  t}ie  Library. 

About  500  of  these  books,  for  Uie  most  part  now  very  rare,  were  purchased  at 
Mcntreal,  at  the  sale  of  the  Library  of  the  late  Sir  James  Stuart,  for  the  rather 
moderate  sum  of  $383.43. 

This  is  not  all,  however ;  six  cases  of  new  books  are  daily  expected  from  Paris^ 

Your  Librarian  ventures  to  hope  that  within  a  few  years,  your  Library  will  be 
one  of  the  most  complete  and  interesting  in  the  Dominion. 

The  grant  of  $8,000  voted  by  the  LBgislature  will  be  unquestionably  entirely 
expended,  after  the  expected  books  are  paid  for;  I  may  indeed  state  that  it  will  not 
Bomce  to  do  so,  for  there  is  merely  a  balance  of  about  $900  in  hand. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  9l8t  rule  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
ItraoBmitted  the  journals  of  the  Council  for  1868  to  the  Imperial  Parliament,  and 
to  the  Legislatures  of  the  various  British  Colonies. 
.    It  is  my  duty  to  mention  the  gift  received  by  the  Library  during  the  year. 

In  the  first  place,  two  beautiful  volumes  richly  bound  it  8vo.  were  presented 
by  Our  Gracious  Sovereign  the  Queen,  viz :  "  The  early  years  of  H.  K,  H.  the 
Prince  Consort"  and  "Leaves  from  the  journal  of  Our  Life."

He  accordingly  presented  the  said  Bill  to  the  House,  and  the  same  was  received 
and  read  for  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Speaker  reported  that  when  the  House  did  attend  His  Excellency  the 
Lieatenant^ovemor,  this  day,  in  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber,  His  Excellency 
was  pleased  to  make  a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  of 
which  Mr.  Speaker  said  he  had,  to  prevent  mistakes,  obtained  a  copy,  which  he  read 
to  the  Hoose^  as  followeth  ; 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly : 

I  am  happy  to  see  you  again  assembled  to  consider  of  the  interests  of  this 
Pnmnce,  and  to  render  me  your  advice  and  aid  in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs. 

Since  the  first  Session  of  our  Legislature,  the  Eight  Honorable  Sir  John  Young 
h&  been  placed  by  Her  Majesty  at  the  head  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  in  suc-> 
eeasion  to  the  Bight  Honorable  Viscount  Monck,  who,  after  having  long  presided  over 
the  government  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada,  had  inaugurated  our  new  Constitu- 
tion. Bound  as  we  are  to  the  Central  Government,  we  must  earnestly  pray  that  the 
work  80  well  begun  under  Lord  Monck  may*  receive  its  happy  development  under 
the  mle  of  his  successor. 

Among  the  important  measures  which  marked  the  late  session  of  the  Federal 
Faliament,  you  have  doubtless  noted  with  interest  that  providing  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Eailway  from  Halifax  to  Riviire-dU'Loup,  which  will  complete  the 
communication  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  between  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Atlantic, 
across  so  lar^e  a  portion  of  the  Dominions  of  Her  Majesty. 

Ton  will  have  observed  with  pleasure,  that  the  line  chosen  for  this  Bail  way 
will  traverse  a  wide  range  of  the  territory  of  this  Province.  My  Government, 
desirous  to  profit  by  this  opening  for  settlement  of  our  wild  lands,  at  once  under" 
took  vigourously  the  works  of  survey  requisite  to  that  end.  The  explorations  thus 
far  made  with  that  view  indicate  that  a  large  area  of  cultivable  land  in  this  direc- 
tion will  soon  be  brought  into  value,  to  the  material  increase  of  our  population  and 
resources. 

The  outlay  authorized  at  the  last  session  for  Colonization  Boads  has  been 
promptly  effected  ;  and,  as  I  trust,  with  commensurate  advantage  to  the  country. 

The  regulations  as  to  the  cutting  of  timber  on  the  lands  of  the  Crown  have 
received  the  earnest  attention  of  my  Government ;  and  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty 
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to  sanction  certain  changes  of  sjrstem  calculated  to  secure  a  more  prudent  manage- 
ment of  our  forest  resources,  and  an  increase  of  the  revenue,  without  inj^r}r  to  Sm 
veal  interests  ot  this  important  branch  of  trade. 

I  am  happy  to  see  the  great  progress  made  b^  the  a^cnltural  and  manufac- 
turing industries  of  the  Province  ;  and  when  I  visited  the  Provincial  Exhibition  at 
MantrecUy  I  could  not  fail  to  observe  the  lively  interest  taken  by  all  classes  of  society 
in  the  development  of  these  two  great  sources  of  prosperity . 

The  Constitution  having  assigned  the  matter  of  Lnmigration  to  the  concurrent 
action  of  the  Federal  and  Ix)cal  GovemmentSy  my  Government,  in  concert  with 
those  of  Ontario  and  New-Brunswick^  has  confenidd  as  to  it  with)the  Federal  Govem- 
ttient.  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  the  result  of  our  joint  efforts  will  tend  to  increaae 
the  prosperity  of  all  the  Provinces. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legidative  Assembly  : 

The  Public  Accounts  for  the  eighteen  months  covered  by  vour  votes  of  last 
session  will  be  promptly  laid  before  you.  Tou  will  find  that  the  expenditure  has 
been  kept  considerably  within  the  limit  so  set ;  and  I  trust,  that  it  has  oeen  regula- 
ted with  a  due  regard  as  well  to  economy  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  public  service. 

I  regret  that  from  circumstances  lleyound  our  control,  the  arbitration  required 
imder  the  Constitutional  Act,  for  the  division  and  adjustment  of  debt  and  assets 
between  this  Province  and  that  of  Ontario,  has  not  yet  taken  place.  The  uncertain- 
ty hence  resulting  as  to  our  permanent  resources  unhappily  involves  delay  in  the 
definitive  settlement  of  some  important  matters,  dependent  necessarily  on  the  aa- 
certained  state  of  our  finances.  The  position  in  which  the  Province  thus  finds 
itself,  requires  at  our  hands  the  utmost  prudence  and  a  wise  economy,  but  you  will 
not  hesitate,  I  trust,  while  providing  for  the  reasonable  wants  of  the  various  branches 
of  the  public  service,  to  adopt  a  vigorous  policy  for  the  settlement  of  the  country 
and  the  development  of  its  material  resources.  Yotos  will  be  asked  from  you 
with  this  view. 

SonorabU  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  : 

At  your  last  session  you  devoted  a  large  share  of  your  attention  to  our  Munici- 
pal Institutions,  and  to  the  subjects  of  Agriculture  and  Colonization. 

There  will  be  submitted  for  your  consideration  the  project  of  a  Municipal  Code, 
which,  while  correcting  what  may  be  thought  defective  in  our  legislation  on  this 
subject,  will  aim  at  placing  it  in  a  shape  more  convenient  for  the  numerous  and  im- 
portant classes  of  the  community  interested  in  it. 

Measures  will  be  proposed  to  you  respecting  the  management  and  sale  of  the 
Crown  Lands,  and  for  the  development  of  Agriculture  -and  Colonization.  Public 
opinion  is,  with  reason,  much  directed  to  these  i  mportant  subjects.  You  will  no  doubt 
feel  that  they  are  entitled  to  your  most  careful  consideration. 

Several  new  Hallway  projects,  such  as  it  is  hoped  may  be  carried  out  at  small 
cost,  are  under  discussion  ;  and  the  subject  is  so  intimately  connected  with  that 
of  the  settlement  of  our  wild  lands,  as  to  call  for  your  most  favorable  attention. 

The  *^eneral  revision  of  the  Eailway  Act,  in  reference  not  only  to  this  class  of 
Railway,  but  also  to  all  others  to  be  constructed  under  Provincial  Charter,  may  ad- 
vantageously receive  consideration  at  your  hands. 

The  revision  of  our  Jury  Law,  and  of  some  portions  of  our  School  Laws,  as  also 
several  other  matters  connected  with  the  administration  of  Justice  and  the  better 
organisation  of  the  machinery  of  our  Provincial  system,  will  no  doubt  receive  their 
share  of  your  attention. 

In  the  discussion  of  all  these  matters,  and  of  whatever  other  subjects  may  seem 
to  you  to  be  worthy  of  attention,  I  do  not  doubt  that  you  will  be  animated  by  that 
«pirit  of  loyalty  and  devotion  to  our  Gracious  Sovereign  which  has  heretofore  dis- 
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tingnfifedyoii,  ud  that  yoa  will  show  yonrselTes  sincerely  attadbed  to  Otir  new 
inatitationB,  and  anxione  to  maintain  harmony  and  good-will  between  all  the  yarioos 
classes  of  our  community. 

I  pray  earnestly  that  Divine  Providence  may  bless  your  efforts,  and  that  your 
labors  may  be  crowned  with  all  success. 

Sevb'e  Dumofulin^  Esquire,  Member  for  the  Electoral  Division  of  Three  Bivers, 
having  previously  taken  the  oath  according  to  Law,  and  subscribed  before  the  Com- 
missioners the  Boll  containing  the  same,  took  his  seat  in  the  House.

We  receive  with  the  utmost  satisfaction  the  expression  of  the  pleasure  with, 
which  Your  Excellency  sees  us  again  assembled  to  deliberate  on  the  interests  of  this. 
Province,  and  to  offer  Your  Excellency  our  advice  and  aid  in  the  conduct  of  ita. 
silairs. 

Since  the  first  session  of  our  Legislature,  the  Ri^ht  Honorable  Sir  John  Young: 
hiving  been  placed  by  Her  Majesty  at  the  head  of  the  (ioverneiuent  of  Canada,  in, 
sflcccssion  to  the  Eight  Honorable  A^'iscount  Monck,  who,  after  having  long  presided, 
over  the  Government  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada^  had  inaugurated  our  new- 
Congtitution,  and  feeling  that  we  are  bound  to  the  Central  Government  by  strong 
ties,  we  join  with  Your  libccellency  in  the  earnest  prayer  that  the  work  so  well  begun 
under  Lord  Monck  may  receive  its  happy  development  under  the  rule  of  his  suc- 
cessor. 

Among  the  important  measures  which  marked  the  late  session  of  the  Federal 
Parliament,  we  have  noted  with  interest  that  providing  for  the  construction  of  the 
Railway  from  Halifax  to  Biviere-du-Loup,  which  will  complete  the  communication 
at  all  seasons  of  the  year  between  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Atlantic,  across  so  large 
a  portion  of  the  Dominions  of  Her  Majesty. 

We  have  obsei-ved  with  pleasure,  that  the  line  chosen  for  this  Eailway  will  trar 
verse  a  wide  range  of  tlie  territory  of  this  Province,  and  that  the  Government,  desi- 
rous to  profit  by  this  opening  for  settlement  of  our  wild  lands,  have  at  once  under- 
taken vigorously  the  works  of  survey  requisite  to  that  end  ;  and  that  the  explorations 
tbus  lar  made  with  that  view  indicate  that  a  large  area  of  cultivable  land  in  this  di- 
rection will  soon  be  brought  into  value,  to  the  material  increase  of  our  population 
and  resources. 

We  hear  with  pleasure  that  the  outlay  authorised  at  the  last  sepsion  for  Colo- 
nization Beads  has  been  promptly  effected,  with  commensurate  advantage  to  the 
country. 

We  also  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  regulations  as  to  the  cutting  of  timber  on 
the  lands  of  the  Crown  have  received  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Government;  and 
that  Your  Excellency  has  sanctioned  certain  changes  of  system  calculated  to  secure 
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a  more  pradent  managemont  of  our  forest  resources,  and  an  increase  of  the  revenue, 
without  injury  to  the  real  interests  of  this  important  branch  of  trade. 

We  are  happy  to  see  the  great  progress  made  by  the  agricultural  and  manufac- 
turing industries  of  the  Province ;  and  when  Your  Excellency  visited  the  Provincial 
Exhibition  at  Montreal,  you  could  not  fail  to  observe  the  lively  interest  taken  by  all 
classes  of  society  in  the  development  of  these  two  great  sources  of  prosperity. 

The  Constitution  having  assigned  the  matter  of  Immigration  to  the  concurrent 
action  of  the  Federal  and  Local  ftovernments,  we  rejoice  to  hear  that  Your  Excel- 
lency's Government,  in  concert  with  those  of  Ontario  and  New  Brunswick,  has  con- 
ferred as  to  it  with  the  Federal  Government :  and  we  hope,  with  Your  Excellency, 
that  the  result  of  their  joint  efforts  will  tend  to  increase  the  prosperity  of  all  the 
Provinces.       .   . 

We  hear  with  pleasure  that  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  eighteen  months  covered 
by  the  votes  of  last  session  will  be  promptly  laid  before  us ;  we  rejoice  to  find 
that  the  expenditure  has  been  kept  considerably  within  the  limit  so  set ;  and  that 
it  has  been  regulated  with  a  due  regard  as  well  to  economy  as  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  public  service. 

We  regret,  with  Your  Excellency,  that,  from  circumstances  beyond  the  control 
of  your  Government,  the  arbitration  required  under  the  Constitutional  Act,  for  the 
division  and  adjustment  of  debt  and  assets  between  this  Province  and  that  of  OntariOj 
has  not  yet  taken  place ;  and  we  admit  with  Your  Excellency  that  the  uncertainty 
hence  resulting  as  to  our  pei:manent  resources  unhappily  involves  delay  in  the  defi- 
nitive settlement  of  some  important  matters  dependent  necessarily  on  the  ascertained 
state  of  our  finances;  but  we  pray  Yqur  Excellency  to  believe  that  we  feel  that 
the  position  in  which  the  Province  thus  finds  itself  requires  at  our  hands  the  utmost 
prudfenco  and  a  wise  economy ;  but  that  we  will  not  hesitate,  while  providing  for 
the  reasonable  wants  of  the  various  branches  of  the  public  service,  to  adopt  a  vigorous 
policy  for  the  settlement  of  the  country  and  the  development  of  its  material  resour- 
ces, and  that  we  will  give  our  best  attention  to  the  supplies  which  will  be  asked  from 
us  with  this  view. 

At  the  last  session  wo  devoted  a  large  share  of  our  attention  to  our  Municipal 
Institutions,  and  to  the  subjects  of  Agriculture  and  Colonization. 

We  will  give  our  best  attention  to  the  project  of  a  Municipal  Code,  which,  while 
correcting  what  may  be  thought  defective  in  our  legislation  on  this  subject^  will  aim 
at  placing  it  in  a  shape  more  convenient  for  the  numerous  and  important  classes  of 
the  community  interested  in  it. 

We  will  attentively  study  the  measures  which  may  be  proposed  to  us  respecting 
the  management  and  sale  of  the  Crown  Lands,  and  for  the  development  ef  Agricul- 
ture and  Colonization.  Public  opinion  is,  with  reason,  much  directed  to  these  im- 
portant subjects,  and  we  feel  that  they  are  entitled  to  our  most  carefVil  consideration. 

We  observe  with  pleasure  that  several  new  Bailway  projects,  such  as  it  is  hoMd 
may  be  carried  out  at  small  cost,  are  under  discussion  ;  and  we  feel,  with  Your  fec- 
cellency,  that  the  subject  is  so  intimately  connected  with  that  of  the  settlement  of 
our  wild  lands  as  to  call  for  our  most  favorable  attention. 

The  general  revision  of  the  Railway  Act,  in  reference  not  only  to  this  class  of 
Biulway,  out  also  to  all  others  to  be  constructed  under  Provincial  Charter,  will  re- 
ceive the  best  consideration  at  our  hands. 

The  revision  of  our  Jury  Law,  and  of  some  portions  of  our  School  Laws,  as  also 
other  matters  connected  with  the  administration  of  Justice,  and  the  better  organiza- 
tion of  the  machinery  of  our  Provincial  system,  will  receive  their  share  of  our  at- 
tention ^ 

In  the  discussion  of  all  these  matters,  and  of  whatever  other  subject  may  be 
worthy  of  attention,  we  trust  that  we  shall  be  animated  by  that  spirit  of  loyalty  and 
devotion  to  our  Gracious  Sovereign  which  has  heretofore  distinguished  us,  and  that 
y{Q  shall  show  ourselves  sincerelv  attached  to  our  new  institutions,  and  anxious  to 
maintain  harmony  and  good-will  between  all  the  various  classes  of  our  community. 
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We  join  with  Your  Excellency  in  the  eameat  prayer  that  Divine  Providence 
m$j  blees  our  efforts,  and  that  oar  labours  may  be  crowned  with  ail  success. 

.The  said  Address,  being  read  a  second  time,  was  agreed  to.

Mr.  Treniblay  moved,  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Mr.  Blais,  that  all  the  words 
after  "  That "  to  the  end  of  the  Question  be  left  out,  and  the  words  "the  said  Bill  be 
re-cbmmitted  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  with  an  instruction  to  amend  the 
same  by  leaving  out  in  the  thirteenth  section,  the  words  "  upon  any  public  roads 
opened  through  the  said  lands  in  any  new  settlement "  and  inserting  instead  thereof 
the  words  "  in  any  locality  that  he  shall  deem  suitable.  " 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereupon ; 

And  objection  being  taken  that  the  motion  was  out  of  order,  inasmuch  as  it  is  in 
eontravontion  to  the  54th  and  90th  Clauses  of  the  British  North  America  Act,  1867. 

Mr.  Speaker  said  that  in  his  opinion,  the  motion  was  out  of  orde!*,  inasmuch 
as  Sections  54  and  90,  of  the  Imperial  Act,  30  Victoria,  Chap.  3.  (The  British 
North  America  Act,  1867)  prescribe  that  the  House  cannot  adopt  or  pass  any  vote, 
Besolution,  Address,  or  Bill  for  the  appropriatioh  of  any  part  of  the  public  revenue, 
or  of  any  tax  or  impost  to  any  purpose  mat  has  not  been  first  recommended  by 
Message  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  the  Session  in  which  such  vote,  Address, 
Besolution  or  Bill  is  passed. 

This  motion  tends  to  the  appropriation  of  the  public  Domain.  The  thirteenth 
Section  of  the  Bill  which  it  proposes  to  amend,  specifies  the  localities  in  which  free 
grants  shall  be  given,  while  the  motion  to  refer  the  Bill  to  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  with  an  instruction  to  amend  the  same,  would  place  the  whole  public  domain, 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Executive,  for  free  grants  under  a  Statute. 

Then  the  main  Question  being  put ; 

Ordered,  That  the  Report  be  now  received.

^dollars  for  each  electoral  division,  be  gi*anted  to  Her  Majesty  for  the  formation  and 
encouragement  of  Colonization  Societies  in  this  Province,  and  that  every  ooun^ 
united  to  another  county  for  electoral  purposes  be  considered  as  forming  by  itself 
4in  electoral  division  for  this  object. 

2nd.  That  evei^  Colonisation  Society,  within  three  months  next  after  the  ofScial 
notice  of  the  establishment  thereof,  shall  transmit  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agrical- 
ture  and  Public  Works  a  certificate  attested  under  oath  by  the  president  or  vice- 
president  and  the  secretary-treasurer  thereof,  deelaring  that  there  has  been  paid 
for  the  objects  of  the  Society,  into  the  hands  of  the  secretary-treasurer,  a  sum  of  at 
least  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  Commissioner  shall  then  pay  to  the  Society  an 
:amount  equal  to  such  sum,  not  however  to  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  if  such 
Society  is  the  first  formed  in  the  electoral  divison,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  if  it  be  the  second  or  third ;  and  that  in  no  case  shall  any 
Society  receive  for  any  amount  in  excess  of  three  hundred  dollars  more  than  half 
the  sum  which  shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  by  the  members  above  that  sum; 
but  that  if  only  one  society  has  been  formed,  the  balance  which  would  have  been

president  and  the  secretary-treasurer  thereof,  declaring  that  there  has  been  paid  for 
the  objects  of  the  Society,  into  the  hands  of  the  secretary-treasurer,  a  sum  of  at  least 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  Commissioner  shall  then  pay  to  the  Society  an  amoiUlt 
«qual  to  such  sum,  not  however  to  exceed  three  hundi-ed  dollars  if  such  Society  is 
the  first  formed  in  the  electoral  division,  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
ifty  dollars  if  it  be  the  second  or  third  ;  and  that  in  no  case  shall  any  Society  re- 
ceive for  any  amount  in  excess  of  three  hundred  dollars  more  than  half  the  sum 
yhich  shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  by  the  members  al)ove  that  sum ;  but  that 
if  only  one  Society  has  been  formed,  the  balance  which  would  have  been  granted 
to  the  other  two  Societies  may  be  paid  over  to  it;  and  in  the  same  manner,  that  if 
^^nly  two  Societies  have  been  formed  the  balance  to  which  the  third  would  have  been 
entitled  may  be  divided  between  them,  provided  that  such  last  mentioned  Societies 
have  subsoribed  and  paid  in  the  amount  required,  and  that  in  the  case  of  the  first 
Society  formed  not  having  subscribed  a  sufficient  amount  to  entitle  it  to  receive  the 
total  sum  coming  to  it,  the  other  Societies  ma^  divide  the  balance  between  them, 
provided  they  have  subscribed  the  amount  required. 

3rd.  That  every  Society  established  in  an  electoral  division  shall  transmit  each 
year  a  certificate  attested  under  oath  of  the  sums  paid  by  the  members  thereof,  which 
must  amount  in  the  whole  to  at  least  one  hundrea  dollars,  and  after  the  first  year  of 
the  establishment  of  a  Society  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works 
^y  proportion  the  subsidy  to  the  results  obtained,  provided  always  that  no  Society 
^  paid  any  sum  larger  than  that  which  is  subscribed  and  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
secretary-treasurer  tor  the  year,  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  dollars,  and  not 
more  than  one  half  of  any  amount  in  excess  of  that  sum;  and  provided  also,  that 
not  more  than  six  hundred  dollars  in  one  and  the  same  year  be  divided  among  the 
several  Societies  of  one  and  the  same  electoral  division. 

The  said  Besolutions  being  read  a  second  time,  were  agreed  to. 
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The  House,  according  to  Order,  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  on  the  Bill  for 
the  formation  and  encouragement  of  Colonization  Societies,  and  after  some  lime 
spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair ;  and  Mr.  Verreault  reported,  That 
the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  made  amendments  thereunto.

That  with  a  view  of  securing  this  advantage,  and  of  limiting  the  expense 
in'acquiring  a  Provincial  Library,  this  House  deems  it  its  duty  to  express  its  desire 
that  it  would  be  advisable  to  transfer  the  Department  of  Public  Works  from  the 
Parliamentary  buildings  to  those  occupied  by  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Province  and  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  that  the  latter  depart- 
ments bo  transferred  to  tne  apartments  now  occupied  by  the  Public  Works,  and  that 
the  Library  of  Public  Instruetion  be  placed  in  the  room  at  present  partly  occupied 
by  the  Library  of  Parliament,  and  the  use  of  these  two  imited  libraries  be  allowed 
to  the  Members  of  both  Houses  and  to  the  Clerks  of  Public  Instruction ; 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereupon,  and  the  Question  being  put ;  the  House  di- 
vided :  and  it  passed  in  the  Negative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Beaubien,  seconded  by  Mr.  Church,

2.  That  for  such  continuous  and  unbroken  length,,  not  less  than  fifteen  miles,  of 
each  of  the  said  Bailwavs^  as  shall  have  been  constructed  in  wood,  and  be  in  Imd^ 
fide  operation,  on  or  before  the  &rst  day  of  July,  1872,  there  shall  he  paid  Srom  Hxe 
Consolidated  Bevenue  Fund  of  the  Province, — by  yearly  payments  to  mil  dneonthe 
first  day  of  September  in  every  one  of  twenty  years  next  following  the  first,  of  such 
payments,  during  which  such  length  of  railway  shall  be  continuously  main- 
tained in  band'Jide  operation,  but  not  otherwise,  nor  f(»*  any  longer  term,*^  asubsidv 
at  the  rate  of  three  per.  cent  on  the  bond  fide  cost  of  the  construction  thereof;  such 
cost  however  (unless  for  exceptional  bridges),  not  to  exceed  the  average  amount  of 
five  thousand  dollars  per  mile. 

3.  That  in  calculating  such  subsidy,  any  bridge  over  any  river  or  stream  exoeed- 
ing  fiily  yards  in  breadth  at  high  water,  the  reasonaUe  and  actual  cost  of  which,  at 
•adi  site  and  of  such  plan,  materials  and  construction,  as  shall  have  been  approved 
by  the  Lieutenant^vemor  in  Council,  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  deemed  an 
exceptional  bridge ;  and  shall  be  allowed  for,  not  upon  the  length  thereof,  but  at  the 
exceptional  rate  of  three  per  cent  yearly  on  the  established  boanAfide  cost  thereof,  not 
exceeding  however  such  total  as  in  each  case  the  LieutenantOovernor  in  Council 
ahall  expressly  limit  and  allow  as  the  reasonable  and  true  value  thereof  for  calcula- 
tion of  such  subsidy. 

,  4.  That  the. Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  provide  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient,  for  payment  of  any  such  subsidy,  or  of  any  part  or 
amount  thereof,  to  any  parties  claimant  from  the  company  primarily  entitled  thereto ; 
and  for  assuring  such  payment,  may  issue  any  descriptions  of  conditionid  debentures, 
«crip  or  certificate,  with  or  without  coupons  attached,  payable  to  order  or  to  bearer, 
aad  otherwise  in  such  form,  for  such  amounts,  and  subjects  to  all  such  provisions  in 
Tespect  thereof  as  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

5.  That  whenever  one  continuous  half  of  any  such  railway,  or  not  leas  than 
twenty-five  continuous  miles  of  unbroken  length  thereof)  shall  have  been  completed 
Md  be  in  h<m&,  fide  operation,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  on  demand  to  that 
effect  from  the  company,  may  declare  the  half  of  the  subsidy  thereof  to  have  become 
^  to  be  thereafter  convertea  into  a  subsidy  payable,  not  on  the  condition  above  set  . 
forth  of  the  continuous  maintenance  of  the  railway  in  6{mdy{(26  operation,  but  on 
the  terms  and  subject  to  the  conditions  following :  and  whenever  the  whole  or  not 
less  than  fifty  continuous  miles  of  unbroken  length  thereof  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted and  be  in  bond  fide  operation,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  on  like 
iemand,  may  declare  the  whole  of  the  subsidy  thereof  to  have  become  and  to  be 
thereafter  converted  in  like  manner. 
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(a)  Such  oonyertion  shall  not,  however,  in  either  case,  affect  any  portion  of 
Biich  subsidy  represented  by  any  still  outstanding  conditional  debentures,  scrip  or 
certificates. 

(b)  Within  such  limits  as  to  amount,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  for

(c)  Such  debentures,  scrip  or  certificates  may  in  any  case  be  issued, — aa  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  shall  be  deemed  to  be  most  in  the  public  interest,— 
either  for  assuring  payment  of  the  amount  of  such  converted  subsidy  yearly,  for 
the  number  of  years  required,  or  for  assuring  payment  of  interest,  at  six  per  cent 
yearly,  on  the  value  of  such  converted  subsidy,  capitalized  at  the  same  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  and  made  payable  as  regards  capital  in  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  thirty  years  from  date  of  capitalization ;  and  shall  be  payaUe  to  all  bmdfidt 
holders  claimant  from  the  Company,  although  not  to  the  Company  if  still  holding 
the  same,  notwithstanding  any  failure  of  the  Company  to  maintain  the  railway  in 
continuous  bond  fide  operation  throughout  the  full  term  of  the  subsidy. 

(d)  In  case  of  issue  of  any  such  capitalized  debentures,  scrip  or  certificates,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Province  shall  cause  to  be  invested  yearly,  as  a  sinking  fund  for 
redemption  thereof  in  public  securities  of  the  Dominion  or  of  this  Province,  a  siun 
equal  to  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  the  yearly  interest  on  such  capitalized 
debentures,  scrip,  or  certificates,  and  that  of  the  converted  subsidy  represented 
therebv. 

(e)  Whenever  any  such  debentures,  scrip  or  certificates  shall  have  faeen  lo 
issuea,  the  Bailway  in  question  and  all  properties,  appurtenances,  and  plant  thereof, 
shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  all  such  special  inspection  by  the  fiailway  ^Board,  or 
otherwise,  ad  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  firom  time  to  time  may  direct  or 
authorise ;  and  the  Lieutenant-Gtovemor  in  Council  may  at  any  time  order  the  com- 
pany, within  any  reasonable  specified  delay,  to  make  any  repairs  or  do  any  other 
act  which  from  such  inspection  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  the  keeping 
of  the  Bailway  and  the  property,^  appurtenances  and  plant  thereof,  in  a  thoroagn 
state  of  efficiency,  for  the  due  operation  thereof 

(/)  If  at  any  time  the  Company  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  such  special  inspeo- 
tion,  or  shall  interpose  or  allow  any  obstruction  thereto,  or  shall  refuse  or  Ml  to  do 
(within  the  reasonable  delay  specified)  any  such  act  required  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  by  reason  thereof,  or 'shall  fail  to  maintain  the  railway  in  conti- 
nuous bond  fide  operation  throughout  the  Aill  term  of  the  subsidy,  then,  immediately 
upon  and  by  virtue  of  the  first  payment  thereafter  made  from*  the  Consolidatid 
Ifovenue  Fund  of  the  Province,  on  account  of  any  such  outstanding  debentnrefl, 
scrip  or  certificates,  the  railway  and  all  properties,  appurtenances,  and  plant  thereof, 
and  all  Uie  franchises  of  the  Company,  snail  ipso  facto  become  and  be  vested  in  the 
Crown  for  the  public  uses  of  the  Province,  subject  only  to  such  trusts  as  shall  have 
been  or  therearter  shall  be  legislatively  declared  or  recognized  in  respect  thereof; 
and,  as  so  vested,  the  same  shall  thereafber  be  held,  administered  and  (by  sale  or 
otherwise)  disposed  of  by  such  public  department  or  officer,  and  in  such  ipanner  as 
shall  have  been  or  thereafter  shall  be  legislatively  designated  to  that  end ;  and,  tf 
the  first  trust  affecting  the  same,  and  in  preference  to  every  other,  all  proceed* 
thereof  whatsoever  as  realized,  shall  be  carried  pro  tanto  to  account  of  the  Rrovinee, 
to  or  towards  the  discharge  of  such  first  payment  aforesaid,  and  of  all  further  pay- 
ments on  account  of  such  outstanding  debentures,  scrip  or  certificates. 

6.  That  in  case  of  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  projected  Companies  for  con- 
struction of  the  railwavs  known  as  "  The  Sherbrooke  Eastern  Townships  and  Kenne- 
bec Eailway, "  and  "  The  St.  Francis  Valley  and  Kennebec  Eailway,  '^  respectively, 
— or  of  the  organization  of  only  one  of  them, — or  of  the  construction  and  putting

1.  That  it  is  expedient  to  encourage  by  Provincial  aid,  to  the  amount,^  in  the 
manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  in  the  following  resolutions  set 
forth,  the  constructions  in  wood,  and  the  maintenance  and  working  of  the  following 
projected  lines  of  Colonization  Bailway  communication,  namely : 

The  Quebec  and  Gosford  Bailway, 

The  L^vis  and  Kennebec  Bailway, 

The  Montreal  Northern  Colonization  Bailway,  and 

The  Richelieu,  Drummond  and  Arthabaska  Counties  Bailway. 

2.  That  for  such  continuous  and  unbroken  length,  not  less  than  fifteen  miles,  of 
each  of  the  said  Bailways,  as  shall  have  been  constructed  in  wood,  and  be  in  band  fide 
operation,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  1872,  there  shall  be  paid  from  the  Con- 
BoUdated  Eevenue  Fund  of  the  Province, — by  yearly  payments  to  fall  due  on  the  first 
^y  of  September  in  every  one  of  twenty  years  next  following  the  first  of  such  pay- 
ments, during  which  such  length  of  railway  shall  be  continuously  naaintained  in  band 
fi^  operation,  but  not  otherwise,  nor  for  any  longer  t4rm, — a  subsidy  at  the  rate  of 
three  per^cent  on  the  band  fide  cost  of  the  construction  thereof;  such  cost  however 
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Tnjil^B  for  exceptional  brtdgee)  not  to  exceed  the  average  amoimt  of  fiv^  thousaixi 
aollars  per  mile. 

3.  That  in  calculating  ancb  subsidy,  any.  bridge  over  any  river  or  stream  cx- 
•  ceeding  fifty  yards  in  breadth  at  high  water,  the  reasonable  and  actual  cost  of  which, 

at  such  site  and  of  such  plan,  materials  and  construction,  as  shall  have  been  approved 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
iSeutenant-Govemor  in  CJouncil  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  deemed  an 
exceptional  bridge;  and  shall  be  allowed  for,  not  upon  the  length  thereof,  but  at  the 
exceptional  rate  of  three  per  cent  yearly  on  the  esi&hWshedoond  fide  cost  thereof, 
not  exceeding  however  such  total  as  in  each  case  the  Lieutenant-Crovernor  in  Coun- 
cil shall  expressly  limit  and  allow  as  the  reasonable  and  true  value  thereof  for  cal- 
culation of  such  subsidy. 

4.  That^tibe  Lieutenant-<TOvernor  in  Coun<^il  may  from  time  to  time  provide  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient,  for  payment  of  any  such  subsidy,  or  of  any  part  or  amount 
thereof,  to  any  parties  claimant  from- the  company  primarily  ientitled  thereto ;  and 
for  assuring  such  pajonent,  may  issue  any  descriptions  of  conditional  debentares, 
scrip  or  certificate,  with  or  without  coupons  attached,  payable  to  order  or  to  bearer, 
and  otherwise  in  such  form,  for  such  amounts,  and  suoject  to  all  such  provisions  in 
respect  thereof  as  shall  be  deemed  to  b^  in  the  public  interest. 

5.  That  whenever  one  continuous  half  of  any  railway,  or  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  continuous  miles  of  unbroken  length  thereof,  shall  have  been  completed  and  be 
in  pond  fide  operation,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  on  demand  to  that  effect 
fr6m  the  company,  may  declare  the  half  of  the  subsidy  thereof  to  have  become  and 
to  be  thereafter  converted  into  a  subsidy  payable,  not  on  the  conditions  above  set 
fortli  of  the  contiiilious  maintenance  of  the  railway  in  bon  flded  operation,  but  on 
the  terras  and  subject  to  the  conditions  following :  and  whenever  ttie  whole  or  not 
lesis  than  fifty  continuous  miles  of  unbroken  length  thereof  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted and  be  in  bond  fide  operation,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  on  like 
demand,  may  declare  the  wnole  of  the  subsidy  thereof  to  have  become  and  to  be 
thereafter  converted  in  like  manner. 

(a)  Such  conversion  shall  not,  however,  in  either  case,  afiect  any  portion  oi 
such  subsidy  represented  by  any  still  outstanding  conditional  debentures,  scrip  or 
certificates, 

(6)  Within  such  limits  as  to  amount,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  for 
assuring  payment  of  such  converted  subsidy  to  parties  claimant  from  the  Company 
primarily  entitled  thereto,  may  issue  any  descriptions  of  debenture,  scrip  or  certi- 
ficate, with  or  without  coupons  attached,  payable  to  order  or  to  bearer,  and  otherwise 
in  such  form,  for  such  amounts,  and  subject  to  such  provisions  in  respect  thereof  as 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

(c)  Such  debentures,  scrip  or  certificates  may  in  any  case  be  issued, — as  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  shall  .be  deemed  to  be  most  in  the  public  interest,— 
either  for  assuring  payment  of  the  amount  of  such  converted  subsidy  yearly,  for  the 
number  of  years  required,  or  for  assuring  payment  of  interest,  at  six  per  cent  yearly, 
on  the  value  of  such  converted  subsidy,  capitalized  at  the  same  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
and  made  payable  as  regards  capital  in  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thiily 
years  from  date  of  capitalization ;  and  shall  be  payable  to  all  bond  fide  holders  clai- 
mant from  the  Company,  although  not  to  the  Company  if  still  holding  the  same, 
notwithstanding  any  failure  of  the  Company  to  maintain  the  railway  in  continuous 
l>ondfide  operation  throughout  the  full  term  of  the  subsidy. 

(d)  In  case  of  issue  of  any  such  capitalized  debentures,  scrip  or  certificates,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Province  shall  cause  to  be  invested  yearly,  as  a  sinking  fund  for 
redemption  thereof  in  public  securities  of  the  Dominion  or  of  this  Province,  a  sum 
equal  to  the  difference  Dctween  the  amount  of  the  yearly  interest  on  such  capital- 
ized debentures,  scrip,  or  certificates,  and  that  of  the  converted  subsidy  represented 
thereby. 

(e)  Whenever  any  such  debentures,  scrip  or  certificates  shall  have  been  so 
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imT^/^ihi^^fiil^s^.ixi  quesjUon  aiid  all  piroperti^a,  appnrteDancesB,  and  plant  thereof, 
fihallt)iJ9reailQrbQ  8]al)jecttQall.8ucBL0peQiaL  iBspection  bj  the  Bailwaj.  Boards  or 
-otherwifie,  as  the  Lieatenant-Govemor  m  Coiuicu  ftom  time .  to.  tima  may  direct x)r 
autboriei^,  as  .the  lieutenant^vemor  m  Cooncil  may  at. anytime. order,  the  Oom^ 
|)ao|t^  with^  angr  r^abcHiable  jspecifieddelay,  to  make  any  reDaira  or  do  any  other  4ct 
which  from  isuch  inspection  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in  oraer  t^  the  keeping  of  the 
IfeiUwayjkQd.t^e  jpropetty,  appurtenances  and  plant  thereof,  in  a  thorough  state  of 
^fficiency^  for  thp. due  i)peratioa  thereof. 

(/)  If  at  any  time  the  Company  shall  refuse  to  submit  to  audh  8|>eoial  inspec 
:ti(m»  ear  i^hall  inti^rpose  or.aUow  an;^  obstructioa  thereto,  or  shall  i:e&de  or  fail  to  do 
(withinihe  treasonable  delay  specilied)  any  auch  act  required,  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  by  reason  thereof,  or  shall  fail  to  maintain  the  railway,  in oonti- 
nuona  bM^fide  operation  throughout  the  full  term  of  the  aubeidy>  th^,  immediately 
npon.apd  by,  yirme  of  the  first  payment  thereafter  made,  from  .the  Consolidated 
Sevenne  Fund  of  the  Provinc^',  on  account  of  any  such  outstanding  debentures,  .scrip 
or  certifie^tes,  the  railway  and  all  prwerties,  appurtenances,  and  plant  thereof,  and 
all  the  franchises,  of  the  Company,  shall  ipso/ocfo  become  and  be  vested  in  the  Crown

The  8t  Francis  Valley  and  Kennebec  Bailway,"  respectively, — 
or  of  thp  Qi:gani£ation  of  only  one  of  them,-!*pr  of  the  consbraction  and  putting  into 
•operation  by  only  one  of  them,  within  the  year,  of  not  leas  than  fifteen  continuous 
miles  of  Bailway, — it  is  expedient  that  such  amalgamated  Conipany,  or  such  one 
Oompany,  as  may  be,  should  also  be  encouraged  by  Provincial  aid  in  terms  of  the 
foregoing  resolutions;  and  that,  otherwise,  Siey  should  both  be  so  encouraged,  but 
only  to  the  extent  of  a  subsidy  limited  to  the  rate  of  one  and  a  half  instead  of  three 
jer  cent  yearly. 

The  said  Resolutions  being  read  a  seioond  time,  were  agreed  to.

In  consequence  of  the  Confederation  of  the  British  Provinces,  some  revision  of 
the  former  usage  there  about  Titles  has  become  necessary,  and  I  have  the  honor  to 
inform  you  that  Her  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing Regulations : 

1.  The  Governor-General  to  be  styled  "  His  Excellency." 

2.  The  Lieutenant-Governors  of  the  Provinces  to  be  styled  "  His  Honor." 

3.  The  Privy  Councillors  of  Canada  to  be  styled  "  Honorable,"  and  for  life. 

4.  Senators  o^  Canada  to  be  styled  "Honorable,"  but  only  during  office,  and  the 
title  not  to  be  continued  afterwards. 

6.  Executive  Councillors  of  the  Provinces  to  be  styled  "Honorable,"  but  only 
while  in  office,  and  the  title  not  to  be  continued  afterwards. 

6.  Legislative  Councillors  in  the  Provinces  not  in  future  to  have  that  title,  but 
gentlemen  who  were  Legislative  Councillors  at  the  time  of  the  Union  to  retain  their 
title  of  "Honorable  "  for  life. 

7.  The  President  of  the  Legislative  Council  in  the  Provinces  to  be  styled 
*^  Honorable  during  office. 

8.  The  Speakers  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  the  Provinces,  to  be  styled  "  Ho- 
norable "  durmg  office.

The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  annexed  memorandum  from 
the  Honorable  the  Minister  of  justice  and  Attorney-General,  on  the  subject  of  the 
powers  of  disallowance  of  the  Acts  of  Local  Legislatures  possessed  by  the  General 
Government  of  the  Dominion,  and  submitting  his  views  and  recommendations  re- 
specting the  course  which  should  be  pursued,  on  all  occasions,  when  the  Acts  of  the 
Ix>cal  legislatures  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Governor-General ;  and  they  respect- 
fully advise  that  the  same  be  approved  and  adopted.

The  undersigned  begs  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  Tour  Excellency,  that 
it  is  expedient  to  settle  the  course  to  be  pursued  with  respect  to  the  Acts  passed  by 
the  Provincial  Legislatures. 

The  same  powers  of  disallowance  as  have  always  belonged  to  the  Imperial 
Government,  with  respect  to  the  Acts  passed  by  Colonial  Legislatures,  have  been 
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conferred  by  the  Union  Act  on  the  Grovernment  of  Canada.  Of  late  years,  Her 
Majesty's  Grovernment  has  not,  as  a  general  rule,  interfered  with  the  Legislation  of 
Colonies  having  Bepresentative  Institutions  and  Sesponsible  Government,  except  in 
the  cases  specially  mentioned  in  the  instructions  to  the  Governors,  or  in  matters  of 
Imperial  and  not  merely  local  interest. 

Under  the  present  constitution  of  Canada^  the  General  Government  will  be 
called  upon  to  consider  the  propriety  of  allowance  or  disallowance  of  Provincial 
Acts  much  more  frequently  than  Her  Majesty's  Government  has  been  with  respect 
to  colonial  enactments. 

In  deciding  whether  any  Act  of  a  Provincial  Legislature  should  be  disallowed 
or  sanctioned,  the  Government  must  not  only  consider  whether  it  affects  the  in- 
terests of  the  whole  Dominion  or  not,  but  also  whether  it  be  unconstitutional, 
whether  it  exceeds  the  jurisdiction  confen*ed  on  Local  Legislatures,  and  in  cases 
where  the  jurisdiction  is  concurrent,  whether  it  clashes  with  the  Legislation  of  the 
General  Parliament. 

As  it  is  of  importance  that  the  course  of  Local  Legislation  should  be  interfered 
with  as  little  as  possible,  and  the  power  of  disallowance  exercised  with  great  cau- 
tion, and  only  in  cases  where  the  Law  and  the  general  interests  of  the  Dominion 
imj)eratively  demand  it,  the  undersigned  recommends  that  the  following,  course  be 
Bjirsued : 

That,  on  receipt  by  Your  Excellency  of  the  Acts  passed  in  any  Province,  they 
be  referred  to  the  Minister  of  Justice  for  report,  and  that  he,  with  all  convenient 
speed,  do  report  as  to  those  Acts  which  he  considers  frse  from  objections  of  any  kind ; 
and  if  such  report  be  approved  of  by  Your  Excellency  in  Council,  that  such  approval 
l^e  forthwith  communicated  to  the  Provincial  Government. 

That  he  make  a  separate  I'cport  or  separate  reports  on  those  Acts  which  he  may 
consider : 

1.  As  being  altogether  illegal  or  unconstitutional ; 

2.  As  illegal  or  unconstitutional  in  part; 

3.  In  cases  of  concurrent  jurisdiction,  as  clashing  with  the  Legislation  of  the 
General  Parliament; 

4.  As  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Dominion  generally. 

And  that  in  such  rej^ort  or  reports,  he  gives  his  reasons  for  his  opinions. 

That  where  a  measure  is  considered  only  partially  defective,  or  where  objection- 
able, as  being  prejudicial  to  the  general  interests  of  the  Dominion,  or  as  clashing 
with  its  Legislation,  communication  should  be  had  with  the  Provincial  Government 
vith  respect  to  such  measure,  and  that  in  such  case  the  Act  should  not  be  disallowed, 
if  the  general  interests  i)ermit  such  a  course,  until  the  Local  Government  has  an 
opportunity  of  considering  and  discussing  the  objections  taken,  and  the  Local 
Legislature  has  also  an  opportunity  of  remedying  the  defects  found  to  exist.

per  tokeh ;  paper  (foolscap,)  twelve  and  a  half  cents  a  quire. 

These  latter  documents,  instead  of  being  sent  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  foreiloon  at 
the  Record  Office,  ai'e  delivered,  for  the  most  part,  only  at  two  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, a  portion  of  them  being,  some  times,  delayed  until  the  evening. 

The  printing  of  the  public  and  private  bills  is  done  by  five  or  six  diiferent 
printers,  and  the  House  has  to  pay  for  a  new  composition  for  the  third  reading, 
making  a  considerable  increase  in  the  expenses. 

Owing  to  the  printing  being  given  to  several  printers  by  different  parties,  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  is  caused  for  the  office,  besides  the  danger  of  making  mistakes.  The 
Law  Clerk  has  informed  me  that  he  has  felt  the  same  inconvenience  as  myself^  and 
even  more. 

I  should  also  mention  the  embarrassment  in  which  I  sometimes  am  when  called 
open  to  settle  accounts  where  mention  is  made  of  night-work  or  Sunday-work,  or  of 
work  done  in  a  hurry  (as  I  am  told) ;  and  the  charges  are  considerably  increased,  that 
is  to  say,  instead  of  40  cents  per  thousand  ems  it  is  fifty  cents;  and  in  some  oases 
the  prices  are  doubled. 

The  difficulties  in  my  way  are  really  numerous;  in  the  interest  of  the  Legisla- 
ture for  economy  and  good  order's  sake,  I  would  submit  the  following  suggestions : 

Pending  a  contract  it  would  be  highly  desirable  that  the  printing,  except  Bills 
under  the  control  of  the  Law  Clerk,  should  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Joint  Print- 
ing Committee,  and  by  him  given  to  the  fewest  possible  printers,  to  facilitate  the 
despatch  of  business  and  ensure  the  work  to  be  done  at  the  most  reasonable  prices. 
In  case  of  a  contract  being  made  this  proceeding  would  lead  to  good  order ;  in  the 
absence  of  one,  the  Clerk,  in  giving  out  the  work,  would  signify  the  conditions  and 
the  parties  would  know  what  to  count  upon. 

Ail  the  Public  and  Private  Bills  should  be  printed  by  the  same  person  at  a 
fixed  uniform  price,  the  Bills  for  which,  the  house  has  to  pay  wc«ld  thus  be  at  the 
regular  tariff. 

It  would  bo  advantageous  to  adopt  the  royal  octavo  form  for  printins^  the  Bills 
in  thoir  different  phases ;  the  same  form  and  composition  would  then  serve  for  the 
laws. 

The  Statutes  could,  by  this  means,  be  printed  and  distributed  within  a  compara- 
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tivoly  brief  space  of  time;  a  Binsle  composition,  at  50  cents  (apart  from  correctiona  of 
some  extent)  would  suffice  for  uie  Bills,  and  the  composition  required  for  the  Laws, 
could  be  made  for  obIj  20  cents  per  thousand  ems. 

It  is  very  important  to  ^  the  quality  and  price  of  the  paper  required  to 
print  all  the  documents  of  the  Legislature.  The  Legislature  could  effect  a  great 
saving  by  a  contract  for  a  number  of  years,  with  a  manufacture,  which  would 
secure  the  paper  being  uniformly  good.  By  including  in  this  contract,  the  paper 
required  for  printing  the  Laws,  a  sreat  deal  would  be  saved. 

For  the  other  details,  I  take  the  conditions  of  the  contract  of  the  Ottawa  Legis- 
lature with  their  printer,  putting  opposite  to  them  the  amount  it  appears  reason 
able  to  pay  hero.  My  opinion  is  based  upon  the  tenders  made  for  last  year,  and  I 
hardly  take  more  than  the  average.

able,  the  special  reasons  which  have  induced  such  Committee  or  Committees  to  make 
such  report." 
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That  the  following  paragraphs  be  added  at  the  end  of  the  52nd  Bule,  and  form 
part  thereof: 

^^  All  applications  for  Bills  for  the  constraction  of  Bailways,  Tramways,  Canals 
or  Telegrapn  lines,  shall  be  sabject  to  the  following  regulations  :  Before  any  Petition 
prayingfor  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  for  apy  of  the  purposes  above  named  is  received 
by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  petitioning  for  such  Bill  shall  deposit  with  Clerk 
of  the  Private  Bill  Offioe,  the  following  documents : 

1.  A  map  or  plan  upon  a  scale  .of  not  less  than  half  an  inch  to  the  mile,  showing 
the  location  upon  which  it  is  intended  to  construct  the  proposed  work,  and  shewing 
also  all  lines  of  existing  or  authorized  works  of  a  similar  cnaracter  within  or  in  any 
way  affecting  the  District,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  the  proposed  work  is  intended 
to  serve.  Such  map  or  plan  to  be  signed  by  the  Engineer  or  oUier  party  making  the 
same. 

2.  A  book  of  reference,  in  which  shall  be  clearly  set  out  the  following  informa- 
tion, in  separate  schedules,  namely  : 

SchedaU  A.  The  name  of  each  Municipality  within  which  the  proposed  works, 
or  any  part  thereof,  are  intended  to  be  constructed;  the  population  of  each  such  mu- 
nicipality, as  returned  by  the  next  preceding  census ;  the  rateable  value  of  the  pro- 
perty within  each  such  municipality,  as  returned  by  the  next  preceding  assessment 
rolls  thereof;  and  this  schedule  may  contain  in  a  separate  statement  similar  informr 
ation  ae  to  the  adjoining  districts  intended  to  be  served  by  the  proposed  works. 

Schedule  B.  A  general  description  of  the  nature,  extent,  and  proposed  character  of 
the  contemplated  works,  and  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  thereof,  distinguishing 
the  general  items  of  construction,  and  the  costs  thereof  respectively,  as  well  as  the 
nature,  extent  and  probable  cost  of  all  engine  and  car  stock,  or  other  outfit  or  equip- 
ment necessary  to  the  use  and  operation  of  the  proposed  undertaking.  Such  sche- 
dule to  be  signed  by  the  engineer  or  other  person  preparing  the  same. 

Schedule  O,  An  exhibit  showing  the  total  amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised 
for  the  purposes  of  the  undertaking  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  whether  by  ordinary  shares,  bonds,  debentures  or  other  securities  and  the 
amount  of  each  respectively. 

Schedule  D.  Ajx  estimate  of  the  probable  revenues  of  the  proposed  undertaking, 
showing  the  sources  whence  the  same  are  expected  to  be  derived,  the  annual  earn^ 
ings  therefrom  respectively,  the  probable  annual  cost  of  operation  or  working  expen- 
diture, and  the  annual  net  revenue  applicable  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  pro- 
posed investments.    Such  schedules  to  be  signed  by  the  person  preparing  the  same. 

The  Committee  also  take  the  liberty  of  recommending  that  when  towards  the 
close  of  a  session  it  shall  be  decided  that  there  shall  be  two  sittings  each  day,  it  be 
provided  that  a  reasonable  time  shall  be  specially  allowed  for  private  legislation. 

Your  Committee  also  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  it  would  be  proper  that 
the  Clerk  of  the  Private  Bills  Committee  should  bd  present  during  the  sittings  at  the 
table  of  the  Clerk  of  this  House  when  Private  Bills  are  under  consideration  so  as  ta 
afford  information  if  required.

We  Her  Majesty's  loyal  and  faithful  subjects  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  QuebeCj  approach  Your  Excellency  to  lay  before  you  our  Bill  of  Supply. 

We  have  voted  with  pleasure  the  sums  required  for  the  Civil  Service,  and  the 
different  items  of  the  Budget. 

It  is  gratifying  to  us  to  think  that  a  part  of  the  Supplies  which  remained  Ib 
the  public  chest  at  the  expiration  of  the  last  eighteen  months,  will  be  emploved  in 
the  increase  of  the  grant  for  Colonization  Boads,  in  new  erants  in  aid  of  Colonisa- 
lion  Societies  and  Wooden  Bailways,  in  increased  aid  for  Education,  and  additional 
grants  to  Charitable  Institutions. 

We  have  given  our  best  attention  to  the  subjects  mentioned  in  Your  Excellency  *8 
Speech,  and  to  the  measures  which  have  been  submitted  to  us  concerning  the  Inde- 
pendence of  Parliament,  the  Privileges  and  Immunities  of  Parliament,  the  oi^gani- 
cation  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Public  Works,  the  formation  and  en- 
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couragement  of  Colonization  Societies,  the  administration  and  sale  of  Public  Lands, 
the  amendment  of  the  Jury  Law,  the  appointment  of  District  Ma^strates,  the 
secuiity  to  be  given  by  Public  Officers,  the  encouragement  of  Wooden  Eailways 
and  the  general  incorporation  of  Eailways,  and  Bills  on  these  several  subjects  are 
now  submitted  for  Your  Excellency's  sanction. 

We  are  also  happy  to  annoimce  to  Your  Excellency  that  we  have  given  our 
attention  to  a  measure  on  the  subject  of  Education ;  and  we  have  the  confident  hope 
that  the  Bill  now  submitted  to  Your  Excellency,  on  this  important  subject,  settling 
as  it  does  in  an  equitable  and  liberal  manner  a  long  pending  difficulty,  will  assui'e 
peace  and  harmony  to  all  classes  of  Her  Majesty  subjects  in  this  Province. 

Our  attention  has  also  been  occupied  with  two  other  important  measures,  that 
on  the  subject  of  municipal  organization  and  the  law  respecting  the  notarial  profes- 
sion; the  numerous  details  of  these  two  measures^  justify  us  in  postponing  their 
adoption  to  anotl^er  Session ;  and  this  course  will  enable  us  to  take  advantage  of 
the  information  to  be  derived  from  the  discussion  respecting  these  measures  which 
may  take  place  during  the  interval. 

In  addition  to  these  important  measures,  a  large  number  of  Bills  of  a  public, 
local  and  private  nature  have  been  discussed,  and  are  now  presented  for  Tour 
Excellency's  sanction. 

We  feel  assured,  that  with  that  wisdom  which  has  alwajrs  distinguished  Your 
Excellency  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  this  Province,  these  laws  will  all 
be  put  into  operation  in  such  a  manner  as  to  produce  the  greatest  public  benefit ;. 
and  in  bringing  about  this  result,  we  anticipate  that  Your  Excellency  will  receive 
the  active  and  cordial  co-operation  of  all  classes  of  society.   . 

We  conclude  by  assuring  Your  Excellency  of  our  sincere  devotion  to  our  Gra- 
cious Sovereign,  and  of  the  sentiments  of  respect  and  affection  which  we  entertain 
for  Tour  Excellency. 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  then  presented  the 
following  money  Bill :

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly j 

I  am  happy  to  congratulate  you  in  the  name  of  our  Most  Gracious  Sovereign 
on  your  numerous  and  important  labors,  and  it  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  that 
I  see  the  result  of  your  deliberations. 

Your  attention  has  been  constantly  directed  towards  the  development  of  the 
^sources  of  the  Province,  and  the  measures  which  you  have  adopted  for  this  object 
will  receive  my  most  active  co-operation,  and  I  hope,  that  of  all  classes  of  society. 

I  anticipate  the  greatest  benefit  for  the  public  from  the  laws  which  have  been 
Banctioned  respecting  the  administration  of  Justice  and  the  maintenance  of  publie 
order, 

I  am  happy  to  see  the  wisdom  with  which  you  have  settled  the  question  of 
Public  Instruction,  and  I  earnestly  hope  that  the  different  classes  of  our  population 
^11;  in  peace  and  with  harmony,  take  advantage  of  the  ffreat  benefit  of  Educationi 
for  the  promotion  of  which  the  Province  has  voted  such  liberal  amounts. 
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Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 

I  thank  jou  in  the  name  of  Her  Majesty  for  the  liberalitj  with  which  jou  hare 
Toted  the  supplies.  I  am  hanpy  to  see  that  you  have  been  able  to  increase  the 
grants  in  aid  of  Colonization,  Fublic  Instmction  and  Charitable  Institutions.

COEEESPONDENCE. 

Quebec,  301^  January  1869. 

The  Honorable  J.  O.  Beaubusn, 

Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands, 

Sir,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  favorable  consideration  the  enclosed 
letter  of  Mr.  Joseph  Tanguay,  hunter  and  fisherman,  a  resident  for  more  than 
twenty  years,  of  the  place  called  Wash-Shee-Shoe,  on  tne  Labrador  coast,  together 
with  the  affidavits  accompanying  the  same. 

The  depositions  of  Messrs.  Tanguay,  Metivier,  J.  B.  Fournier  and  Prudent 
Foumier.  on  which  reliance  can  be  placed,  will  inform  you  of  what  Tanguay 
suffered  from  fires  in  the  woods  of  Wash-Shee-Shoes,  and  its  neighbourhood,  and 
will  further  give  you  an  idea,  although  a  feeble  one,  of  the  immense  loss  to  the 
Province  by  fires  on  an  extent  of  woodland  (I  use  the  word  "  woodland  "  for  not 
only  were  the  woods  burnt,  but  the  soil  also)  of  twenty  leagues  in  length  by  four 
leagues  in  breadth  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Wash-Shee-Shoe,  and  of  half  as  much 
more  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Mingan. 

The  great  loss  does  not  consist  so  much  in  the  destruction  of  the  woods  as  in 
that  of  me  fur-bearing  animals  to  which  the  -woods  served  as  a  shelter. 
This  part  of  the  coast  was  considered  one  of  our  best  hunting  grounds.  Now  since  the 
forest  has  disappeared,  and  the  land  been  partially  burnt  up^  the  few  fur-bearing 
animals  which  escaped  the  fire,  have  been  driven  away,  and  it  will  take  more  than 
fifty  years  for  these  woods  to  attain  sufficient  growth  to  permit  such  animals  to 
resort  to  them  again. 
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These  fires  are  not  caused  by  malice,  but  are  due  to  the  gross  neglect  of  per- 
sons who  for  fishing  or  hunting  purposes,  camp  in  these  localities,  light  fires,  either 
for  cooking  their  food,  or  for  driving  away  the  musquitoes,  and  then  fall  asleep 
or  leave  without  extinguishing  them.    Then,  if  the  season  happens  to  be  dry 


and  the  wind  the  springs  up,  the  fire  spreads  rapidly  to  the  neighbouring  woods, 
and  in  a  short  time  the  whole  forest  is  m  flames,  to  such  an  extent  that  no  homan 
effort  can  arrest  their  progress.  This  is  what  occurred  in  the  north,  during  the 
course  of  the  past  year.  In  the  month  of  June  1867,  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  forests 
in  the  Gaspe  District  which  was  only  extinguished  by  the  rains  in  the  fall. 

Is  it  possible  to  form  an  idea  of  the  damage  '  caused  to  the  forest  by  this  fire  ? 
No !  One  would  have  to  go  over  the  ground,  fifty  years  later,  fully  to  appreciate 
the  extent  of  loss  incurred. 

It  is  useless  to  say  anything  further  on  this  subject.  I  know  that  your  soHci- 
tude,  for  the  preservation  of  our  forest  wealth,  will  induce  you  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  prevent  and  arrest  as  much  as  possible,  the  recurrence  of  these  fires, 
which  are  a  scourge  to  the  Province.

Sir.— The  afiBdavits  which  I  transmitted  to  you  in  the  hope  that  you  would 
lay  before  the  Government  the  state  of  distress  in  which  I  now  find  myself,  with  a 
family  of  eight  children,  have,  I  trust,  been  favorably  considered.  I  venture  to  hope 
that  the  honorable  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  particularly  entrusted 
with  the  representation  of  the  interests  of  the  poor  fishermen  of  the  north,  will 
interest  themselves  in  the  subject  of  the  unfortunate  people  whom  the  fire  of  the  5th 
July  last  reduced  to  poverty.  While  awaiting  relief,  we  have  to  depend  entirely 
on  the  charity  of  the  Public. 

When  the  fact  is  considered  that  we  have  spent  thirty  years  on  the  Labrador 
coast,  subsisting  by  fishing  and  hunting,  and  that  we  have  been  suddenly  deprived 
of  our  usual  sources  of  support,  we  think  ourselves  fairly  entitled  to  Government 
assistance : 

I  therefore  trust  that  you  will  endeavour  to  describe  my  distressed  condition 
and  obtain  for  me  both  the  sympathy  and  assistance  of  the  Government. 

Will  you  have  the  kindnesss  therefore  to  lay  my  petition  before  the  House 
as  soon  as  possible  that  I  may  obtain  justice  ? 

You  will  by  so  doing  entitle  yourself  to  the  gratitude  of  a  poor  father  of  a 
family.

Prudbnt  Fournier,  Overseer  of  Fisheries  for  the  territory  of  ''Wash-shee- 
shoe"  doth  depose  and  say : 

That  oa  the  fourth  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  he  noticed,  at 
a  place  called  ''Grand  Wash-shee  shoe,"  a  small  fire  which  must  have  been  lighted 
by  one  of  the  employees  of  Mr.  Molson. 

That  on  the  morning  of  the  fifth  he  personnally  went  in  search  of  Mr.  Molson, 
who  was  then  on  board  of  his  yacht,  to  inform  him  that  the  fact  of  a  fire 
l)eing  lighted  near  the  forest  was  in  direct  contravention  of  the  fishery  laws,  and 
to  request  him  to  have  it  extinguished  without  delay. 

That  thereupon  Mr.  Molson,  with  some  men,  went  to  the  said  locality  and 
endeavoured  to  extinguish  the  fire,  but  the  wind  being  high  at  the  time  caused  it 
to  extend  to  the  forest,  and  the  flames  did  not  cease  until  they  had  burnt  about 
four  leagues  in  a  landward,  and  about  twelve  in  an  easterly  direction ;  that  the  fire 
lasted  for  more  than  eight  days,  and  could  be  still  seen  on  the  land  in  many  places 
a  month  afterwards. 

That  the  fire  communicated  so  rapidly  to  Joseph  Tanguay's  residence,  that  he 
had  not  time  to  save  the  few  provisions  with  which  Government  had  provided  him 

That  Joseph  Tanguay  and  his  family,  in  all  eleven  persons,  were  compelled  to 
take  refuge  on  an  island  for  three  weeks,  and  for  six  days  subsisted  upon  only  for- 
ty pounds  of  flour  with  water  unfit  to  drink. 

That  they  were  exposed  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  to  the  winds 
and  rain,  with  very  little  shelter. 

That  the  above  mentioned  fire  [has  reduced  Joseph  Tanguay  to  the  greatest 
misery  and  has  indeed  completely  ruined  him  ;  that  it  also  destroyed  the  huts, 
boats  and  property  of  many  other  persons  living  on  the  coast. 

That  the  Province  has  suffered  to  a  still  greater  extent  by  the  said  fire,  as  the 
localities  in  question  were  celebrated  for  thd"  fine  fur-bearing  animals  that  were 
to  be  found  in  them. 

That  the  foxes,  martens,  minks,  beavers,  artd  lynxes,  for  which  high  prices  were 
given,  were  for  the  most  part  destroyed  or  driven  away  from  their  coverts.  That 

some  of  the  skins  were  valued  at  high  prices,  such  as  those  of  the  black  fox  which 
fetched  as  high  a  price  as  twenty  six  pounds,  and  the  northern  marten  valued  at 
from  five  to  seven  dollars. 

That  some  of  the  islands  along  the  coast  were  also  laid  waste  by  the  fire  which 
further  destroyed  or  drove  away  the  birds  which  previously  resorted  to  them  in 
great  numbers. 

That  it  will  take  more  than  fifty  years  to  repair  the  damage  occasioned  the 
Province  by  the  loss  of  one  of  its  best  hunting  grounds.

The  undersigned  Francois  Metivibr,  of  the  City  of  Quebec,  being  duly  sworn 
upon  the  Holy  Evangelists,  doth  depose  and  say ; 

That  he  has  resided  for  the  last  ten  years  at  Pas-a-Chibo,  on  the  Labrador 
coast,  where  he  subsisted  by  fishing  and  hunting,  and  where  he  kept  a  store  for 
trading  purposes  with  the  Indians. 

That  he  was  at  Wash-Shee-Shoe  on  the  day  of  the  fourth  of  July  last,  where 
he  naet  Mr.  Hofftnan,  one  of  the  employees  of  John  Thomas  Molson,  who  inform- 
ed him  that  he  came  for  fishing  flies  for  his  employers. 

That  on  the  following  day  a  disastrous  fire  reduced  to  ashes  both  Joseph  Tan- 
guay's  property  and  his  own. 

That  not  only  were  his  hunting  grounds  ruined  by  the  said  fire,  but  his  huts, 
boats,  etc.,  were  consumed  and  that  he  was  by  it  deprived  of  his  means  of  trading 
with  the  Indians,  and  thus  has  lost  all  chance  of  gaining  a  livelihood. 

That  he  was  of  necessity  compelled  to  return  with  his  family  to  Quebec, 
where  he  now  resides,  without  friends  or  work. 

That  the  loss  he  suffered  by  the  fire  amounts  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
currency. 

That  the  above  mentioned  fire  did  not  cease  until  it  had  burnt  about  twelve 
miles  in  an  inland  and  in  an  easterly  direction  about  thirty-six.  It  lasted  over  eight 
days  and  a  month  afterwards  fire  could  be  seen  on  the  sou  in  many  places. 

That  the  Province  has  suffered  still  more  by  the  said  fire,  as  these  localities 
were  celebrated  for  the  fine  fur-bearing  animals  that  made  them  their  resort. 

That  the  foxes,  martens,  minks,  otters,  beavers  and  lynxes,  for  the  skins  of 
which  high  prices  were  obtained,  were  for  the  most  part  either  destroyed  or  driven 
away  from  their  coverts ;  that  some  of  the  skins  were  valued  at  high  prices,  such 
as  those  of  the  black  fox  which  were  sold  as  high  as  twenty-six  pounds  each,  and 
that  of  the  northern  marten  which  was  worth  from  five  to  seven  dollars. 

That  some  of  the  islands  along  the  coast  were  also  laid  waste  by  the  fire, 
which  destroyed  or  drove  away  the  birds  which  frequented  them  in  great  num- 
bers.

The  undersigned  Joseph  Tanguay,  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Valier,  in  the  County 
of  Bellechasse,  being  duly  sworn  upon  the  Holy  Evangelists,  doth  depose  and 
say : 

That  he  obtained  from  the  Government  through  the  Assistant  Commissioner 
of  Crown  lands,  Andrew  Russell,  the  necessary  licence  required  by  law  to  fish, 
from  the  first  of  May  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  to  the  thirty  first  of  July  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty  five,  in  the  river  called  the  Grand  Wash-shee-shoe,  on  the 
Labrador  coast^  and  to  set  nets  for  salmon  therein. 

That  the  fishing  in  the  said  river,  and  in  two  other  small  rivers  adjoining, 
were  the  sole  means  by  which  he  lived. 

That  on  the  seventeenth  of  June  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  he  received 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Fortin,  dated  on  board  the  ^^Canadienne''  informing  him  that  he 
had  been  instructed  by  the  Minister  of  Crown  Lands  to  notify  him  for  the  future  not 
to  fish  in  the  river  Wash-shee-shoe  as  the  said  river  was  thereafter  closed  against 
net  fishing. 

That  through  this  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  the  undersi-. 
gaed  sustained  great  loss,  as  his  nets,  casks,  cordage  and  a  wooden  building  he  had 
erected,   were  at  once  rendered  useless. 

That  the  undersigned  willingly  submitted  to  the  order  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Crown  Lands. 

That  since  the  said  order,  the  Government  has  leased,  assigned  and  transfer- 
red the  right  of  fishing  in  the  above  mentioned  river  to  several  persons  who  fish 
it  every  year  with  the  rod. 

That  the  Honorable  Mr.  Abbott  and  others  who  had  obtained  from  the  Go- 
vernment the  said  right  of  fishing,  assigned,  sublet  and  transferred  the  same  last 
year  to  Mr.  John  Molson  and  others. 

That  on  the  fourth  of  July  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  eight,  a  disastrous  fire 
broke  out  on  the  Labrador  coast,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  fifth,  burnt  down 
to  the  gtound  the  house,  shop,  stable,  oven,  hangar,  together  with  six  barrels  of 
salmon  and  all  the  other  property  of  the  undersigned. 

That  the  undersigned  suffered  damage  to  the  extent  of  three  hundred  and 
twelve  pounds  currency,  and  that  he  and  his  family  are  now  in  the  greatest  dis- 
tress. 

That  after  having  passed  twenty-nine  years  on  the  Labrador  coast,  with  his 
wife  and  seven  children,  he  finds  himself  a  complete  stranger  in  Quebec  without 
employment  or  friends ;  that  he  is  also  infirm  and  without  any  means  of  gaining 
aUvelihood. 

That  the  above  mentioned  fire  did  not  stop  until  it  had  burnt  about  twelve 
miles  inland  and  in  an  easterly  direction  about  thirty-six.  It  lasted  over  eight 
days,  and  fire  could  be  seen  on  the  land  in  several  places  a  month  afterwards. 

That  the  Province  has  suffered  still  more  by  the  said  fire,  as  the  locality  in 
question  was  celebrated  for  fine  fur  bearing  animals. 

That  the  foxes,  martens,  minks,  otters,  beavers  ano  lynxes  for  the  skins  of

Jean  Baptiste  FouRNiER,  of  the  City  of  Quebec,  navigator,  being  duly  sworn 
upon  the  Holy  Evangelists,  doth  depose  and  say  ; 

That  he  was  appointed  overseer  of  fisheries  for  the  river  Mingan,  where  he 
arrived  about  the  fifteenth  of  June  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  eight. 

That  towards  the  end  of  June,  seven  persons  came  to  fish  in  the  river  Min- 
gan, with  a  permit  from  the  superintendent  of  fisheries,  Mr.  Whitcher. 

That  on  the  same  day  they  ascended  the  river  as  high  as  the  falls  where  they 
made  a  fire  and  camped. 

That  in  the  afternoon  of  the  fourth  of  July  they  made  another  fire  above  the 
faUs. 

That  one  of  the  men  informed  him,  when  questioned,  that  he  himself  had  set 
fire  to  the  woods  with  a  match  while  smoking. 

That  the -fire  compelled  the  persons  a  bove  alluded  to  to  come  down  to  the 
station. 

That  on  the  same  day  the  above  mentioned  fire  had  already  swept  over, 
a  distance  of  six  or  seven  miles  in  the  direction  of  the  sea,  and  towards  the  east 
about  thirty  six  or  thirty  seven. 

That  the  said  fire  occurred  simultaneously  with  another  on  the  Grand  Wash- 
shee-shoe  about  sixty  miles  from  Mingan. 

That  these  two  large  fires  run  m  the  direction  of  each  other  and  were  within 
twelve  miles  of  meeting. 

That  if  the  wind  had  not  gone  down  on  the  following  day  the  loss  would 
have  been  much  more  considerable,  and  in  the  event  of  its  having  blown  from 
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the  east,  would  have  completely  destroyed  the  station  at  Mingan  and  all  the  buil- 
dings and  property  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 

That  both  fires  caused  irreparable  damage  to  hunters,  and  have  consequently 
in  that  important  part  of  the  North  Shore  put  a  stop  to  all  traffic  in  furs  and  com- 
munication with  the  Indians. 

That  the  Province  has  suffered  still  more  by  the  said  fire,  as  those  places  were 
celebrated  for  the  fine  fur-bearing  animals  that  were  to  be  found  therein. 

That  the  foxes,  martens,  minks,  otters,  beavers  and  lynxes  for  which  high 
prices  were  obtained,  were  for  the  greater  part  destroyed  or  driven  away  from 
their  haunts ;  some  of  the  skins  commanded  high  prices,  such  as  those  of  the 
black  fox,  which  sold  as  high  as  twenty  six  pounds  each  and  those  of  the  north- 
em  marten  which  sold  at  from  five  to  seven  dollars  currency  each. 

That  several  islands  along  the  coast  were  also  laid  waste  by  the  fire,  which 
destroyed  or  drove  away  the  birds  previously  in  the  habit  of  resorting  to  them  in 
large  numbers. 

That  it  will  take  over  fifty  years  to  repair  the  damage  caused  to  the  Province 
by  the  loss  of  one  of  its  best  hunting  grounds.

Sir. — ^The  individual  named  Francois  BJetivier  of  Pas-4-chibo,  on  the  Labra 
dor  coast,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Wash-shee-shoo,  has  together  with  M.  Joseph 
Tanguay,  suffered  extensively  by  the  fire  which  laid  waste  tne  woods  on  that  part 
of  the  coast. 

His  hunting  cabin  and  hunting  and  fishing  gear  were  consumed  and  his  loss 
is  estimated  at  $600.00.    He  is  now  in  great  distress  in  Quebec. 

Mr.  Gregory  who  was  entrusted  by  the  Government  with  the  duty  of  sup- 
plying the  assistance  which  was  so  generously  forwarded  to  the  poor  fishermen 
on  the  coast  of  Labrador,  could  not,  for  some  unexplained  reason,  reach  that  part 
of  the  coast  on  which  Wash-Shee-Shoe  and  Pas-a-chibo  are  situated ;  this  is  the 
reason  of  Messrs.  Tanguay  and  Metivier  who  suffered  so  much  by  the  fire,  not 
receiving  any  relief. 
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I  think  that  the  Government  who  have  yet  at  their  disposal  a  sum  of  $165.00, 
balance  of  the  appropriation  returned  by  Mr.  Gregory,  should  decide  to  divide  Oie 
same  between  the  two  sufferers  in  question,  in  proportion  to  their  losses.  By  so 
doing,  they  would  discharge  a  duty  which  the  state  of  distress  to  which  those 
unfortunate  persons  and  their  large  families  have  been  reduced,  renders  impe- 
rative. 

I  therefore  respectfully  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  you  will  kindly  re- 
commend that  of  the  $165.00,  $100  be  granted  to  Joseph  Tanguay,  and  $65  to 
Metivier.

Sir. — During  the  Course  of  last  summer  an  immense  territory  rich  in  fur-bear- 
ing animals  of  all  kinds,  was  laid  waste  by  two  fires.  One  of  these  fires  com- 
menced at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Wash-Shee-Shoe,  and  swept  over  a  space  of  from 
20  to  30  leagues  in  length,  by  from  4  to  5  leagues  in  breadth,  and  destroyed  fishing 
establishments  worth  between  $1500  and  $2000.  The  second  fire  commenced  on 
the  banks  of  the  river  Mingan  and  destroyed  a  forest  of  from  40  to  50  leagues  in 
superficies.  If  travellers,  traders,  fishermen  and  others  continue  to  act  with  as 
little  caution  as  they  have  hitherto  done,  there  is  but  little  doubt  that  in  a  few 
years  the  greater  part  of  the  hunting  grounds  situated  on  the  North  shore  of  the 
river  and  Gulf  of  St.  Lavvrence,  will  be  turned  into  a  desert.  The  destruction  of 
our  forests,  even  on  lands  unfit  for  cultivation,  setting  aside  too  the  profits  deri- 
ved from  hunting,  is  still  very  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  the  Province  as  it 
affects  injuriously  the  development  of  our  mineral  wealth. 

During  the  course  of  various  surveys  which  I  made  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
lake  St  John,  and  particularly  at  the  time  of  my  survey  of  the  river  Peribouhia, 
the  principal  brancn  of  which  I  traversed  for  130  miles.  I  could  easily  see  that  two 
thirds  at  least  of  the  land  watered  by  this  river  and  formerly  covered  with  rich 
forests  of  white  and  red  pine,  had  been  ravaged  by  two  or  three  successive  confla- 
tions. 

The  iniury  caused  by  them  to  the  arable  lands  in  the  territory  of  the  Sague- 
nay  is  incalculable.  The  newspapers  at  various  times  have  given  accounts  of  the 
disasters  that  befell  the  settlers  m  Uie  county  of  Chicoutimi.  These  fires  very  often 
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as  in  the  cases  mentioned,  result  from  the  negligence  of  pnersons  little  interested 
in  the  preservation  of  public  property.  Tanguay  and  M6tivier,  victims  of  the  fires 
at  Wasn-shee-shoe,  can  attest  the  truth  of  my  remarks. 

I  therefore,  Sir,  take  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  to  the  duty, — I 
should  say  the  urgent  duty, — of  the  Sovernment  at  once  to  adopt  measures  to 
arrest  as  far  as  possible  futher  destruction,  and  to  preserve  these  very  important 
sources  of  revenue  to  the  Province  of  Quebec.

Prudent  Fournier,  overseer  of  fisheries  for  the  territory  of  Wash  Shee-Shoe, 
doth  depose  and  say  : 

I  knov^r  that  on  the  4th  July  1868,  a  small  fire  broke  out  at  the  place  called 
Grand  Wash-Shee-Shoe ;  which  X  think  must  have  been  lighted  by  one  of  Mr.  Mol- 
son's  employees.  On  the-  morning  of  the  5th,  I  called  upon  Mr.  Molson,  and  hav- 
ing informed  him  that  the  lighting  of  a  fire  near  the  woods  was  in  direct  contra- 
vention of  the  Fishery  act,  he  went  to  the  place  with  his  men  to  extinguish  it^ 
but  the  wind  was  too  high.  The  ravages  of  this  fire  extended  four  leagues  to  the 
north  and  about  twelve  leagues  to  the  east.  It  lasted  eight  days,  and  was  still  vi- 
sible on  the  soil  a  month  afterwards. 

The  fire  communicated  with  the  dwelling  house  of  Joseph  Tanguay  so  rapidly 
that  his  family,  another  person  and  myself  were  compelled  to  seek  refuge  on  a  lit- 
tle island,  where  for  three  weeks  we  remained  exposed  to  the  greatest  dangers  and 
in  want  of  almost  everything ;  Joseph  Tanguay  lost  his  all.  The  loss  incurred  by 
the  Province  by  this  conflagration  is  still  more  considerable,  as  these  places  were 
famous  for  their  fur-bearing  animals.  The  foxes,  martens,  otters,  beavers  and 
lynxes  have  for  the  most  part  been  destroyed  or  chased  away  from  their  coverts. 
• 

Some  of  the  skins  of  these  animals  were  of  great  value ;  for  example,  that 
of  the  black  fox  brought  as  much  as  twenty  six  pounds  and  that  of  the  northern 
marten  was  worth  from  five  to  seven  dollars. 

Some  of  the  islands  which  lie  along  the  coast  were  also  stripped  bare  by 
this  fire.  The  birds  which  resorted  to  them  in  great  numbers  have  never  returned. 
The  locality  ravaged  by  it  was  one  of  the  greatest  hunting  grounds  of  the  neigbour- 
hood,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  damage  caused  to  the  Province  will  be  made 
up  in  less  than  fifty  years.     '     , 

If  the  Government  took  measures  to  prevent  the  carelessness  with  which 
fires  are  lighted,  and  prohibited  them  being  made  in  the  woods,  the  inhabitants  of 
the  coast  would  gladly  see  the  danger  which  constantly  threatens  them  during 
the  summer,  lessened.  The  dwelling  houses  on  the  coast  are  exposed  to  destruc- 
tion in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  Joseph  Tanguay,  and  the  residents  occa- 
sionally find  themselves  compelled  to  flee  from  them  and  endure  great  hardships, 
as  occured  to  us  in  the  month  of  July  1868.

Joseph  Tanouay,  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Valier,  in  the  county  of  Bellechasse 
fishennan,  doth  depose  and  say :  .   ' 

I  am  a  fisherman  at  little  Wash-shee-shoe  under  a  licence  granted  me  by  the 
Government  in  conformity  with  the  fishery  laws.  I  fish  in  the  river  called  the 
Grand  Wash-shee-shoe,  on  the  Labrador  coast,  and  in  two  other  small  rivers 
adjoining.  Under  instructions  from  the  Crown  Land  Department  dated  17th  June 
1865, 1  was  obliged  to  abandon  my  fishery  in  the  Grand  Wash-shee-shoe. 

The  Government  has  since  leased  the  river  to  several  persons  who  have  been 
in  the  habit  of  fly-fishing  it  every  year.  My  privileges  on  this  river  were  taken 
from  me,  because  the  Government  had  decided  that  the  river  should  thereafter  be 
closed  to  net  fishing. 

On  the  fourth  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  eight,  a  fire  broke  out  on 
the  Labrador  coast,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  fifth  my  house,  shop,  stable,  oven, 
hangar,  six  barrels  of  salmon  and  every  thing  else  I  possessed,  fella  prey  to  the 
flames.  The  loss  which  I  sustained  amounts  to  three  hundred  and  twelve  pounds 
currency,  and  I  now  find  myself  and  family  placed  in  a  position  of  the  greatest 
misery.  After  having  lived  twenty  nine  years  on  the  Labrador  coast  with  my 
wife  and  seven  children,  I  am  a  complete  stranger  in  Quebec  wthout  friends  or 
employement ;  I  am  also  infirm  and  without  the  slightest  means  of  subsistence. 

The  fire  in  question  did  not  cease  until  it  had  burnt  four  leagues  in  a  or- 
therly  and  twelve  in  an  easterly  direction^  and  a  month  afterwards  there  was 
still  fire  on  the  ground  in  many  places. 

These  fires  not  only  destroy  the  forests  but  permanently  injure  the  surface 
soil  fit  for  agriculture.  After  the  fire  has  passed  over  it,  there  remains  nothing 
but  a  barren  and  desert  waste.  The  Public  domain  suflfercd  on  that  occasion  con- 
siderable loss,  as  the  localities  were  noted  for  being  good  hunting  grounds.  The 
foxes,  martens,  beavers,  and  lynxes  have  been  for  the  most  part  destroyed  or  dri- 
ven rrom  their  retreats.  Some  of  their  skins  are  of  great  value.  I  may  instance 
that  of  the  black  fox  which  sells  at  twenty  six  pounds,  and  that  of  the  northern 
marten  which  is  worth  from  five  to  seven  dollars. 

Some  of  the  islands  along  the  coast  were  also  laid  waste  on  this  occasion  and 
the  birds  which  repaired  to  them  in  great  numbers  now  no  longer  return. 

The  forest  destroyed  was  one  of  the  best  hunting  grounds  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  I  think  flity  years  will  not  suffice  to  repair  the  damages  caused  by  the 
fires  in  question  to  the  Province. 

The  fire  communicated  so  rapidly  to  my  house  that  I  had  only  time  to  con- 
vey my  family  to  an  adjacent  island.  Mr.  Prudent  Fournier,over8eer  of  fisheries, 
and  Th^odule  Pillote,  fisherman,  were  with  us.  During  three  weeks  we  were  ex- 
posed to  the  greatest  danger,  almost  without  means  of  subsistance. 

M.  Prudent  Foumier  was  during  this  time  debarred  from  following  his  oc- 
cupation. The  rapidity  with  which  the  fire  spread  and  the  critical  position  in  which 
we,  to  the  numJ^r  of  eleven  persons  were  placed,  are  evils  which  may  at  any 
time  befall  the  inhabitants  of  the  coast. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  coast  are  of  opinion,  as  indeed  I  am  myself,  that  strin- 
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gent  regulations  applying  to  persons  who  light  flres  or  allow  them  to  be  lit  impru- 
dently in  the  woods,  would  be  the  best  means  of  preventing  these  accidents. 

And  the  witness  having  declared  that  he  could  not  sign  bis  name,  has  made 
his  mark  of  a  cross.

Francois  Metivier,  of  Pash-a-Chibo,  now  of  the  City  of  Quebec,  fisherman, 
doth  depose  and  say : 

I  have  been  established  for  ten  years  at  Pash-a-Chibo  on  the  Labrador  Coast, 
where  I  lived  by  hunting  and  fisihing.  I  also  kept  a  little  store  for  the  convenience 
of  the  Indians. 

On  the  fourth  of  Julylast,  being  at  Wash-shee-shoe,  I  met  Mr.  Hofbnan, 
one  of  the  employees  of  Thomas  John  Molson.  who  told  me  that  he  had  just 
been  getting  artificial  flies  for  his  employer;  tne  next  day  a  fire  reduced  to 
ashes  all  the  property  of  Joseph  Tanguay,  as  well  as  my  own.  The  loss  which 
I  suffered  in  consequence  of  this  fire  was  very  serious.  My  hunting  and  fishing 
grounds,  my  huts  and  boats  and  the  goods  in  which  I  traded  were  all  consumed  ; 
and  I  was  coippelled  to  come  to  Quebec  with  my  family,  where  I  now  reside, 
without  friendis,  work  or  the  sligntest  means  of  subsistence.  The  loss  I  suffered 
by  the  fire  amounts  to  £150  currency. 

I  had  in  my  possession  two  barrels  and  a  half  of  powder,  and  were  it  not 
that  a  means  of  escape  remained  to  us  in  the  proximity  or  a  small  island,  I  would 
have  been  in  the  greatest  danger,  as  the  fire  completely  surrounded  us  on  the 
main  land. 

The  fire  did  not  cease  untill  it  had  burnt  four  leagues  in  a  northerly  and  about 
twelve  leagues  in  an  easterly  direction.  It  lasted  over  eight  days  and  for  more 
than  a  month  afterwards  the  remains  of  fire  were  still  visible  on  the  ground  in 
many  places. 

These  fires  destroy  not  only  the  forests  but  burn  and  injure  the  surface  soil 
which  is  fit  for  agriculture.  After  the  passage  of  the  fire  what  remains  is  a  bar- 
ren and  desert  waste. 

The  public  domain  suffered  considerable  loss  in  the  cases  I  have  mentioned, 
as  those  localities  were  noted  hunting  grounds,  and  the  foxes,  marten,  mink,  bea- 
ver and  lynxes  have  been  for  the  most  part  driven  from  their  haunts. 

Several  islands  along  the  coasts  have  been  also  laid  waste,  so  that  the  birds 
return  to  them  no  longer.  , 

The  forest  destroyed  was  one  of  the  best  hunting  grounds  on  the  Labrador 
coast,  aud  I  think  that  fifty  years  vtrill  not  suffice  to  repair  the  damage  sustained 
by  the  Province  through  this  fire.

Having  been  appointed  overseer  of  fisheries  /or  the  river  Minean,  I  arrivpd 
Iheje  on  the  15th  June,  1868.  ^    '      ^m^ea 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month  of  June,  seven  persons  came  to  fish  in  the 
river  Mingan,  under  a  permit  from  Mr.  Witcher,  Superintendent  of  fisheries  Thev 
ascended  as  high  as  the  Mingan  falls,  of  the  same  day,  when  they  made  a  fire  and 
camped.  In  the  afternoon  on  the  4th  July  they  made  a  second  fire  above  the  falls 
One  of  the  men  informed  me  when  I  asked  him,  that  he  had  set  fire  to  the  woods 
with  a  match  while  smoking. 

All  the  parties  above  alluded  to  came  down  to  the  post,  being  compelled  to 
do  so  by  the  fire.  '^ 

During  the  same  day  it  had  already  swept  over  a'distancelof  from  six  to  seven 
miles  in  the  direction  of  the  sea,  and  about  thirty  six  to  thirty  seven  miles  toward 
the  east. 

This  fire  took  place  at  the  same  time  as  one  at  Grand  Wash-Shee^hoe  which  is 
situated  at  a  distance  of  60  miles  from  Mingan.  These  two  fires  ran  mthe'direction 
of  each  other,  and  were  within  three  leagues  of  meeting.  If  the  wind  had  not  ceased 
on  the  follovnng  day  their  ravages  would  have  been  more  considerable.  Had  the 
wind  been  from  the  e^st,  the  post  at  Mingan  and  all  the  buildinffs  of  the  Hud 
son's  Bay  Company  would  have  been  destroyed.  The  fires  in  question  caused  irre- 
j^rable  injury  to  hunters  and  consequently  put  a  stop  on  that  important  nart  of 
the  north  shore  to  the  fur  trade  and  all  communication  with  the  Indians. 

The  Province  stjffered  greater  loss  still  by  the  fire  at  Mingan,  as  that  district 
was  covered  with  wood  available  for  fishing  establishments  and  fuel. 

The  foxes,  otters,  martens,  beavers,  lynxes,  etc.,  for  the  skins  of  which  hich  pri- 
ces were  obtained,  were  destroyed  or  forced  to  leave  their  retreats  Some  of 
their  skins  are  worth  large  sums ;  for  example  that  of  the  black  fox  sells  for  twentv 
six  pounds,  and  that  of  the  Northern  marten  sells  at  from  six  to  seven  dollars. 

Some  of  the  islands  which  are  along  the  coast  were  also  laid  waste  and  the 
birds  which  resorted  to  them  in  large  numbers  forced  to  leave  them  •  the 
damage  caused  to  the  Province  by  these  fires  cannot  be  repaired  within  fiftv  vears  • 
by  them  it  was  deprived  of  one  of  its  best  hunting  grounds.  J  J        >

JosBPH  Ignacb  L^tournbau,  of  the  Parish  of  Ste.  Anne  des  Monts,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Gasp6,  Farmer,  doth  depose  and  sag  : 

I  reside  in  the  Parish  of  Ste.  Anne  des  Monts,  near  the  church,  but  I  hold 
land  in  the  first  range,  in  the  western  part  of  the  parish.  In  the  month  of  July 
1867,  (I  cannot  remember  the  date,)— the  crops  had  neen  sown  long  previously  for 
the  grain  was  above  ground  and  the  hay  was  advanced,— a  settler  engaged  in  stum- 
ping and  clearing  nart  of  his  land  which  lies  in  the  second  range  of  the  parish 
lighted  a  fire  for  the  purpose  of  burning  the  piles  of  branches  and  brushwood  that 
te  had  collected. 
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This  flre,  favored  by  a  light' wind  and  fed  by  the  dry  branches  and  brush- 
wood,  very  soon  communicated  to  the  surrounding  vegetable  matter.  Before 
proceeding  further  I  would  add  that  a  great  drought  had  been  felt  in  that  part  of 
the  country,  for  at  least  a  month.  The  fire  soon  attained  very  lar^  proportions, 
and  spread  on  the  same  day  to  the  adjoining  lands^  consuming  in  its  passage  the 
fences,  grain  and  hay,  and  leaving  nothing  behind  xt  but  ashes,  waste  and  desola- 
tion. 

Almost  at  the  same  time,  a  farmer  of  the  second  range  in  the  same  parish, 
near  a  place  called  Echfmevie^  also  set  fire  to  the  brushwood  on  his  land.  The 
flames  extended  to  the  adjoining  lands  and  woods.  I  know  from  a  reliable 
source  that  the  forest  which  extends  to  the  river  Lapierre,  eleven  leagues  to 
the  east,  as  far  as  Mechins.  nine  leagues  to  the  west,  and  in  depth  as  far  as  the 
third  range,  was  almost  wholly  burnt  down  by  that  fire,  which  was  only 
extinguished  by  the  rain  and  snow  in  the  fall.  I  may  now  add  that  a  third  fire 
was  lighted  about  the  same  time  in  the  Parish  of  Cap-Chatte.  It  spread  to  the  neigh- 
bouring forest,  and  would  soon  have  met  the  fires  already  mentioned  raging 
in  the  woods.  The  latter  fire  consumed,  in  the  parish  of  Cap-Chatte,  houses,  bams, 
a  large  number  of  fences,  and  great  quantities  of  standing  grain.  In  the  town- 
ship in  which  I  reside,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Ann,  more  than  one  third  of  the 
standing  grain  was  destroyed. 

The  amount  of  injury  caused  by  such  fires  both  to  cleared  and  woodland  is 
incalculable,  and  more  than  fifty  years  must  elapse  before  its  evil  results  will  have 
entirely  disappeared. 

The  forests  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ste.  Anne  des  Monts  and  Cap-Chatte  are 
very  fine  and  generally  contain  hard  wood,  chiefly  maple  of  a  superior  quality. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  during  the  summer  months,  say,  from  the  20th  June  to 
about  the  15th  of  September  no  fires  should  be  lighted  on  nety  lands  whether  for 
clearing  them  or  for  other  purposes ;  because  the  fires  which  destroy  the  forests  are 
generally  lit  by  persons  to  clear  the  land  of  branches  and  brushwood  and  thence 
occasionally  spread  to  the  forests.

John  Hollidat,  Esquire,  of  Quebec,  deposeth  and  saith : 

I  have  been  living  at  the  river  Moisie  during  the  summer  for  the  last  ten  years. 
During  that  time,  several  fires  occured  in  the  woods  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
river,  owing  to  tne  carelesness  of  persons  lighting  fires,  but  more  particularly  in 
1867,  when  a  large  portion  of  the  woods  on  the  west  side  of  me  rivei  were 
burnt  as  well  as  a  house  and  camp  belongiifg  to  myself.  This  fire  was  owing  to 
one  of  the  work  men  employed  by  the  Moisie  Company  not  having  extinguish- 
ed a  fire   he   had  lighted  for  cooking  purposes,  whicn  communicated  to  the 
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turf  and  set  fire  to  the  woods,  the  season  having  been  very  dry.  On  the.  east 
side  of  the  river,  at  the  same  time,  the  wood's  were  set  on  fire  by  a  mto  burn- 
ing the  stumps  of  trees  for  clearing  his  ground^  which  communicated  with  the 
woods,  destroying  a  large  quantity  of  standing  tmiber,  two  fishing  camps  of  my 
own  and  a  large  portion  of  the  plant  of  Uie  Moisie  Company  and  endaneering  the 
whole  of  their  worlds ;  both  these  fires  occured  at  the  same  time,  in  the  month 
of  July. 

In  1868,  the  Moisie  Company  set  fire  to  the  brush  left  on  the  ground  from 
the  wood  cut  for  charcoal  purposes;  after  burning  the.  brush,  the  fire- smouldered 
for  some  days  in  the  turf  until  a  heavy  gale  of  wind  rekindled  the  fire 
causing  the  destruction  of  a  large  quantity  of  wood  cut  by  the  Moisie  Company 
and  destroying  five 'of  their  kilns,  and  again  endismgering  the  whole  of  their 
works. 

From  the  time  of  the  rising  of  the  gale,  the  fire  was  fanned  into  an  awful 
blaze  in  about  ten  minutes,  and  no  human  effort  could  then  stop  it. 

The  damage  done  to  the  Moisie  Mining  Company,  to  myself,  to  the  fisher- 
man of  the  Moisie  and  to  the  Province  is  incalculable,  as  the  supply  of  wood  for 
building,  fishing  and  other  purposes  is  very  limited  and  caootnot  he  replaced  per- 
haps in  a  century. 

I  must  add  that  during  the  two  last  9easo^Si,  some  people  set  fire  to  the  grass 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Moisie  river.  This  fir^  was  with  great  difficulty  extin- 
guished before  it  communicated  to  the  whole  of  the  fishins  establishments 
erected  on  that  side.  I  was  in  ereat  danger  of  losing  p;roperty  to  me  value  of  more 
than  two  thousand  pounds  and  my  season's  occupation. 

I  give  it  as  my  opinion  that  during  the  smnmer  months,  that  is  to  say,  from  the 
20th  of  Jun^  till  the  15th  of  Sept^OLber)  there  should  be  a  law  p^med  to  prevent 
fires  from  bemg  lighted  on  the  land,  among^the  brush  cut  down  for  clearing  purpo- 
ses, and  also  oiji  the  waste  lands,  and  a  clause  ought  to  be  inserted  to  the  ej^ct  ^hat 
people  campinff  in,  or  in  the  vicinity  of,  the  forest  and  lighting  fires  for  cooking 
or  other  lawful  purposes,  be  obliged  to  take  every  precaution  to  prevent  them 
from  spreading,  and  to  extinguish  mem  befoire  they  lea>ve.

E.  Gerin.  Editor  of  the  "  Constitutiormel^''  residing  at  the  City  of  Three 
Rivers,  doth  oiepose  and  say : 

I  desire  to  make  a  simple  observation  suggested  to  me  by.  the  recent  regula- 
tions respecting  the  timber  trade. 

It  is  stated  in  these  regulations  that  pine  logs  of  13}  feet  in  length  and  less 
than  17  inches  in  their  smallest  diameter,  shall  be  subject  to  a  uniform  rate  of  ten 
cents;  the  object  of  the  law  is  evidently  to  protect  the  young  pines  as  in  the  re- 
lations of  the  5th  October  1868,  we  find  the  following  clause. 

*^  It  shall  no  longer  be  lawful  to  cut  on  Crown  Lands  pine  trees  having 
^^  a  lesser,  diaxneter  t^n  12  inches  on  the  stump." 
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The  idea  is  excellent,  but  the  uniform  rate  of  ten  cents,  as  several  lumber 
merchants  have  observed  to  me,  prevents  the  pine  tops  being  made  available, 
the^duties  eating  up  the  profits. 

I  would  therefore  humbly  suggest  that  the  rate  on  the  small  logs  taken 
from  the  pine  tops  be  reduced,  as  otherwise  the  Government  will  lose  revenue, 
and  there  will  remain  in  the  forest  a  quantity  of  combustible  matter  likely  to 
lead  to  fires.

Louis  ADOtt»HE  RoBiTAiLLE,  Esquire,  for  fourteen  years  an  employee  in  the 
office  of  the  Crown  Lands,  Superintendent  of  Woods  and  Forests,  doth  depose -and 

say: 

I  am  aware,  since  I  have  been  in  the  public  service,  that  fires  have  occured 
in  the  woods  almost  every  year,  several  of  which  have  been  truly  disastrous,  as 
they  have  destroyed,  for  hundreds  of  square  miles,  whole  forests  of  pine  and  other 
timber  and  in  several  instances  logs,  manufactured  timber  and  the  plant  of  the 
lumberers  and  occasionally  also  the  houses  and  crops  of  settlers  establishfed  in  the 
vicinity. 

The  majority  of  these  fires  are  due  to  the  negligence  either  of  individuals  light- 
ing fires  in  the  vicinity  of  the  forest  to  clear  the  land.  Or  of  persons  lighting  them 
wUhin  the  forest  itself  to  cook  their  food  or  to  protect  themselves  from  the  flies. 

It  has  also  happened  that  settlers,  to  revenge  themselves  on  lumber  merchants 
holding  limits  in  their  neighbourhood,  have  made  fires  for  the  express  purpose  of 
destroying  the  timber  on  such  limits. 

At  it  is  important  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  these  fires,  which  threaten  to 
lessen  our  forest  wealth,  1  would  recommend  among  other  means,  the  appoint- 
ment of  wood-rangers  who  should  constantly  reside  in  the  forest  or  its  vicinity. 

These  wood-rangers  would  not  only  be  useful  in  protecting  the  forest  from 
the  ravages  of  fire^  but  also  against  the  depredation  of  persons  cutting  timber 
without  license. 

Among  other  efficacious  means  of  arresting  these  fires,  I  would  recommend 
to  the  Legislature  the  passing  of  a  law  nrohibiting  under  the  severest  penalties, 
the  lighting  fires  to  clear  land  between  the  15th  or  20th  of  June  and  the  middle 
of  September,  and  obliging  travellers  in  the  woods  to  take  all  necessary  precau- 
tions against  the  spreading  of  the  fires  which  they  light,  and  compelling  them  to 
extinguish  such  fii-e  before  they  leave.

William  Qxjwn,  of  Quebec,  Esq.,  Supervisor  of  Cullers,  saith : 

I  have  been  Supervisor  of  Cullers  for  fouirteen  years,  and  I  have  been  altoge- 
ther forty  two  years  continuously  engaged  in  the  lumber.business. 

I  have  never  seen  many  fires  actively  in  operation,  but  in  ta-aveUing  through 
the  forest,  I  have  seen  whole  districts  lying  waste  through  the  effects  of  fires  in 
the  woods.  Those  fires  consume  all  kinds  of  timber  but  more  specially  fire-trees 
I  have  travelled  through  the  St.  Maurice  District  and  tha  Ottawa  District  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  and  pretty  much  over  all  the  lumber  Districts  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

It  is  my  opinion,  and  I  know  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  most  practical  men  vnth 
whom  I  have  conversed  on  the  subject,  that  during  the  last  §0  years,  there  has 
been  as  much  timber  destroyed  by  fire  caused  by  fires  spreading  into  the  forests 
from  the  clearances  and  by  fires  originating  in  the  forests,  as  has  been  brought 
to  market  during  that  period.  Many  of  those  fires  are  caused  by  the  culpable  ne- 
gligence of  the  people  making  clearances  in  the  settlements,  and  by  those  engaged 
in  the  woods  in  the  lumber  business. 

With  a  view  to  prevent  in  some  measure  a  recurrence  of  those  very  destruc- 
tive fires  it  would  be  well  to  prevent  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  burn- 
ing for  making  clearances,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  Government  ought  to 
enact  a  law  to  compel  people  who  are  obliged  to  make  fires  in  the  woods  for  cook- 
ing or  other  useful  purposes,  to  take  every  precaution  to  prevent  those  fires  from 
spreading,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  step  that  the  Government  has  taken  during 
last  year  for  the  granting  of  licenses,  to  cut  timber  on  public  lands,  will  have 
the  effect  of  diminishing  tnose  fires  to  a  large  extent,  on  account  of  license  holders 
having  a  greater  interest  in  the  preservation  of  the  woods  owing  to  the  extension 
of  the  license. 

Hard  wood  for  exportation  with  the  exception  of  birch,  is  completely  exhausted 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  my  office,  an  extract  of 
which  I  now  give  for  the  last  year.

With  regard  to  the  pine  forests,  there  is  a  very  extensive  belt  of  pine  woods 
yet  situated  to  the  north,  principally  between  the  47th  and  49th  degree  morth  lati- 
tude, but  it  is  diminishing  fast,  especially  by  fires.  I  cannot  too  much  recommend 
to  the  Government  the  necessity  of  preserving  the  lumber  for  present  and  future 
requirements  and  I  may  add  that  it  is  my  opinion  that  this  belt  of  country  in  a  ge- 
neral way  is  not  adapted  for  farming  purposes  and  therefore  the  following  settlers 
to  settle  in  most  parts  of  the  country  referred  to,  is  only  causing  the  destruction  of 
the  timber  without  any  corresponding  benefit  to  them,  or  to  the  country  at  large.

To  Dr  Fortin,  M.  p.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
on  woods  and  forestg. 

Sir, — I  regret  exceedingly  that  your  request  should  have  reached  met  at  a  time 
when  a  pressure  of  business  scarcely  permitted  me  to  study  the  question  suj^mit- 
ted.  I  have  to  content  myself  therefore  with  stating  sooifi  of  the  opinions  which  I 
have  always  entertained  on  the  subject  of  that  reckless  extermination  of  our  forests 
wealth  which  is  now  practised  on  all  sides. 

If  it  were  only  the  pleasure  afforded  by  the  sight  of  a  tree,  there  would  be 
sufficient  inducement  to  retain  many  of  them  in  the  fields  and  near  our  dwellings. 
What  is  more  blank  and  n^onptonous  th^n  a  landscape  were  nothing  is  seen  above 
the  horizon  but  the  dreary  and  immovable  structures  which  reflect  back  on  oos 
with  double  intensity  the  rays  of  an  already  burning  sun.  But  the  eye  rests  with 
pleasure  on  a  maple^  an  elm,  a  birch,  a  balsam..  &c.,  which  afford  shislter  to  the 
herds  of  cAttle  in  the  fields  and  cast  a  kindly  shade  over  the  cottage  of  the  farmer. 
The  mode  of  life,  chairacter  and  activity  of  the  proprietor  are  to  a  certain  degree  re- 
presented in  the  luxuriant  vegetation  flourishing  before  his  windows.  Physiolo- 
gists toll  us  moreover,  that  the  leaves,  thppe  lungs  of  the,  vegetable  worlds  carry  off 
the  gages  which  are  noxious,  when  too  abundant,  and  supply  us  with  those  which 
are  necessary.  And  if  we  revert  to  the  subject  of  the  wholesale  stringing  of  all  ar- 
borescent vegetation  from  the  soiL  practised  in  many  places,  we  will  find  in  it/ with- 
out  difficulty,  the  cause  of  more  than  one  calaxpity  wmch  may  hereafter  befall  our 
country,  as  the  example  of  other  countries  proves.  In,  cowtriesdwu^  of  timber, 
the  rain  water  being  no  longer  retained  by  the  fallen  leav^  on  the  ground  and 
protected  from  too  rapid  evaporalioa  by  the  shade  of  the  trees  and  h^she^  instead 
of  soaking  drop  by  dirop  into  the  earth  to  selr««h  sM  revivify  it^  flows  off  immedia- 
tely into  theditehes,  from  the  ditch.it  passes  iqto  the  brook,  and  from  the^hroo)^ 
into  the  river  which  latter,  if  it  be  bordered  by  hills  at  all  high,  is  after  a  few 
hours  of  steady  rain  converted  into  a  raging^  toricttt  which  leaves  its  bed  to  inun- 
date the  land,  overthrow  dwelUagB  and  seep  away  catt^e>  Aia  Such  disasters  iiave 
been  experienced  on  the  Ghaudiere,  Nicolet,  St  Francis  and  other  rivers,  and  it  is 

Sobable  that  we  shall  see  their  recurrence.    And  while    the  low  lands  along 
ese  rivers  are  submerged,  the  growing  craps  QU  the  adijoining  hills  ai^  perish- 
ing from  drought,  as  the  water  has  run  off  rapidly  without  j^^netrating  th^  soil 

This  denudation,  in  preventing  the  rain  water  from  evaporating  by  its  rapid 
flowing  off  to  the  rivers,  also  deprives  the  atmosphere  of  that  degree  of  humidity 
which  is  necess(iry  not  only  to  the  vigorous  growth  of  vegetation,  but  also  to  the 
proper  working  oi  animal  life  both  in  man  and  beast 

I  do  not  believe  that  lam-  mistaken  either  in-  stating  that  considering  the 
shortness  of  our  season  of  vegetation  and  the  rapid  development  which  characterises 
it  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  our  atmosphere  requires  for  that  very  reason,  a  great 
deal  of  humidity  and  if,  during  our  few  months  of  rapid  vegetation,  we  had 
an  atmosphere  warm  and  dry,  like  that  for  example  of  Missouri  and  Illinoia,  our 
cereals  and  fruits  would  not  come  to  perfect  maturity.  ' 

To  this  let  there  be  added  the  scarcity  of  building  material  ii^  certain  places 
brought  about  by  the  commercial  consumption  made  without  descrimination,  and 
the  difficulty  already  felt  in  many  quarters  of  procuring  neoessary  fiiel,  &c., 
&c.,  and  an  idea  can  be  formed  of  the  serious  consequences  to  which  this  denuda- 
tion carried  on  blindly  in  so  many  localities  will  eventually  lead. 

Now  as  to  the  remedy  for  the  evil.  I  must  admit  it  is  hard  to  find.  Prizes  offer- 
ed to  those  planting  their  lands  with  trees,  and  the  imposition  of  penalties  on  per- 
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sons  damaging  trees  on  the  road  side  and  the  banks  of  streams  might  perhaps  to  a 
certain  extent  lead  our  farmers  to  pay  more  attention  to  the  preiservation  in  stand- 
ing timber  of  a  part  of  their  too  extensive  properties,  whicV  they  now  work  in 
90  irrational  a  manner,  and  froin  whidh  they  draw  profits  small  id  proportion  to 
those  which  might  be  derived  from  them  tinder  a  better  system  of  culture. 

I  be^  of  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Committee,  kindly  to  excuse 
the  burned  manner  in  which  i  have  thrown  together  these  ideas,  upon  which 
too,  I  have  not  had  the  time  to  reflect,  but  which  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  give  in 
return  for  the  marked  confidence  the  Committee  have  shewn  in  adujressing  me 
on  the  subject.

Suu — You  have  4one  me  the  honor  of  requesting  me  in  your  letter  of  the  26th 
March  to  give  you  my  opinion  in  writing  respecting  the  injury  occasioned  by  the 
reckless  destruction  of  our  forests  at  once  to  the  Province  and  to  private 
individuals. 

Yon  further  desire  to  know  If  It  wouMbe  expedient  to  prevent  parties  clear* 
ing  their  lanTdB  from  burning  (stumps,  &c.  6cc.  tetw^en  the  20th  June  and  the 
15th  September. 

The  short  time  I  have  at  »y  disposal  in  whiGh  to  comply  with  the  request  of 
the  Committee,  does  not  permit  me  to  say  much  on  the  sunject ;  as  you  ask  an  im- 
mediate answer,  I  will  tnerefore  content  myself  with  throwing  out  a  few  ideas 
intending  to  revert  to  the  subject  at  a  future  time,  if  necessary,  either  by  direct 
communication  or  through  the  Gazette  des  Campagnes^  if  my  leisure  admits. 

I  believe,  as  do  many  others,  that  this  question  of  the  destruction  of  our  Cana- 
dian forests  both  as  regards  pumic.  wealth  and  agriculture,  is  entirely  new.  So 
long  as  the  face  of  the  country  was  covered  with  wood,  there  was  no  necessity  of 
passing  laws  to  preserve  the  forests. 

The  settler  ccmipelled  to  clear  the  land  unceasingly  in  order  to  live,  can  not 
but  begin  to  regard  the  forost  as  his  greatest  ennemy.  So  much  is  this  the  case 
that  he  will  not  allow  it  to  stand  any  where,  even  on  rocks  or  rocky  soil  unsuit- 
able for  cultivation,  where  cattle  might  fibad  a  shelter  against  the  inclemency  of 
the  weather  or  the  neat  of  the  sitn,  nor  even  around  his  dwelling  to  embellish 
as  well  as  protect  it. 

To  this,  there  are  some  exceptions  no  donbt,^ut  they  are  few  in  number.  The 
time  has  come  when  we  must  protect  ourselves  against  the  abuses  of  land  clearing 
and  against  losses  caused  by  fires  carelessly  lighted  by  hunters,  6ic.,in  the  woods, 
during  seasons  of  great  drought. 

The  time  has  indeed  arrived  to  take  up  this  question  which  is  one  of  great  public 
interest,  as  it  is  an  acknowledged  fact  to  day,  that  the  destruction  of  our  forests 
has  led  to  evil  effects  as  wiell  in  regard  of  the  population,  as  in  regard  Of  the  soil, 
streams  and  vrater  courses. 
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If  Sully  was  justified  iastating  that  Fraace  would  one  day  suffer  from  the  want 
of  wood,  this  startling  proposition  applies  with  much  greater  force  to  Canada,  the 
climate  of  which  being  more  severe  than  that  of  Prance  requires  a  much  larger 
stocJi  of  fuel.  The  Legislature  is  right  in  taking  up  this  important  subject.  To  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  is  due  thQ  honor  of  having^  initiated  an  inquiry  which  will"  not 
fail  to  produce  the  best  results.  Very  little  time  is  left  you,  to  bestow  upon  the  sub- 
ject that  thorought  study  which  is  so  necessary  in  order  to  lay  down  the  basis  of 
a  law  calculateu  to  attain  the  desired  end.  But  much  has  been  effected  by  drawing 
the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  matter.  During  the  recess,  all  may  collect  infor- 
mation, and  during  the  next  session  of  your  committee,  you  may  present  to  the 
Legislature  a  bill  for  the  prevention  of  all  the  abuses  now  complained  of. 

With  respect  to  the  question  as  to  whether  it  would  be  expedient  to  prevent  par- 
ties clearing  land  by  means  of  fire  between 'the  20th  of  June  and  15th  of  Sep- 
tember. I  unhesitatingly  teply  that  it  would.  This  prohibition  should  in  my 
opinion  be  extended  to  parties  travelling  through  the  woods  for  the  ^purposes  of 
fishing,  hunting  or  for  cutting  birch  and  hemlock  bark.  Severe  penalties  should 
also  be  imposed,  to  prohibit  the  cutting  down  of  birch  trees  to  obtain  the  bark 
because  it  is  useless  destruction.  Once  the  birch  is  tripped  of  its  bark,  it  will  ne- 
ver grow  again.  Hemlock  bark  is  of  too  much  value  to  leave  it  to  tne  caprice  or 
ignorance  of  the  first  comer.  Great  ravages  have  beep  comnaitted  in  our  forests  in 
this  respect.  It  is  time  to  take  the  subject  into  consideration.  The  Americans  have 
probably  laws  to  enforce  its  judicious  use.  Information  on  the  matter  could  be  ob- 
tained from  old  countries.  Their  forest  regulations  should  be  studied  and  particu- 
larly those  of  France.  I  am  informed  that  the  Revue  Canadienne  of  Montr6al  has  in 
its  issue  of  November  t868,  published  an  excellent  article  on  the  destruction  of  our 
forests. 

The  short  notice  you  gave  me  prevents  me  from  saying  anything  further  on 
the  subject.  I  have  however  given  you  a  proof  of  my  willmgness  to  afford  what 
information  lies  in  my  power.

Sir. — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  27th  instant,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  answer 
as  correctly  as  I  can  the  three  questions  you  have  submitted  to  me.  And  first  res- 
pecting the  rise  and  fall  of  the  waters  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence.  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  fall  is  mainly  due  to  the  extent  of  territory  exposed  to  the  rays  of  the  sun, 
which  absorb  all  the  water  that  the  soil  formerly  retained  previous  to  the  trees 
being  cleared  away ;  and  that  from  the  works  which  must  have  been  carried  out  to 
drain  and  carry  off  the  water  from  the  land  to  the  rivers,  is  due  the  swelling 
of  the  stream  in  the  early  spring,  as  the  water  instead  of  flowing  off  gradual- 
ly as  in  the  past,  comes  down  all  at  once.  Owing  to  this,  the  water  becomes  verj^ 
low  in  summer,  if  the  drought  is  any  way  long  continued.  I  must  state  however, 
that  forty  years  ago,  I  saw  Lake  St  Peter  as  low  as  9J  feet  in  the  channel. 
I  have  never  seen  it  since  lower  than  10  feet,  even  in  the  greatest  drought. 

Secondly  with  reference  to  the  damage  done  by  the  ice  every  spring,  I  must 
inform  you  that  for  the  past  fifty  five  years  I  have  navigated  the  river  between 
Quebec  and  Montreal,  and  during  that  period  I  have  observed  much  change  in  the 
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ravages  committed  by  the  ice  j  all  or  almost  all  the  islets  which  are  and  should  con- 
tinue to  be  the  ornaments  of  our  fine  river,  between  the  two  cities  are  more  or  less 
denuded  of  tree§  by  the  spring  ice,  several  entirely  so.  I  have  remarked .  that 
this  denudation  is  early  increasing  and  it  is  tny  sincere  conviction  that  the 
whole  thing  is  due  to  the  western  country  being  stripped  of  trees  which  causes 
the  snow  to  thaw  more  rapidly  than  when  it  was  wooded.  The  great  quantity  of 
water,  coming  down  all  at  once  forces  the  ice  to  descend  before  it  has  been  suffi- 
ciently weakened  by  the  action  of  the  sun,  and  as  nothing  can  resist  its  force, 
everything  in  its  passage  must  give  way.  I  may  instance  several  of  our  is- 
lands which  have  by  this  means  lost  all  their  fine  timber. — Lavaltrie  Island,  Bs^-ure 
Bigot  Island,  where  nothing  but  a  few  small  branches  remain.  Citrpuille  Point  is 
in  the  same  condition,  as  are  a  host  of  other  places  where  considerable  damage  is 
annually  done  by  the  ice. 

Thirdl^^,  with  reference  to  the  fall  of  the  waters  in  winter.  I  must  say  I  never 
gave  the  point  much  serious  consideration.  They  are  almost  always  at  the  same 
level,  that  is  to  say,  they  are  almost  at  autumn  level  They  rise  considerably  when 
the  ice  takes  at  the  beginning  of  winter,  but  during  the  latter  season,  the  fall 
again  to  nearly  the  autumn  level.  Sometimes,  with  heavy  rains  in  winter,  they 
also  rise  a  littla

About  five  years  since  I  went  on  an  expedition  up  the  Ottawa  and  Matawan 
rivers  through  Trout  lake  to  lake  Nipissing.  We  procured  canoes  at  Port  William 
-above  Pembroke  and  having  hired  canoe-men  proceeded  slowly  up  the  river 
Ottawa  as  far  as  Fort  Matawan,  where  we  left  the  Ottawa.  We  then  turned  up  the 
river  Matawan.  Our  expedition  was  intended  to  be  a  sporting  one,  but  there  was 
little  game  in  the  woods  as  the  fires  had  swept  through  tnem,  and  the  same 
cause  rendered  camping  disagreeable,  as  we  could  with  difiiculty  find  a  spot 
at  night  fit  for  camping  on  which  the  fire  had  not  passed.  There  were  very  few- 
settlers  in  the  country  we  visited,  perhaps  three  or  four  for  the  last  eighty  miles, 
before  we  reached  Fort  Matawan ;  tney  were  planted  on  the  south  bank 
of  the  Ottawa  and  their  real  business  was  whiskey  selling,  not  farming.  There 
were  proofs  along  our  entire  route  of  fearful  conflagrations,  one  of  which  appear- 
ed to  have  been  unusually  disastrous  as  the  soil  had  been  burnt,  the  trees  char- 
ed and  the  rocks  split  or  calcined.  I  was  informed  that  this  fire  originated 
near  Lake  Nipissing,  and  taking  a. north  east  course  for  eighty  miles  it  then 
reached  the  Ottawa,  and  though  the  river  is  wide  at  that  spot,  the  fire  crossed  it 
at  a  bound  and  rushed  on  in  a  line  north  east  into  the  wilderness.  When  on  the 
Matawan  a  decent  looking  old  man  came  to  our  camp  in  great  grief.  He  said  his 
timber  limits,  including  his  shanty  supplies,  besides  a  large  quantity  of  square 
and  all  his  standing  timber,  had  been  destroyed  by  fire.  It  appeared  that  one  of 
the  whiskey  sellers  wished  to  clear  an  acre  of  land  for  turnip  sowing  in  August ; 
he  therefore  set  fire  to  his  small  chopping  during  the  dry  season,  and  that  fire 
spread  to. the  timber  limits. 

The  loss  sustained  by  the  party  who  complained  to  us,  he  estimated  at  forty 
thousand  dollars,  but  as  the  standing  pine  forest  was  burnt  the  loss  to  the  Go- 
vernment must  have  far  exceeded  that  s|um  on  the  limits  in  question  ;  and  as  that 
fire  extended  over  a  large  arera  of  country  it  is  impossible  to  calculate  the  amount 
of  timber  limits  rendered  worthtless. 
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My  impression  is  that  within  a  few  y^ars  the  pine  fo^e^t8  of  Canada  will  have 
ceased  to  exist,  end  an  jimportant  source  of  revenue  will  he  lost  to  the  country,  un- 
less the  executLve  bearined  with  extraordinary  powers  of  arresting  and  punishing 
those  who  through  design  or  ignorance  cause  fires  in  the  woods.  Circumstantial 
evidence  can  always  be  procured,  though  direct  proof  may  he  impossibly,  unless  the 
offender  confesses. 

Large  powers  of  repression  ought  therefore  to  be  vested  in  some  parties,  and 
no  better  conservators  coiUdbe  foujid  t}ian  the  lumber  merchauts  and  limit  owners. 
Let  the  selling  of  whiskey  in  the  interior  be  punishable  as  a  criminal  offence,  and 
the  Jesuit  would  be  the  expulsion  of  those  miscreants  from  the  lumber  terions  into 
whict  they  hare  ^hetrated,  under  the  false  pretence  of  being  settlers  mtending 
to  cultivate  the  soil.

Dear  Sir: — ^In  answer  to  the  questions  forwarded  in  your  l6tter,  tinder  date  of 
the  23rd  inst.  I  would  say,  that,  several  extensive  fires  have  occured  in  the  pine 
re^ons  of  the  St.  Maurice  Territory,  within  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  it  is 
estimated  that  about  one  third  of  tne  pine  contained  in  the  St.  Maurice  l^erritorj 
has  been  destroyed  by  fires.  The  localities  principally  suffering  Were  tne  Croche, 
the  Bostonnais  and  the  Rat-Bivers ;  part  also  of  the  Matawan  has  been  m.uch  iflju>  • 
red.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  loss  to  the  country,  caused  by  these  fires,  and 
two  million  dollars  would  not  oover  that  loss  on  the  St.  Maurice,  it  is  hardly  pos-

Sir. — Your  note  of  the  27th  instant  was  received  yesterday.  In  reply,  I  beg 
to  state,  in  answer  to  your  questions,  that  I  have  remarked,  that  the  water  in  the 
St  Lawrence,  has  90t  been  so  high  during  the  lasj;  few  years,  as  I  have  seen  it 
heretoforeu  pfu-llcularly  in  the  fair  and  winter,  and  I  agree  with  many  others  that 
I  have  spoken  to  upon  the  subject,  that  it  is  in  a  great  measctre  caused  by  the 
clearing  of  lands,  drainage,  and  further  cultivation.  As  to  the  amount  of  damage 
the  country  sustains  on  account  of  it,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  know,  but  have 
no  doubt  it  must  be  considerable.

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sible  to  devise  a  successful  inethod  of  preventiuff  the  occurrence  of  lires  in  the  pine 
regions.  These  fires  are  pPLncipally  caused  by  hunters,  and  by  drivers  kindling 
fires  to  banish  the  flies,  and  then  leaying  the  locality  without  extinguishing  them. 
One  good  result  might  be  expected  from  the  prohibitioa  of  hunting  either  by 
Indians  or  white  men,  near  the  pine  regions  from  the  1st  of  May  to  the  1st  of  Oc- 
tober and  to  prohibit  drivers  from  lighting  fires,  except  for  cookins  j>urp06es,  and 
then,  impose  a  fine  and  imprisonment  for  the  neglect  of  extinguishmg  such  fires 
when  leaving  the  locality  vmere  they  had  been  kindled.  Fires  seldon  run  in  hard- 
wool)  oeuntnes,  so  there  is  little  danger  of  fire  clearing  hardwood  lands. 

As  to  other  methods  of  preserving  our  pine  forests,  the  rule  imposed  by  the  C, 
L.  D.  of  not  cutting  pine  under  12  inches  diameter^  is  a  good  one.  and  if  the  duty 
on  square  timber  were  increased,  it  might  lessen  that  most  desnnictive  method  of 
manufacturing  pine,  and  help  to  conserve  the  timber  for  the  use  of  saw-mills,  as 
they  furnish  more  labour  ana  that  the  year  rounds  than  does  the  manufacture  of 
square  timber.

I  am  of  opinion 
that  a  farm  deprived  of  trees  does  not  ^roivade  fbr  grain,  Btanding  crops  generally 
and  for  cattle,  that  shelder  which  is  necessary  for  their  protection  against 
the  strong  winds  and  heat  of  the  sun  during  summer.  The  injurious  efTects  of 
this  denudation  make  themselves  also  felt  during  the  winter,  as  on  a  farm  devoid 
of  trees  the  wind  'sweeps  off  the  snow  and  exposes  to  the  frost  the  grass  beneath, 
which  suffers  much  in  consequence,  and  the  land  is  thus  deprived  of  one  essential 
protection  against  the  rigors  of  the  season,  and  at  the  same  time  of  a  fertilising 
agent,  the  importance  of  which  cannot  be  denied. 

I  am  strongly  of  opnion  that  the  government  should  take  up  this  question 
of  the  denudation  of  the  {imberin  the  olaer  parishes  situated  in  the  valley  ot  the 
St  Lawrence  and  adopt  measures  to  obviate  the  great  inconvenience  which  it 
causes  in  those  localities  both  to  agriculture  and  stodk-raising. 

I  tkanklheTGovenuneiit  should  encourage  in  every  possible  way  the  plant- 
ing of  trees  and  arboriculture  generally:!  would  reoommend  among  other 
things  that  the  agricultural  societies  should  be  injomed  to  grant  prices  to  those 
fanners  nudon^  the  best  and  finest  plantations  on  medr  lands,  in  coasidevation  of 
the  boaefits  which  agriculture  will  derire  f rem  their  so  doing.

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John  Poupore,  M.  P.  P.,  for  the  county  of  Pontiac,  saith  : 

I  am  now  and  have  been»a  resident  on  the  Ottawa  River  for  the  past  twenty  five 
years.  During  the  whole  of  that  period  I  have  been  engaged  in  the  timber  trade. 
I  am  intimately  acquainted  with  the  white  pine  forests  of  the  Ottawa  and  its  tribu- 
taries, and  I  can  speake  with  confidence  of  the  extent  of  territory  froiri  time  to  time 
ravaged  by  fire  and  of  the  value  of  the  standing  timber  destroyed.  In  many  of  my 
exploratory  trips  through  the  forest  I  have  traversed  miles  upon  miles  of  territory 
once  thickly  studded  with  valuable  timber  now  nothing  but  a  burnt  barren  waste, 
presenting  nothing  to  the  eye  but  a  stunted  undergrowth  of  popular  or  other  valueless 
wood  and  blankened  and  charred  stumps.  Indeed  go  in  whatever  direction  you 
will  throughout  the  forests  in  the  Ottawa  and  its  tributaries,  and  every  few  miles 
will  bring  you  in  presence  of  the  traces  of  these  ilres. 

The  causes  of  these  fires  speaking  in  general  terms  are  two  fold  : 
1st.  The  spreading  of  fires  kindled  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  land. 

2nd.  The  carelessness  of  persons  engaged  in  driving  timber  or  exploring  for 
timber. 

To  show  how  the  carelessness  of  a  single  individual  may  be  productive  of 
great  loss  I  may  mention  the  case  of  a  tourist  who,  last  summer,  visited  the  upper 
part  of  the  inhabited  part  of  my  country  and  for  the  novelty  of  the  thing  decided 
upon  "  camping  out."  He  did  so  and  on  leaving  in  the  morning  neglected  to  ex- 
tmguish  his  camp  fire.  The  ground  being  very  dry  and  inflammable  material  every 
where  about,  this  fire  spread  with  great  rapidity  and  utterly  destroyed  hundred 
of  square  miles  of  valuable  timber  territory.  Again  I  have  heard  on  good  authori- 
ty of  a  case  illustrative  of  the  other  class  of  causes  as  occuring  also  in  the  county 
of  Pontiac.  A  fisherman  living  on  the  banks  of  the  Contecaferna  Lake,  in  order  to 
<^omplY  with  the  settlement  conditions  under  which  he  held  his  lot  of  land,  availed 
himself  of  the  very  dry  state  of  the  earth  last  summer  to  burnt  a  piece  of  land 
he  desired  to  clear.  This  fire  spread  for  miles  ana  a  belt  of  the  very  finest  pine 
forest  perhaps  in  the  world,  (about  25  miles  long  by  6  or  8  miles  wide)  was  utterly 
destroyed.  Again  when  the  lumbermen  are  engaged  in  driving  timber  or  logs*: 
at  noon,  they  frequently  build  a  fire  for  the  purpose  of  making  tea  and  neglect 
to  extinguish  it.-  These  fires  often  spread  for  miles  upon  miles. 

These  cases  are  merely  intended  as  illustrative  and  not  as  indicating  all 
the  causes  of  these  fires.  As  to  the  remedy,  my  opinion  arrived  at  after  careful 
consideration  of  the  subject  with  Messrs.  Bryson  &  Church,  and  v/ith  a  keen 
appreciation  of  the  difiiculties  of  the  case,  will  be  found  subjoined. 

I  would  divide  the  Legislation  required  on  this  subject  into  two  classes. 

1st.  That  required  to  prevent  fires  within  the  new  townships,  where  land 
is  being  cleared  and  2nd,  that  to  prevent  fires  in  the  tim))er  forest. 

To  prevent  the  first  we  would  suggest  that  it  should  be  absolutely  forbidden 
to  set  fires  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  land  from  and  after  the  20th  June  until 
the  1st  September:  that  an  infraction  of  this  law  should  be  punishable  by  a 
fine  say  of  $20  for  each  offence  and  in  default  of  payment  three  months 
imprisonment,  that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  each  municipabty 
under  a  penality  of  $5,  for  each  neglect  of  duty,  to  that  persons  offending 
were  brought  to  trial  where  1;he  preliminary,  facts  were  made  known  to  him  by 
any  resident  voter  in  that  municipality. 

To  prevent  the  second  we  would  suggest  that  if  it  can  be  shown  chat  any 
of  such  fires  had  been  caused  through  the  gross  neglect  of  proper  precaution 
or  through  the  carelessness  of  any  lumberman,  his  agents  or  workmen,  where 
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engaged  either  in  driving  timber  or  logs  or  in  exploring  for  timber,  such 
lumber  man  shall  be  liable  towards  those  parties  whose  limits  shall  have 
been  injured  by  such  fire  and  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  should 
be  empowered  to  confiscate  on  good  proof  his  limit  or  limits  on  the  liver  where 
the  fire  occurs,  and  the  limit  sold,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  the  persons  injured 
reimbursed  their  loss  according  to  the  suflBciency  of  the  momeys  arising  from' such 
confiscation  and  sale.

Sm. — I  am  in  a  position  to  state  that  every  year  fires  more  or  less  extensive 
occur  in. the  St.  Maurice  Territory.  They  almost  always  break  out  at  the  time  set- 
tlers.are  clearing  their  lands  or  burning  their  choppingB  and  generally  originate 
accideatally.  Sometimes  however,  they  are  the  results  of  unpardonnable  careless- 
ness on  the  part  of  settlers.  For  nearly  a  month,  I  was  compelled  to  keep  40  men 
in  the  woods  to  save  some  cordwood  which  we  had  left  there,  and  on  two  occa- 
sions, we  were  obliged  to  worit  both  night  arid  day  to  save  the  t^illage  of  Radnor 
from  the  flames.  It  was  in  1860  (m*  1863,  that  the  most  disftstrous  conflagration  oc- 
curred— the  destroying  element  sweeping  over  an  ar^a  of  several  leagues,  and 
consuming  all  the  nouses,  barns,  etc.  it  met  in  its  passage.  A  woman  and  her  child 
perished  in  the  flames.  Several  other  persons  narrowly  escaped  a  similar  death, 
with  injuries  more  or  less  serious. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  you  cannot  too  strongly  advise  the  passing  of  as  wise 
and  important  a  law  as  that  suggested  in  your  letter  prohibiting  settlers  from  set- 
ting fire  to  their  choppings  between  the  months  of  June  and  September.  There  ex- 
ists no  necessity  on  their  part  to  burn  during  the  time  in  question.  Such  a  law 
would  protect  the  Government  and  private  individuals  from  much  loss, 

A  law  to  punish  those  lighting  camp  fires  and  leaving  them  unextinguished 
would  be  very  desirable,  as  frequently,  tne  Government  is  subjected  to  considera- 
ble loss  through  the  negligence  of  voyageurs  and  others  in  the  habit  of  traversing 
the  woods,  the  only  difficulty  being  to  reach  the  guilty  parties.

Mr.  AbbjS  OvmE  Brunet,  residing  in  the  City  of  Quebec,  Professor  or  Botany 
in  the  Laval  University  since  1858,  doth  depose  and  say. 

Respecting  the  cause  of  the  destruction  of  the  forests  of  Canada,  many  cases 
of  fires  occurred  to  my  knowledge  during  a  stay  of  several  years  in  the  country. 
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In  many  cases  they  originated  from  timber  cut  down  during  the  timer  of  clearing 
the  land,  being  set  fire  to.  at  periods  of  drought  during  the  summer.  Alany  of  these 
fires  extended  to  the  neighbouring,  settlements  destroying,  in  their  course,  fbresis, 
sugaries,  standing  crops  and  dwelling  houses. 

Since  then  iq  the  course  of  my  botanical  studies,  I  have  ascertained  from  va- 
rious reports  published  by  order  of  the  Government  and  from  many  well  informed 
persons  that  certain  parts  of  Canada,  particularly  the  Saguenay  district,  had  been 
laid  waste  by  extensive  conflagrations. 

Respecting  the  means  to  be  taken  to  remedy  this  state  of  things,  I  am  of  opi- 
nion that  it  would  be  expedient,  lo.  to  fix  a  certain  time  of  the  year  at  which  it 
would  be  unlawful  to  set  fire  to  felled  timber,  in  clearances ;  2o.  to  require  great 
precaution  in  parties  travelling  through  the  bush  to  hunt  or  fish,  &c.,  &c.,  in 
the  lighting  of  fires. 

QUESTION  OF  DENUDATION. 

All  agree  on  this  head  that  the  greatest  wealth  of  the  eountrylies  in  the  pro- 
ducts of  our  forests.  These  products  ooosist  nrincipaUy  in  building  timber,. furni- 
ture timber,  and  in  that  which  is  so  largely  exported  from  the  :  ports  ^of  Quebec 
every  year.  All  acknowledge  also  that  eertain  species  of  valuable  timber  aie  disap- 
pearing with  ereat  rapidity.  I  oould  point  out  manv  important  hinds  which  in  a 
lew  years  will  be  completely  exhausted.  Let  me  add  to  this  that  cordwood  is  be- 
coming dearer  and  dearer  every  year,  because  it  is  becoming  rarer  and  Tarer.  I 
may  be  allowed  to  cite  here  an  extract  from  a  lecture  I  delivered  hetonb  the  Histo- 
rical Society  some  years  ago. 

'^  Wood,  this  fu6l  so  essentiel  in  a  country  uhprovided  with  coal,  and  in  which 
the  houses  have  to  be  heated  during  seven  months  of  the  vear,  is  disappearing 
with  such  rapidity  as  to  call  for  the  interference  of  the  Legislature. 

"  In  certain  parishes  the  inhabitants  are  obliged  to  go  more  than  six  leagues 
for  a  load  of  wooa.  We  will  soon  be  compelled  to  recruit  our  forests,  and  make  new 

I)lailtations  in  places  where  they  have  been  destroyed  through  the  carelessness  of 
and  holders,  tne  timber  being  cut  down  without  discrunination  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  land." 

The  following  means  should  be  adopted  to  remedy  this  state  of 'things. 

lo.  When  Government  concedes  land,  it  should  require  tbesettler  to  preserve  a 
certain  number  of  acres  in  standing  timber.  There  are  always  on  every  lot  certain 
parts  unsuitable  for  cultivation;  for  example,  rocky  portions  which  cannot  be 
made  available.  The  grantee  shoold  be  permitted  to  select  the  part  of  the  forest 
to  be  so  reserved. 

2o.  As  for  the  older  settlements  I  would  recommend  the  Government  to  encourage 
by  every  means  in  its  power,  arboriculture,  either  by  planting  trees  or  by  means, 
of  nurseries,  and  also  to  grant  prizes  to  the  settler  of  a  parish  or  county  raising  a 
plantation  on  his  land. 

3o.  To  establish  a  short  course  of  arboriculture,  or  the  art  of  cultivating  trees 
yi  all  the  agricultural  schools  of  the  province  and  also  in  the  Normal  schools,  in 
which  for  many  years  past  the  study  of  agriculture  has  formed  part  of  the  course. 
This  Bubiect  might  be  taught  in  fifteen  or  twenty  lessons,  whicdi  would  take  up  but 
little  of  the  pupiPs  time.  A  small  forest  school  snould  be  attached  to  all  these  ins- 
titutions, as  is  now  the  case  in  many  parts  of  Europe.  I  mean  by  '^  forest  school"  to 
set  aside  a  certain  extent  of  land,  say,  an  acre  for  nursing,  training,  grafting  and 
transplanting  trees. 
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I  wonldinsist  ou  this.latter  idea,  as  ourrfaxmerq  luTe  no  knowledge  of  the  pro,- 
per  time  of  sowing,  nor  of  tJ^e  lands  that  are  suitahle  to  the  various  trees  nor  of 
the  care  required  to  prevent  the  young  plants  from  perishing. 

They  are  even  ignorant  of  the  manner  of  planting  trees. 

4o.  If  the  Ctovemment  hereafter  decides  to  have  forest  reserves  in  our  wild 
lands.  I  would  suggest  that  the  said  reserves  be  known  as  '^crown  reserves''  and 
that  tne  employees  who  survey  evory  year  the  Growo  Lands>  should  esiahliteh  by 
their  reports  the  quality  of  thel  soil  and  the  nature  of  the  various  species  of  tcees 
growing  upon  thei  lands  which  they  so  stirvey:  As  already  stated,  certain  portions 
of  land  deemed  unflt  for  cultivation  wilL  become  very  valuable  if  allowed  to 
remain  in  standing  timber.  I  am  also  of  opinion  that  the  study  of  Natural  History 
is  now  suAciently  far;  advanced  in  this  country,  that  surveyors  should  be  required 
to  possess  a  knowledged  of  that  branch  of  science.

Gharlbs  TiMOTinS  DuBif,  Physician,  residing  at  Trois  Pistoles,  in  the  county 
of  Temiscouata,  and  Crown  Lands  agent  for  the  territories  of  the  Lower  St.  Law- 
rence, doth  depose  and  say : 

I  have  been  aware  that  for  many  years  past  extensive  conflagrations  have 
swept  the  forests,  particularly  those  of  Trois  Pistoles,  in  1857  and  1858,  when  an 
area  of  woodland,  eight  miles  by  fifteen,  was  entirely  destroyed.*  The  parishes  of 
Trois  Pistoles,  St.  Eloi  and  Ste.  Frangoise  will  soon  he  without  firewood  and  tim- 
ber for  building  purposes  through  the  above  ntentioned  calamities,  which  at  the 
time  in  question  destroyed  the  standing  crops  and  burnt  every  thing,  including 
grain,  hay  and  dwelling  houses. 

The  conflagration  in  guestipn  was  due  to  a  settler  of  St.  Eloi  lighting  a  fire  to 
clear  his  land.  It  was  in  the  month  of  July  and  there  had  been  dry  weatner  for  at 
least  three  or  four  weeks.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  fires  in  the  woods  caused  by 
lightning.  I  maintain  that  the  faults  is  chiefly  due  to  the  negligence  of  persons 
clearing  laqd  and  traversing  the  forest.  This  negligence  is  so  prevalent  among 
land  clearers  that  very  often  instead  of  checking  the  fires  when  they  coul^  easily 
do  80,  they  allow  them  to  extend,  and  I  have  seen  cases  in  which  parties  clearing 
land  seeing  the  danger  that  threatened  their  properties  managed  to  arrest  the  des- 
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truction  threatened  by  their  own  flres.  In  general  when  the  forest  is  in  question 
they  seem  perfectly  indifferent,  and  will  neither  handle  an  axe  nor  raise  a  help- 
ing hand  to  arrest  the  progressof  the  flames.  Priequently  parties,  passing  through 
the  forest,  take  pleasure  in  setting  fire  to  birch  or  other  trees,  not  giving  a  thought 
after  their  departure,  to  the  danger  to  which  they  expose  the  whole  surroun(hng 
country. 

A  law  imposinff  severe  penalties  should  be  passed,  1o,  to  prohibit  the  setting  fire 
to  choppings,  &c.,  between  the  20th  June  and  the  15th  September,  as  this  is  the 
period  of  the  greatest  summer  drought  and  there  is  quite  sufficient  time  in  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  for  the  clearing  of  land ;  2o.  to  compel  parties  who  are  much 
in  the  woods  to  light  their  camp  fires  only  after  they  have  cleared  a  space  for 
them  to  extinguish  them  before  their  departure  from  the  spot  ^^ 

The  system  of  wholesale  denudation  has  caused  great  damage  to  the 
settlers,  as  it  removes  firewood  to  a  distance  from  them,  and  is  at  the  same 
time  prejudicial  to  agriculture.  Government  would  act  wisely  in  reserving  for 
the  future  certain  lots  in  wood,  on  lands  hereafter  to  be  conceded.  These  lots  niight 
be  selected  on  lands  unfit  for  cultivation.  To  strip  the  land  is  simply  to  create 
a  desert,  while  it  is  very  easy  to  economize  the  forest  and  derive  benefit  from  it 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  cite  the  following  fact  to  show  the  advantage  of 
recruiting  the  forest  on  lands  which  carelessness  had  completely  denuded  A 
resident  of  Trois  Pistoles  allowed  a  large  maple  grove  measurmg  six  acres  in  sup- 
erficies to  grow  up  on  his  land.  He  now  obtains  every  year  from  his  plantation 
fifteen  hundred  pounds  of  sugar ;  the  miantities  of  dead  boughs  and  branches  are 
nearly  sufficient  to  heat  his  house,  so  that  these  six  acres  of  land  produce  are  reve- 
nue of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  a  year,  besides  other  advantages  which 
may  hereafter  be  expected.

These  fires  are  generally  of  more  fre- 
quent occurence  in  lands  covered  with  mixed  timber,  and  are  very  often  due  to 
Uie  negligence  of  hunters,  and  new  settlers  who  set  fire  to  the  felled  wood  at  very 
unseasonable  times,  and  to  persons  examining  the  forests  for  good  farming  land 
to  settle  on.

I  snould  inform 
you  that  I  only  gave  approximate  figures  but  thev  do  not  varjr  much  from  the  ex- 
act quantities.  The  accuracy  of  these  data  can  only  be  ascertained  by  a  cadastral 
plan  of  the  country,  and  a  more  accurate  knowledge  of  its  extent,  a  thing  we  may 
hope  to  see  realized  next  century.

Charles  Roy,  M.  P.  P.,  residing  in  the  Parish  of  Ste.  Anne  des  Monts,  in  the 
County  of  Gasp6,  deposeth  and  saith  : 

I  may  begin  by  stating  that,  as  a  general  rule,  the  great  recklessness  with 
which  in  our  time  the  work  of  denudation  is  carried  on  in  all  parts  of  the  Provin- 
ce, demands  the  serious  attention  of  all  interested  in  the  future  of  the  country. 
Very  few  so  far  have  taken  up  this  question,  but  we  should  not  conclude  from 
this  fact  that  it  is  a  subject  of  no  importance.  On  the  contrary  the  few  who  have 
already  written  upon  the  subject  have  shewn  without  contradiction,  the  disastrous 
results  which  must  at  no  distant  date  follow  the  inconsiderate  waste  of  timber  on 
our  land  if  immediate  measures  are  not  adopted  to  remedy  the  abuses  now  threa- 
tening our  forests  with  total  annihilation.  I  exceedingly  regret  that  such  an  impor- 
tant question  should  not  have  before  this  time  been  made  the  subject  of  special  le- 
gislation. Fires  in  the  woods,  the  lumber  trade  and  clearances  are  tne  chief 
causes  of  the  stripping  of  our  forests.  They  are  also  the  principal  features*  which 
should  form  the  subjects  of  the  committee's  inquiries. 

As  the  short  time  left  at  my  disposal  prevents  me  from  treating  in  detail  each 
of  these  subjects,  I  will  simply  state  them,  and  confine  myself  for  3ie  present  to  a 
few  remarks  on  the  question  of  fires.  Fires  in  our  woods  must  be  considered  not 
only  as  a  source  of  great  injury  to  the  lumber  trade  and  as  detracting  from  the 
value  of  the  public  domain,  not  solely  in  connection  with  the  future  wants  of  .the 
country,  but  also  from  the  stand  point  of  colonization. 

I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  these  fires  are  a  serious  impediment  toj  settlers 
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and  to  the  develojpement  of  some  IpciUitie^  ;  it  is  as  much  the  duty  of  atatosmen 
and  trader^  as  it  is  of  settlers,  to  linite  their  efforts  for  their  prevention. 

To  giye  feeble  idea  of  ihe  calamitous  results  of  fires  in  the  uroods,  I  will  cite 
but  two  facts  within  my  own  knowledge,  one  of  which- 1  had  the  honor  to 
•communicate  to  the  Honorable  the  Commissioner  of  Grown  Landsin  August, 
1867.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  letter  which  I  addcessed  to  him<»ithat 

occasion. 

"  A  most  disastrous  conflagration  has  ravaged  our  shores  (Gonntjr  of 'Gasp^i 
"  between  TAnse  k  la  Croix,  m  the  township  of  Cherbourg  and  the  Rivifere  a 
*'  la  Pierre,  in  the  Seigniory  of  Montlouis,  a  distance  of  sixty  nine  miles. 
"  I  have  just  gone  over  the  burnt  district  and  have  visited  myself  ihe  majority 
*'  of  the  settlers  who  have  suffered — over  a  hundred  families,  to  day  in  a 
^'  complete  state  of  destitution  and  threatened  with  great  hardships.  The 
^'  aggregate  of  the  loss,  considering  the  means  of  the  sufferers,  is  enormous. 
^^  A  considerable  number  of  settlers  have  lost  their  all,  crops,  buildings  and 
'^  household  goods ;  above  two  thousand  acrea  o|  pasture  and  meadow  lands 
"  have  been  completely  swept  over  by  the  Are,  and  about  two  thirds  of  Uie  fen- 
^'  ces,  within  its  range  nave  Seen  destroyed,  and  an  area  of  over  two  hundred 
^'  thousaod  acres  forest  has  been  entirely  ruined.  But  of  all  the  losses,  that 
^^  involving  the  most  nainful  consequences,  is  the  destruction  of  1273  bushels 
^^  of  sown  grain,  the  sole  means  and  nope  of  the  settlers*

^^  Judging  the  handsome  return  of  the  handful  of  ^rain,  whichescaped  the 
^^  fire,  the  harvest  promised  to  be  very  abundant  here  this  year.  Suppoatng  even 
'^  that  the  year^e  return  did  not  exceed  the  average  of  the  laAt  five  years,  namely, 
^'  a  little  less  than  ten  bushels  for  each  bushel  sown,  the  actual  loss  to  thd  setUers, 
'^  would  not  the  less  be  that  of  a  harvest  of  from  12,000,  to  13,000  bushels  of  grain 
^<  of  all  kinds.  This  is  an  enormous  loss,  as  I  have  already  said,  and  the  more 
^^  serious,  that  from  the  destruction  of  such  a  quantity  of  grains,  followed  also  by 
^'  that  of  fodder,  a  thing  always  scarce  here,  and  the  almost  abSsolude  dearth  of 
'^  which  this  year,  will  necessitate  the  slaughter  of  a  great  part  of  the  cattle.  The 
^^  effects  of  this  sad  calamity,  from  which  so  large  a  number  of  settlers  are  to  day 
"  the  victims,  will  be  felt  for  a  long  time  to  come." 

I  may  further  mention  the  extent  of  devastation  which  has  been  committed 
in  the  forests  of  a  part  of  the  Matapediac  Valley. 

In  October  last,  I  was  spepially  ordered  by  the  ho^norable  the  Commissioner 
of  Crown  Lands  to  explore  a  part  of  that  valley  so  important  both  from  its  situa- 
tion on  the  line  of  the  Intercolonial  Hallway  and  the  richness  of  its  soiL 

I  do  not  exaggerate  in  stating  that  in  that  part  of  the  Metapediac  valley  to  the 
east  of  the  LaJkei  and  along  the  line  of  the  river  whioh  b^ars  the  same' name,  there

.  is  an  area  for  a  thousand  miles  of  forest  totally  destroyed.  This  destruction 
dates  back  several  years,  as  the  young  growth  of  all  kinds  which  to  day  replaces 
the  full  grown  forest  tress  which  formerly  clothed  the  land,  has  already  attain- 
ed an  average  height  of  from  seven  to  eight  feet  It  would  be  difficult  to  form  an 
approximate  idea  of  the  enormous  quantity  of  valuable  timber  of  all  kinds,  which 
has  been  destroyed  in  that  locality.  Pine,  spruce,  birch,  maple  and  cedar  are  still 
to  be  found  in  abundance  on  the  few  spaces  untouched  by  tne  fire.  Every  where 
the  timber  was  of  large  growth.  The  average  diameter  of  the  immense  quantity 
of  trunks  of  trees,  which  to  day  encumber  the  soil,  is  from  twenty  to  thirty  inches, 
I  even  met  with  some  measuring  from  thirty  to  forty. 

From  all  the  information  furnished  me  on  the  spot.  I  can  state  that  the  forests 
of  the  Metapediac  valley,  were  formely  regarded  as  inexhaustible,  and  suf^lied 
during  many  years  a  great  quantity  of  superior  timber  to  foreign  markets.  It  is 
useless  to  add  that  this  branch  of  industry  is  no  longer  pursued,  as  from  the 
destruction  of  the  timber  necessarily  followed  the  susnension  or  the  ehaniiers. 
a  suspension  which,  apart  from  every  other  commcroiat  consideration,  has  had 
for  immediate  result  the  throwing  out  of  employment,  the  majority  of  the 
fisherman  residing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Bay  Chaleurs,  who  were  in  the 
habit  of  working  in  those  establishments  during  the  winter  season.  As  to  the  means, 
which  I  consider  calculated  to  obviate  accidents  by  fire  in  the  woods,  I  may 
divide  them  into  three  heads. 

lo.  To  prohibit  settlers  from  setting  fire  to  choppings  or  brushwood,  to  clear 
the  land  during  summer  droughts,  say  for  example,  between  the  20th  June 
and  the  15th  September. 

2o.  To  prescribe  that  camp  fires  should  be  let  as  experience  dictates  so  that 
they  should  not  communicate  with  the  .moss,  bushes,  dead  branches  or  combus- 
tible substances  of  any  kind,  likely  to  feed  them,  and  to  oblige  persons  lighting 
these  fires  to  completely  extinguish  them  before  leaving. 

3o.  To  compel,  in  this  connection  habitues  of  the  woods,  under  a  severe 
penalty,  to  abstain  from  setting  fire  to  them  for  amusement,  as  has  been  often  done. 

I  am  of  opinion  tha,t  the  Government  should  encourage  the  pktntiaig  of  trees. 
For  this  purpose  it  might  grant  prizes  to  those  who  best  stock  certain  parts  of 
their  land  with  the  finest  specimens.  A  nursery  attached  to  the  Normal  and  Agri- 
cultural schools  would  contribute,  on  the  other  hand,  to  speard  useful  ideas  as  to 
the  value  and  care  to  be  given  to  other  products.  From  the  adoption  of  these 
two  measures,  there  would  result  a  favorable  change  in  popular  opinioQ  regar- 
ding the  wealth  which  the  forest  contains. 

I  am  altogether  in  favor  of  the  system  of  reserves,  in  certain  wooded  districts 
in  granting  oi  land  to  private  individuals  or  to  companies.  It  is  admitted  that  ma- 
ny parts  of  the  country  are  unsuitable  for  agriculture  and  to  strip  them  of  their 
trees  is  to  render  them  useless,  while  it  would  be  very  easy  to  allow  them  to  re- 
main permanently  wooded  and  thus  gradually  obtain  from  them  their  natural  pro- 
ducts.

Benjamin  Sulte,  of  Three  Rivers,  journalist,  doth  depose  and  say  : 

I  think  that  the  question  of  fi.res  in  the  woods  is  one  of  great  importance, 
and  your  Gouunittee  will  be  led  through  it  to  take  into  full  consideration  all  the 
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damages,  which  an  inconsiderate  stripping  of  the  land,  either  by  fire  or  by  the  axe, 
occasion  the  Province. 

My  experience  derived  from  a  careful  study  of  the  management  of  forests  in 
various  parts  of  the  world,  leads  me  to  state  that  immense  losses  both  to  the  state 
and  to  private  individuals  result  from  that  species  of  indifference  manifested  by 
our  population  on  the  score  of  the  preservation  of  our  wood  lands.  Some  years 
ago  I  was  struck  with  this  state  of  things  and  I  published  several  articles  tending 
to  point  out  the  evil  to  those  at  the  helm,  as  I  was  thoroughly  persuaded  that 
it  would  be  useless  to  wait  until  the  people  themselves  would  take  up  arms  against 
the  causes  of  the  disasters  which  are  gradually  consuming  one  great  source  of  the 
public  wealth.  Though  little  known  or  understood  at  present,  the  question  of  denu- 
dation is  nevertheless  one  of  the  most  vital  to  the  Province  of  Quebec.  The  govern- 
ment of  United  Canada  appears -to  have  been  impressed  with  its  importance,  for 
at  the  time  I  gave  the  press  the  above  mentioned  articles,  the  Bureau  of  Woods 
and  Forests  asked  me  for  them  ;  but  the  Confederation  of  the  Canadian  Provinces 
having  taked  place  shortly  afterwards,  no  further  step  was  taken  on  the  subject 
which  now  falls  within  the  scope  of  the  Provincial  Legislatures. 

On  the  subject  of  fires  in  the  woods,  I  believe  I  am  perfectlv,  correct  in 
stating  that  they  destroy  ten  times  more  timber  than  the  axe  of  the  lumberer  by 
the  settler.  Their  ravages  are  such  that  wast  areas  of  land  are  suddenly  converted 
into  deserts  and  remain  for  a  great  number  of  years  in  a  state  of  sterility,  defy- 
ing all  attempts  at  cultivation.  Not  only  does  the  timber  but  imperfectly  aiid 
very  slowly  reproduce  itself,  but  the  properties  of  the  soil,  in  so  far  as  the  use 
-whice  may  be  made  of  them  for  agricultural  purposes  is  concerned,  are  entirely 
^destroyed.  Without  entering  into  full  details  respecting  thsee  unfortunate 
conflagrations,  it  is  impossible  to  point  out  all  their  extent  and  consequences. 
From  the  summit  of  the  mountains  which  border  the  St.  Maurice  and  Ottawa 
rivers,  I  have  at  one  time  seen  six  or  seven  large  fires  separately  carying  on  their 
ravages  in  the  most  fertile  valleys.  Wherever  these  fires  pass,  either  the  Province 
or  individuals,  or  both  suffer  losses  which  may  be  called  irreparable,  considering 
the  intensity  and  ordinary  results  of  the  scourge.  In  certain  cases,  I  have  seen  as 
much  as  twenty  leagues  of  country  laid  waste  and  rendered  unfit  for  agriculture 
or  any  other  species  of  industry.  This  leaves  out  of  sight  too  the  enormous  loss 
which  the  Province  incurred  from  the  destruction  of  the  timber.  From  the  evi- 
dence I  have  collected  of  the  manner  in  which  fires  communicate  to  the  woods,  I 
draw  the  following  conclusion  : 

1o.  Voyageurs  passing  through  wooded  districts,  are  in  the  habit  of  lighting 
fires  carelessly  to  cook  their  victuals  and  for  other  purposes  and  of  going  away 
without  extinguishing  them,  so  that  these  fires,  fanned  by  the  wind  or  free  to 
spread  among  the  bushes  which  closely  surround  them,  occasion  conflagrations 
which  extend  with  great  rapidity  and  occasion  disastrous  results. 

,  2o.  Settlers  evince  more  anxiety  to  clear  the  arable  land  than  to  preserve  the 
woods  lying  beyond  their  respective  concessions,  and  therefore  do  not  hesitate  to 
make  fires  during  the  season  of  drought  ^nd  allow  them  to  spread.  From  this  ca- 
relessness arise  the  majority  of  accidents  in  respect  of  which  your  Committee  seek 
information.  Unavoidable  accidents,  as  those  arising  from  lightning,  are  exceeding 
iy  rare,  as  usually  rain  falls  at  the  same  time  and  extinguishes  the  flames.  Negli 
gence  is  the  cause  of  seven  eights  of  the  damage  which  the  forest  annually  sus' 
tains. 

To  obviate  all  such  disasters,  it  is  sufiicient  to  prescribe  the  conditions  upon 
which  fire  should  be  lit  in  the  woods  and  the  clearings  of  settlei*s,  and  to  prohibit 
the  making  of  fires  to  clear  the  land  during  the  heats  of  summer. 

There  is  proof  positive  that  the  forests  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  disappear  in 
a  measure  so  disproportionnate    to  their  growth  or  actual  reproduction  that  they 
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will  not  long  continue  to  supply  the  important  demands  which  fuel,  manufactu- 
re and  trade  make  upon  them.  In  many  localities  the  timber  is  entirely  gone.  The- 
re remains  not  a  vestige  of  the  forest  and  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  necessary 
to  think  of  replanting  especially  localities  unserviceable  for  agriculture  and  which 
should  have  been  preserved  in  timber  either  as  public  or  private  property.  Parishes 
are  frequently  to  be  met  with  in  the  Province  from  whicn  tne  forest  has 
been  removed  back  six  or  seven  leagues,  yet  the  inconvenience  resulting  from 
this  state  of  things  does  not  prevent  the  settlers  from  continuing  the  destruction 
of  all  the  standing  timber  at  that  distance.  In  parishes,  somme  settled  within  fif- 
teen years,  it  is  to  my  knowledge  that  numerous  requests  have  been  addressed  to 
the  agents  of  the  Crown  Lands  for  new  grants  of  timber  lots,  the  original  lots  con- 
ceded, having  been  stripped  to  the  very  last  tree  and  their  proprietors  being  with- 
out fire  wood  to  warm  their  houses.  If  this  course  is  continued,  we  shall  soon 
reach  the  forests  contiguous  to  the  borders  of  the  United  States  and  the  frozen 
wilderness  of  the  North. 

On  the  other  hand  the  hard  woods  used  in  carriage  making  and  in  various 
other  branches  of  industry  have  almost  entirely  disappeared  from  the  vicmity 
of  the  settlements,  and  the  difilculty  of  procuring  such  timber  of  Canadian  growth 
compels  our  manufacturers  to  import  it  from  foreign  countries.  Respecting  the 
lumber  generally,  it  is  equally  obvious  that  the  extent  of  territory,  destroyed  by  fire 
without  the  slightest  benefit  to  any  one,  places  us  in  a  critical  position,  as  the  belt 
of  forest  separating  us  from  the  region  of  the  north  is  much  narrower  than  popular 
belief  would  have  it  That  destruction  of  timber  from  twenty  to  thirty  leagues  in 
length  by  five  or  eight  in  breadth,  which  we  have  seen  occur  through  fires  every 
year,  constitutes  a  serious  public  calamity.  Under  the  most  favorable  conditions 
the  Canadian  forest  renews  itself  every  twenty  two  years,  but  when  it  has  been 
swept  away  by  fire,  half  a  century  is  scarcely  sufficient  for  its  reproduction  and 
its  power  of  contributing  again  its  share  to  the  public  revenue.  In  a  country  deri- 
ving its  principal  Source  of  revenue  from  the  lumber  trade,  when  the  severity  of 
the  climate  demands  imperiously  that  fuel  should  be  at  a  low  price,  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  annihilation  of  this  natural  production  is  prejudicial 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Province.  The  Governments  of  almost  all  countries  pro- 
tect their  forest  resources  by  means  of  severe  and  comprehensive  laws,  and  econo- 
mists have  demonstrated  the  serious  extent  of  injury  which  a  war  against  the  fo- 
rest, as  I  may  characterize  our  Canadian  system,  produces  upon  agriculture,  naviga- 
tion, manufactures  &c.  Daily  experience  proves  Uie  wisdom  of  these  laws  and  jus- 
tifies the  alarm  of  economists. 

More  than  other  countries  perhaps,  is  the  Province  of  Quebec  placed  in  a  con- 
dition demanding  the  watchful  attention  of  its  Government,  in  regard  of  the  use 
which  is  being  made  of  its  public  and  private  forests.  The  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  dearth  of  wood  must  necessarily  affect  the  welfare  of  the  population  in 
a  degree  of  which  it  is  easy  to  form  an  idea,  since  the  forest  supplies  most  of  the 
wants  of  the  people  of  this  Province.  For  the  future,  should  not  the  grantees  of 
our  vsrild  lands  Tbe  compelled  to  allow  a  portion  of  the  forest  which  they  under- 
take to  clear  to  remain  standing  ?  TTie  grant  might  include  a  description  of  the  re- 
serve lot  the  lumber  on  which  should  always  remain  untouched.  Of  course,  care 
would  be  taken  that  the  land  least  fit  for  cultivation,  should  be  so  set  aside.  Such 
a  sytem  could  be  easily  carried  out.  It  also  possesses  the  advantage  of  preventing 
the  stripping  of  lands  unadapted  to  agriculture,  from  which  the  timber  is  now  re- 
moved lor  the  paltry  profit  derived  from  it.  In  these  reserves  and  those  which  the 
Government  might  make  on  its  own  account,  the  mode  of  stripping  called  ^^  coupe 
regUe"  would  suit  admirably.  It  consists  in  placing  the  cuttings  side  by  side,  that  is 
to  say,  a  twenty  second  part  of  the  reserve  is  cut  down  annually,  without  ever  pass- 
ing tJae  line  which  marfa  each  twenty  second  division.  In  this  way  the  wood-cutter 
finds  himself  constantly  with  a  new  forest  before  him  and  neither  he  nor  his  child- 
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ren  have  reason  to  apprehend  the  danger  now  menacing  ns.  Imagine  what  a  benefit 
it  would  be  to  have  in  proximity  to  parishes  and  towns  well  managed  forests  capa- 
ble in  good  or  bad  seasons  of  ever  meeting  the  demand  for  fuel :  it  was  easy,  and 
it  is  still  possible  to  realize  this  miracle,  if  we  prevent  the  total  destruction  of  the 
timber  on  our  public  and  private  lands. 

The  ravages  committed  in  the  forests  of  the  Province  are  everywhere  known 
and  the  fact  has  passed  into  a  truism.  Nevertheless  few  or  none  strive  to  point 
them  out  and  arrest  their  progress.  On  this  subject  the  public  seems  to  feel  itself 
powerless  and  makes  no  attempt  to  preserve  those  interests  of  the  Province  which 
are  so  fatally  affected  by  the  existing  system  of  destruction.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
Government  to  intervent,  and  by  taking  those  interests  under  its  guardianship,  op- 
pose a  barrier  to  the  evils  which  I  have  enumerated.  An  excellent  means  to  imbue 
public  opinion  with  correct  notions  on  this  matter,  and  so  to  speak  create  a  res- 
pect for  useful  timber,  would  be  to  attach  to  the  courses  of  the  normal  and  agri- 
cultural schools  a  nursery  for  the  instruction  of  pupils  in  the  rudiments  of  arbori- 
culture. It  is  not  necessary  to  add  extensive  establishments  to  the  schools,  but 
simply  to  devote  certain  parts  of  their  grounds  to  the  plantation  of  trees  of  which 
the  professors  should  study  the  nature  and  teach  the  cultivation. 

There  are  many  other  lights  in  which  this  question  of  waste  may  be  viewed ; 
for  example,  as  regards  mapb  groves,  the  utility  of  woodland  to  protect  the  sour- 
ces of  streams  of  water,  the  influence  of  trees  as  agents  of  the  public  health,  the 
value  of  boijler  forests  in  time  of  war,  of  essences  of  bark  for  tanning  leater,  bal- 
saams  and  other  substances,  the  approaching  disappearance  of  mast  timber,  of 
which  our  Province  possesses  the  last  samples  in  the  world,  and  the  immense  con- 
sumption of  hard  woods  by  manufacturers  of  potash. 

In  comparing  the  Province  of  Quebec  with  five  or  six  fiuropeau  kaingdoms 
and  the  eastern  and  western  States  of  America,we  at  once  perceive  that  the  coun- 
try where  the  destruction  of  the  forests  is  calculated  to  engender  the  most  ruin 
both  to  the  state  and  private  individuals,  is  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  yet  it  is 
the  country  where  the  dictates  of  political  economy  on  the  subject  are  most  neglec- 
ted. 

One  fact  among  others  recurs  periodically  to  awaken  us  to  the  supervision  of 
our  public  and  private  interests.  I  allude  to  inundations.  Nobody  imores  the  alte- 
rations which  have  taken  place  in  our  water  courses.  The  net  work  of  discharges 
which  water  the  Province  in  their  course  to  the  sea,  flow  too  frequently  through 
districts  entirely  bare  of  trees,  so  that  the  brooi^s,  streams  and  finally  the  great 
river  itself  raceive  too  rapidly  t)ie  liquid  volume  which  falls  from  tne  heavens  or 
is  derived  from  the  melting  of  the  snows.  Instea4  of  soaking  into  the  spongy  soil 
which  surrounds  the  roots  of  trees,  and  afterwards  finding  its  way  gradually  into 
the  beds  of  brooks,  etc.,  the  water  flows  ofTimimediately  inio  the  hollows,  swells  the 
streams  beyond  measure,  and  occasions  floods  which  are  every  year  causing  more 
damage.  This  first  disturbance  results  in  a  second,  — the  fall  oi  the  water  during 
the  periods  of  drought.  The  beds  of  the  water  courses  are  converted  into  hollow 
roads,  or  if  the  remains  a  thread  of  water,  it  is  very  frequently  insufficient  for  the 
wants  of  the  locality  through  which  it  passes.  Under  the  influence  ot  a  storm 
these  courses  fill  up  again  only  to  empty  themselves  a  few  hours  after  the  rain 
has  ceased  to  Call. 

In  allowing  this  general  system  of  waste  to  go  on.  We  are  certain  that  the 
irregularity  of  the  water  courses  wrill  increase  Imd  terhaps  even  that  some  of  the 
smaller  rivers  will  dry  up  completely,  as  has  occured  in  some  parts  of  the  United 
States,  when  the  local  governments  have  been  obliged  to  interfere  atid  cause  their 
banks  to  be  replanted,  so  as  to  provide  a  new  for  tne  rural  districts  tiieir  natural 
means  of  irrigation. 
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Your  Committee  have  undertaken  a  national  work  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the 
tenn.  Thoughtful  men,  with  the  best  interests  of  the  Province  at  heart,  will  rejoi- 
ce to  see  the  Government  engaged  in  investigating  this  important  branch  of  the 
public  service.  The  more  we  are  attracted  to  the  study  of  this  complicated  question 
and  the  more  the  Administration  adopts  measures  to  remedy  the  abuses  which 
reign  in  the  economy  of  our  forests,  the  less  will  indifference  manifest  itself 
amongst  the  people  in  regard  to  interests  which  affect  them  so  closely  and  which 
they  do  not  appreciate  as  no  good  example  is  set  them.  For  this  reason  it  is  desira- 
ble that  such  an  example  should  be  set  by  those  above  them  in  station.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  FIRES  IN  THE 
FORESTS  AND  ON  THE  FELLING  AND  REPLANTING  OF  TREES. 


Your  Committee  to  whom  have  been  referred  the  correspondence  and  all 
other  documents  relating  to  fires  on  the  north  coast  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  and 
in  the  District  of  Gasp6  in  1867  and  1868,  vydth  power  to  enquire  into  every  thing 
relating  to  the  fires  which  have  taken  place  in  the  forests  or  any  part  of  the  coun- 
try, and  also  to  take  into  consideration  all  questions  respecting  the  stripping  and 
replanting  of  the  forests,  at  once  addressed  themselves  to  their  task. 

Your  Committee  in  order  to  fulfil  the  duty  vrith  which  they  have  been  en- 
trusted, to  the  satisfaction  of  your  Honorable  House,  felt  it  incumbent  upon  them 
to  ascertain  the  number  and  extent  of  the  fires  which  have  ravaged  our  forests, 
and  to  establish  their  disastrous  results  on  the  property  of  the  people,  on  the  suc- 
cess of  the  timber  and  fur  trade,  on  the  manufactures  which  derive  their  raw  ma- 
terial from  the  forest,  and  on  rural  economy. 

Your  Committee  have  summoned  before  them  the  Government  ofiicers  atta- 
ched to  the  bureau  of  Woods  and  Forests,  manufacturers  known  for  their  know- 
ledge and  experience,  and  persons  who  have  made  a  special  study  of  the  subject 
of  tne  waste  of  our  forests.  Your  Committee  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable 
House  to  the  evidence  which  accompanies  this  report,  evidence  upon  which  are 
based  the  facts  set  forth  and  the  recommendations  submitted  by  your  Conmiittee. 

The  evidence  establishes,  unfortunately  too  clearly,  that  from  the  barren 
regions  of  the  North,  the  forests  of  the  Saguenay,  the  St.  Maurice,  the  Matawa 
and  the  Ottawa  on  the  left  bank  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  forests  of  the  Gasp6 
Districts  and  of  the  Eastern  Townships  on  the  right  bank  of  the  St.  Lawrence, 
as  far  as  the  boundary  line,  have  been  visited  by  fires  which  have  caused  incalcu- 
lable injury  both  to  the  Province  and  to  individuals  ;  and  that  these  fires  have 
occured  frequently  from  culpable  negligence,  some  times  from  the  malice  of 
individuals  and  sometimes  from  the  absence  or  legislation  on  the  subject. 

There  is  one  well  established  fact  which  your  Committee  desire  to  point  out 
in  a  more  special  manner.  It  is,  that  persons  clearing  land,  employees  of  lumber 
merchants,  nunters,  fishermen  and  other  persons,  destroy  the  products  of  the 
forest  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  their  wants  require ;  it  therefore  follows  that 
the  injur]^  thus  effected  is  of  a  nature  seriously  to  alarm  all  friends  of  the  Pro> 
vince.  It  is  more  particularly  the  offence  of  negligence  the  law  would  have  to 
punish,  did  such  a  law  exist  and  the  offence  would  not  be  so  frequent  were  a  pe- 
nalty attached  to  it. 

The  clearing  of  land  is  carried  on  by  cutting  down  the  trees  and  burning 
them  on  the  spot,  that  is  to  say,  in  the  middle  or  on  the  borders  of  the  forest 
Your  Committee  have  no  intention  of  interfering  with  this  system,  because  there 
is  no  other  means  of  making  clearences  ,  but  your  Committee,  enlightened  by 
the  voluminous  and  plain  evidence  before  them  and  hereunto  annexed,  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  fires  made  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  lands  should 
not  be  lighted  between  the  close  of  the  sovrtng  penod  and  the  fall  Fires  between 
the  20th  June  and  the  15th  September,  spread  with  great  rapidity,  owing  to  the 
dryness  of  the  season.  It  is  during  this  period  of  the  year  that  they  are  chiefly 
preyelent  and  your  Committee  believe  that  by  then  prohibiting  their  lighting, 
no  injury  would  be  done  to  the  process  of  land  clearing.  Granting  even  that 
the  interests  of  some  individuals  might  be  affected,  would  not  the  incalculable 
loss  of  timbei:  and  crops  which  these  fires  often  occasion  be  more  than  sufficient 
t^  justify  the  introduction  of  a  measure  prohibiting  them  ? 
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It  is  a  fact  that  fishing  and  hunting  parties  and  generally  all  persons  passing 
through  the  forests  light  fires  either  to  cook  their  food,  to  warm  themselves  or  to 
protect  themselves  from  the  flies  ;  and  these  fires  are  very  often  the  causes  of  con- 
flagrations in  the  woods.  It  is  much  easier  to  point  out  these  accidents  than  to  con- 
trol them.  Your  Committee  however  recommand  that  a  mode  lighting  these 
camp  fires  should  be  laid  down,  with  the  obhgation  of  extinguishing  them  before 
leaving.  The  spot  where  these  nres  are  lit  shjDuld  be  cleared  of  all  rubbish ;  a  rocky 
•or  sandy  place  should  be  selected  so  as  to  prevent  the  fire  extending  to  the  wood. 
These  precautionary  measures  would  be  observed,  if  the  law  imposend  severe  pe- 
nalties on  offenders.  The  protection  of  the  forests  is  not  so  diflBcult  as  many  ima- 
gine ;  as  it  is  easy  to  ascertain  the  persons  who  traVerse  them,  as  they  are  of  neces- 
sity met  with  at  places  of  public  resort.  The  fires  at  Grand  Wash-shee-shoo,  and 
those  at  Mingam  were  due  to  the  carelessness  and  negligence  of  tourists,  who 
could  be  named.  In  several  cases  fires  were  lighted  for  amusement. 

Your  Committee  having  also  enquired  into  all  the  questions  bearing  on  the 
stripping  of  the  land  of  timber  and  oi  its  replanting,  obtained  from  Joseph  Bou- 
chette.  Esquire,  Provincial  Land  Surveyor,  an  oflBcial  statement  of  the  total  ex- 
tent of  the  country  with  the  superficies  of  arable  and  wood  land.  If  we  compare 
the  denuded  surface  of  the  country  with  that  of  Europe,  we  will  find  that  in  many 
districts,  particularly  in  the  Talley  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  the  forests  have  been  des- 
troyed beyond  all  due  measure  ;  for  the  sake  of  comparison  your  Committee  give 
the  following  figures  respecting  the  total  area  of  land  and  woodland  in  several 
countries  of  Europe.

It  will  be  perceived  the  superficies  of  forest  land  in  Austria  where  the  manu- 
facture of  timber  has  been  carried  on  for  many  centuries,  is  nearly  half  as  large 
as  the  superficies  of  the  forest  land  of  our  Province,  which  still  possesses  one 
hundred  millions  of  acres 

Y'our  Committee  desire  also  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  House  to 
the  evidence  of  Mr.  Quinn,  Supervisor  of  Cullers  for  the  Port  of  Quebec,  pointing 
out  the  causes  to  which  are  due  the  total  disappearance  in  the  Province  of  our 
oak,  elm  and  black  and  grey  walnut  timber.  It  may  be  added  that  many  manufac- 
turers have  to  draw  their  supply  of  these  woods  from  th6  Province  of  Ontario ; 
ship  builders  too,  are  Without  the  timber  indispensable  to  their  trade. 

The  following  evils  also  result  from  the  inconsiderate  clearing  of  che  land  : 
changes  in  the  level  of  the  water  courses,  inundations,  want  of  shelter  for  cattle 
in  the  fields,  drought  that  injures  the  crops,  want  of  protection  from  the  winds 
that  affect  them,  scarcity  of  niel  and  the  destruction  of  maple  groves.  The  want 
of  a  forest  system  is  manifest.  The  necessity  of  preventing  fires  calls  for  protective 
measures,  and  the  already  grave  inconveniences  occasioned  by  the  total  disappea- 
rance of  the  forest  in  certain  localities,  demand  measures  calculated  to  promote 
the  replanting  of  the  land.  The  regulations  which  may  be  estabUshed  in  tnis  con- 
nection, might  come  within  the  province  of  the  present  agents  of  Crown  Lands 
and  Woods  and  Forests.

Among  the  means  employed  to  replant  parts  of  the  country  that  have 
been  improvidently  denuded,  tne  following,  are  the  most  desirable,  m  the  estim- 
ation of  your  Conmiittee  :  to  encourage  fay  prizes,  to  be  distributed  by  the 
agricultural  societies,  the  planting  of  forest  threes,  especially  the  best  specimens, 
upon  private  property,  and  to  establish,  when  it  can  be  advantageously  done,  in 
connection  witn  the  Normal  and  Agricultural  schools  a  course  of  instruction  in 
arboriculture.  Should  the  Government  decide  as  we  trust  it  will,  nurseries  might 
be  attached  to  the  schools  from  which  the  fanners  might  obtain  young  trees  of 
the  best  kinds,  at  moderate  prices. 

With  regard  to  those  parts  of  the  country  yet  wooded,  your  Committee  think 
the  Government  should  make  reserves  for  the  sake  of  public  utility,  and  should 
perhaps  compel  new  settlers  to  retain  a  certain  quantity  of  their  land  in  standing 
timber. 

Your  committee  have  made  all  possible  diligence  in  the  study  of  the  ques- 
tion of  fires  in  the  woods  and  the  destruction  of  the  forest  generally  ;  but  want  of 
time  has  not  permitted  them  to  examine  in  detail  several  important  points  com- 
ing within  the  scope  of  Legislation,  which  perhaps  your  Honorable  House  will 
be  pleased  to  refer  to  a  Committee  during  the  next  Session.

He  accordingly  presented  the  said  Bill  to  the  House,  andthe  same  w^ 
received  and  read  for  the  first  time. 

.  Mr.  Speaker  reported,  that  when  the  House  did  attend  His  Excellency 
the  Lieutenant-Grovernor,  this  day,  in  the  Legislative  Council  Chamber, 
His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  said  he  had,  to  prevent  mistakes, 
obtained  a  copy,  which  he  read  to  tiie  House,  as  foUoweth  : — 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly : 

I  am  happy  again  to  meet  you  assembled  to  deliberate  on  the  affairs  of 
the  Province. 

Since  last  session  Divine  Providence  has  been  pleased  to  afford  us  an 
abundant  harvest,  which  has  added  to  the  prosperity  of  our  people. 

The  Government  has  lost  no  time  in  carrying  into  execution  the  laws 
which  you  passed  for  the  promotion  of  Agriculture  and  Colonisation,'  and 
for  the  advancement  of  Education.  The  work  on  the  Colonization  Boads 
has  been  vigorously  proceeded  with,  and  you  will  be  of  opinion,  on  examin- 
ation of  the  reports  which  will  be  laid  before  you,  that  the  money  voted  for 
this  purpose  has  been  expended  with  economy  and  advantage. 

I  have  observed,  with  pleasure,  that  many  of  the  electoral  divisions 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  recent  law,  providing  lor  the  formation  of 
Colonization  Societies ;  and  the  Grovemment  has  promptly  recognized  the 
Societies  thus  formed. 

Good  results  are  expected  from  the  law  for  the  encouragement  of  Co* 
Ionization  Railways,  and  several  of  the  Municipalities  have  taken  shares 
in  these  useful  undertakings.  .  ' 

The  work  of  exploring  the  territory  in  rear  of  the  settlements  on  the 
north  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  has  been  commenced  and  actively  prosecuted, 
and  you  will  be  informed  of  the  progress  which  has  been  made. 

All  these  measures  at  the  same  time,  that  they  favor  Colonization,  are 
also  such  as  are  calculated  to  attract  immigration  from  other  countries,  in 
which  object  my  G-overnment  takes  a  common  interest  with  the  Federal 
Government  and  those  of  the  other  Provinces. 

The  Commission  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  organization  and  ex- 
pense of  the  Civil  Service  has  been  actively  occupied  with  the  discharge 
of  its  duties,  and  you  will  shortly  be  informed  of  the  result  of  its  labors. 
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I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  announce  to  you  that  such  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  division  of  the  surplus  debt  of  the  late  Province  of  Canadoy  as 
to  lead  me  to  expect  an  early  settlement  of  the  question. 

Our  Gracious  Sovereign  having  been  pleased  to  direct  that  one  of  her 
sons  should  join  the  Army  stationed  in  Canada^  and  his  Eoyal  Highness 
Prince  Arthur  being  about  to  reside  for  some  time  in  this  Province,  I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  offer  him,  in  your  name,  the  hospitality  of  the 
Province  during  his  sojourn  in  this  City,  and  I  was  happy  to  see  the  people 
everywhere  uniting  with  the  authorities  in  affording  him  proofs  of  the  res- 
pect and  affection  which  they  bear  towards  his  Illustrious  Mother  and  all 
the  members  of  the  Royal  Family. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 

The  public  account*?  will  be  submitted  to  you,  and  you  will  find  that, 
notwithstanding  the  extensive  works  which  have  been  undertaken  on  the 
Colonization  Roads,  and  the  repairs  and  enlargement  of  several  of  the 
public  buildings,  the  expenditure  has  on  the  whole  been  within  the 
Estimates. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  financial  year,  ending  on  the  First  day  of  July 
last,  there  remained  in  the  public  chest  a  considerable  surplus,  and  I  have 
^ood  reason  to  hope  that  there  will  be  the  same  result  at  the  termination 
of  the  six  months  ending  the  First  of  January  next. 

The  ordinary  votes  will  be  asked  from  you  for  the  different  branches 
of  the  public  service,  and  for  the  continuation  of  the  works  already 
commenced. 

It  has  become  necessary  to  make  provision  for  the  erection  of  build- 
ings for  the  use  of  the  public  departments,  and  you  will  be  asked  for 
a  vote  for  that  purpose. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  : 

You  were  occupied  during  the  last  session  with  important  measures 
respecting  municipal  organization,  and  various  other  matters  of  public 
interest.  The  great  number  of  subjects  then  submitted  to  your  consider- 
ation did  not  allow  you  the  necessary  time  to  complete  all  these  measures, 
and  your  attention  will  be  again  directed  to  several  of  them. 

You  will  also  be  asked  to  consider  the  adoption  of  means  for  the  more 
effectual  organization  of  a  Police  force  in  this  Province. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  you  will  devote  to  these  subjects  and  to  any 
others  which  you  may  deem  worthy  of  your  attention,  the  same  care  which 
you  have  already  shewn  in  the  performance  of  your  duties. 

I  sincerely  pray  that  Divine  Providence  may  bless  your  efforts,  and 
that  your  labors  may  be  crowned  with  success.

Ordered^  That  the  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  this  House  be  printed, 
being  first  perused  by  Mr.  Speaker,  and  that  he  do  appoint  the  printing 
thereof;  and  that  no  person  but  such  as  he  shall  appoint  do  presume  to 
print  the  same. 

Resolvedy  That  if  any  thing  shall  come  in  question  touching  the 
Betum  or  Election  of  any  Member,  he  is  to  withdraw  during  the  time  the 
matter  is  in  debate,  and  all  Members  returned  upon  double  returns  are  to 
withdraw  until  their  returns  are  determined. 

Resolved,  That  if  it  shall  appear  that  any  person  hath  been  elected  or 
returned  a  Member  of  this  House,  or  endeavoured  so  to  be  by  bribery  or 
any  other  corrupt  practices,  this  House  will  proceed  with  the  utmost 
severity  against  all  such  persons  as  shall  have  been  wilfully  concerned  in 
such  bribery  or  other  corrupt  practices. 

Resolved,  That  the  oft'er  of  any  money  or  other  advantage  to  any 
Member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  for  the  promoting  of  any  matter 
whatsoever  depending  or  to  be  transacted  in  the  Parliament  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  is  a  high  crime  and  misdemeanor,  and  tends  to  the 
subversion  of  the  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  Select  Standing  Committees  of  this  House,  for  the 
present  Session,  be  appointed  for  the  following  purposes : 

1.  On  Privileges  and  Elections. — 2.  On  Standing  Orders. — 3.  On 
Railways,  Canals,  Telegraph  Lines,  and  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Cor- 
porations.— 4.  On  Miscellaneous  Private  Bills. — 5.  On  Expiring  Laws.— 
6.  On  Contingencies. — 7.  On  Printing. — 8.  On  Public  Accounts. — 9.  On 
Agriculture,  Immigration  and  Colonization ; — Which  said  Committees  shall 
severally  be  empowered  to  examine  and  enquire  into  all  such  matters  and 
thiu^ps  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House  ;  and  to  report  from  time 
to  time  their  observations  and  opinions  thereon,  with  power  to  send  for 
persons,  papers,  and  records ;  and  that  for  the  more  prompt  despatch  of 
business  until  such  appointment,  the  said  several  Committees,  as  the  same 
were  personally  constituted  on  the  last  day  of  the  last  Session  of  this 
House,  be  provisionally  revived,  witii  the  like  powers,  and  with  authority  to 
act  provisionally  under  such  rules  as  to  their  organisation,  quorum  and 
otherwise  as  were  then  in  force  in  respect  thereof. 

Mr.  Speaker  conununicated  to  the  House,  a  Report  of  the  Librarian 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  state  of  the  Library  of  Parliament 
which  is  as  followeth :

The  Report  of  the  Librarian  on  the  State  of  the  Library  of  the  Le^i-*- 
lature  of  Quebec,  humbly  represents  ; 
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That  the  Library  recently  formed  under  the  management  of  both 
Honorable  Houses,  has  already  become  one  of  the  most  interesting  in  the 
Province,  if  not  by  the  quantity,  at  least  by  the  quality  of  the  collection. 

It  now  contains  the  most  valuable  works  on  arts,  science  and  literar 
tnre ;  and  several  collections  happily  commenced  of  works  on  history,  law 
and  literature,  were  completed. 

The  Library  boasts  of  over  6,T00  volumes,  without  counting  the 
Journals  and  other  Parliamentary  documents. 

The  grant  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Library  was  sufficient  for  the 
requirement  of  the  year. 

Your  Librarian  caused  an  alphabetical  catalogue  of  the  books  of  the  . 
Library  to  be  printed.    He  also  had  a   catalogue  prepared  by  order  of 
8al)jects  with  a  description  of  the  works  and  the  number  of  volumes  of 
each.     This  last  catalogue  may  also  be  printed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Honorable  Houses.

10.  That  Our  Q-racious  Sovereign  having  been  pleased  to  direct  that 
one  of  Her  sons  should  join  the  army  stationed  in  Canada,  and  His  Eoyal 
Highness  Prince  ARTHUlibeing  about  to  reside  for  sometime  in  this  Province, 
we  thank  His  Excellency,  for  offering  him  the  hospitality  of  the  Province, 
(luring  his  sojourn  in  this  City,  and  we  have  seen  with  pleasure,  the  people 
everywhere  united  with  the  authorities,  in  affording  him  proofs  of  the 
respect  and  affection,  which  they  entertain  for  his  august  Mother  and  all 
the  members  of  the  Royal  Family. 

11.  That  we  shall  devote  all  our  attention  to  the  Public  Accounts 
which  will  be  submitted  to  us,  and  we  learn  with  satisfaction,  that^  not- 
withstanding the  extensive  works  which  have  been  undertaken  on  the 
Colonization  Beads,  and  the  repairs  and  enlargement  of  several  of  the 
public  buildings,  the  expenditure  has,  on  the  whole,  been  within  the 
Estimates. 

12.  That  we  are  also  happy  to  learn,  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  financial 
year,  ending  on  the  First  of  July  last,  there  remained  in  the  public  chest  a 
considerable  surplus,  and  that  His  Excellency  has  every  reason  to  hope, 
there  will  be  tiie  same  result  at  the  expiration  of  the  six  months 
ending  on  the' First  of  January  next. 

13.  That  we  shall  bestow  due  consideration  on  the  ordinary  votes 
which  will  be  asked  from  us  for  the  different  branches  of  the  public 
se^^'ice,  and  for  the  continuation  of  works  already  commenced. 

14.  That  we  shall  also  give  our  attention  to  the  vote  which  will  be 
required  of  us,  for  the  construction  of  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Public 
Departments. 

15.  That,  having  been  occupied  during  the  last  Session  with  import- 
ant measures,  respecting  municipal  organization  and  various  other  matters 
of  public  interest,  and  the  great  number  of  subjects  then  submitted  to 
our  consideration,  having  prevented  us  from  completing  all  these  measures, 
we  shall  carefully  study  all  of  them  to  which  our  attention  shall  be  again 
directed.

18.  That  we  sincerely  pray  Divine  Providence  to  bless  our  efforts  and 
those  of  His  Excellency,  and  to  crown  our  labors  with  success.

John  A.  Macdonald,  )  TTTHEREAS,  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament   of 
Attorney-Q-eneral,      >    VV    Our  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Canada,  )  Ireland,  passed  in  the  session  thereof  held  in.  the 

Thirty-second  year  of  Our  Reign,  and  intituled  :  "  An  Act  for  amending'  the 
law  relating  to  the  Coasting  Trade  and  Merchant  Shipping  in  British 
Possessions,"  it  is  amongst  other  things  enacted  that  the  said  Act  shall  be 
proclaimed  in  every  British  Possession  by  the  Q-ovemor  thereof,  as  soon 
as  may  be  after  he  receives  notice  of  the  said  Act,  and  shall  come  into 
operation  in  that  British  Possession  on  the  day  of  such  Proclamation, 
which  is  in  the  said  Act  after  referred  to,  as  the  commencement  of  the  said 
Act.  Now  Know  Ye,  that  Our  Governor  of  Canada  having  received 
notice  of  the  said  Act,  "VVe  do  hereby  on  this  Twenty-Third  day  of  October, 
in  the  year  of  Our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  pro- 
claim in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  being  a  British  Possession  within  the 
meaning  of  the  same,  the  Act  hereinbefore  mentioned,  which  is  as  foUoTvs, 
that  is  to  say :  "  An  Act  for  amending  the  Law  relating  to  the  Coasting: 
Trade  and  Merchant  Shipping  in  British  X^ossessions."  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons  in  this  present  Parlia- 
ment assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

Preliminary. 

1.  "  This  Act  may  be  cited  as,  "  The  Merchant  Shipping,''   (Colonial  * 
Act,)  1869. 

2.  "  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires. 

The  term  "  British  Possession"  means  any  territory  or  place  sitnate 
within  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  and  not  forming  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  or  of  the  Channel  Islands,  or  Isle  of  Man,  and  all  territories  and 
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places  under  one  Legislature  as  hereinafter  defined  are  deemed  to  be  one 
British  Possession  for  the  puri)ose8  of  this  Act. 

The  term  "  Legislature,"  includes  any  person  or  persons  who  exer- 
cise Legislative  authority  in  the  British  Possession,  and  where  there  aro 
Local  Legislatures  as  well  as  a  Central  Legislature,  means  the  Central 
Legislature  only. 

3.  "  This  Act  shall  be  proclaimed  in  every  British  Possession  by  the 
Governor  thereof,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  he  receives  Notice  of  this  Act, 
and  shall  come  into  operation  in  that  British  Possession  on  the  day  of 
such  Proclamation,  which  day  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Act. 

Coasting  Trade. 

4.  "  Alter  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  the  Legislature  of  a  British 
Possession,  by  any  Act  or  Ordinance,  from  time  to  time,  may  regulate  the 
Coasting  Trade  of  that  British  Possession,  subject  in  every  case  to  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  : 

(1.)  "  The  Act  or  Ordinance  shall  contain  a  suspending  clause,  providing 
that  such  Act  or  Ordinance  shall  not  come  into  operation  until  Her  Majes- 
ty's pleasure  thereon  has  been  publicly  signified  in  the  British  Possession 
in  which  it  has  been  passed. 

(2.)  "  The  Act  or  Ordinance  shall  treat  all  British  Ships,  including 
the  Ships  of  any  British  Possession  in  exactly  the  same  manner  as  Ships  of 
the  British  Possession  in  which  it  is  made. 

(8.)  "  Where  by  treaty  made  before  the  passing  of  this  Act,  Her  Majes- 
ty has  agreed  to  grant  to  any  Ships  of  any  foreign  State  any  rights  or  pri- 
Tileges  in  respect  of  the  Coasting  Trade  of  any  British  Possession,  such 
rights  and  privileges  shall  be  enjoyed  by  such  Ships  for  so  long  as  Her 
Majesty  has  already  agreed  or  mav  hereafter  agree  to  grant  the  same,  any 
thing  in  the  Act  or  Ordinance  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

5.  '*  The  following  Sections  of  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act,  1868, 
are  hereby  repealed,  namely  : 

Section  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  as  from  the  commencement 
of  this  Act ; 

Section  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  as  from  the  date  in  the  case  of  each 
British  Possession  at  which  either  an  Act  or  Ordinance  with  respect  to  the 
Coasting  Trade  within  two  years  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act  in  ■ 
Buch  British  Possession  comes  into  operation,  or  if  there  is  no  such  Act  or 
Ordinance  at  which  the  said  two  years  expire. 

Merchant  Shipping. 

6.  "  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  by  Order  in  Council,  from  time 
to  time,  to  declare  with  respect  to  the  British  Possession  mentioned  in 
the  order,  the  description  of  persons  who  are  to  be  Eegistrars  of  British 
Ships  in  that  British  Possession,  and  to  revoke  any  order  so  made." 
Alter  the  date  specified  in  the  order,  or  if  no  date  is  specified  after  the  date 
of  the  Proclamation  of  the  order  in  the  British  Possession,  the  order  shall 
have  effect  as  if  it  were  contained  in  section  thirty  of  the  Merchant  Ship- 
ping Act,  1854. 
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7.  In  the  construction  of  the  "  Merchant  Shipping  Act  1854,"  and 
of  the  Act  amending  the  same,  Canada  shall  be  deemed  to  be  one  British 
Possession. 

8.  Where  the  Legislature  of  any  British  Possession  provides  for  the 
examination  of,  and  grants  certificates  of  competencv  to  persons  intending 
to  act  as  Masters,  Mates,  or  Engineers  on  Board  British  Ships,  and  the 
Board  of  Trade  reports  to  Her  Majesty  that  they  are  satisfied  that  the 
examinations  are  so  conducted  as  to  be  equally  efficient  as  the  examina- 
tions for  the  same  purpose  in  the  United  Kingdom,  under  the  Acts  relating 
to  Merchant  Shipping,  and  that  the  certificates  are  granted  on  such  prin- 
ciples as  to  show  the  like  qualifications  and  competency  as  those  granted 
under  the  said  Acts,  and  are  liable  to  be  forfeited  for  the  like  reasons  and 
in  the  like  manner  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  by  Order  in 
Council. 

1.  "  To  declare  that  the  said  certificates  shall  be  of  the  same  force  as 
if  they  had  been  granted  under  the  said  Acts. 

2.  "  To  declare  that  all  or  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  Acts  which 
relate  to  certificates  of  competency  granted  under  those  Acts,  shall  apply 
to  the  certificates  referred  to  in  the  said  order. 

3.  *'  To  impose  such  conditions  and  to  make  such  regulations  with  res- 
pect to  the  said  certificates,  and  to  the  use,  issue,  deUvery,  cancellation, 
and  suspension  thereof,  as  to  Her  Majesty  may  seem  fit,  and  to  impose 
penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  for  the  breach  of  such  conditions  and 
regulations.  Upon  the  publication  in  the  London  Gazette  of  any  such 
Order  in  Council  as  last  aforesaid,  the  provisions  therein  contained  shall, 
from  a  date  to  be  mentioned  for  the  purpose  in  such  order,  take  effect  as 
if  they  had  been  contained  in  this  Act. 

"  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majerty  in  Council  to  revoke  any  order 
made  under  the  section." 

Of  all  which,  all  Our  loving  subjects  are  hereby  required  to  take 
notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

And,  further,  copies  of  all  Orders  in  Council,  specially  reserving  any 
Township  or  part  of  a  Township,  for  any  Colonization  Society  ;  also, 
copies  of  all  Orders  in  Council,  fixing  the  number  of  settlers  which 
each  Society  must  establish  on  the  land  which  may  have  been 
assigned  to  it,  and  the  delay  within  which  settlers  must  settle  upon  the 
same  ;  also,  the  number  of  lots  which  may  have  been  given  as  free  grants, 
to  each  Colonization  Society.

It  is  to  be  remarked  that  the  expenses  of  printing  during  the  period 
mentioned  far  exceed  the  charge  for  the  same  work  during  tiie  previous 
year ;  and  this  cause  alone  has  made  the  gross  expenditure  more  than  the 
previous  year. 

Your  Sub-Committee  would  remark  that  they  cordiallv  approve  of 
the  promotion  of  Mr.  Simoneau  to  the  position  formerly  held  by  Mr.

The  Printing  has  been  done  by  different  parties  at  Quebec,  Uvis, 
Three  Rivers,  and  Montreal  The  binding,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
pamphlets,  was  done  by  a  binder  of  Quebec,  The  accounts  are  accompanied 
with  vouchers  ;  those  of  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Council  numbered 
from  1  to  290  ;  and  those  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  from  1  to  668,  in  all 

y58.

The  above  figures  show  an  increase  over  those  of  last  year  for  this 
branch  of  the  service.  This  is  almost  entirely  owing  to  the  quantity  of 
work  done  being  greatly  increased  by  the  printing  of  the  departmental 
reports  and  municipal  code. 

With  a  view  to  carry  out  the  economy-  proposed  by  your  Honorable 
Committee,  I  deem  it  fitting  to  suggest  that  a  Sub-Committee,  composed  of 
five  members,  with  a  quorum  of  three,  be  appointed  to  examine  and  report, 
from  time  to  time,  during  the  Session,  upon  the  advisability  of  printing 
the  documents  referred  to  the  Committee.  By  this  means  it  would  be 
easy  to  order  the  printing  of  those  that  should  be  sessional  and  so  avoid 
the  expense  of  composing  them  anew. 

The  delay  in  the  distribution  of  the  Journals  of  last  Session,  as  also  of 
the  documents  not  yet  distributed,  was  owing  to  several  causes : — 

The  Journal  was  delivered  at  the  Legislative  Assembly  Post  Office  about 
the  end  of  August ;  but  as  the  officers  of  the  City  Post-Office  refused  to 
forward  them  gratis,  the  Clerk  was  unwilling  to  take  upon  himself  the 
unusual  expense,  and  their  distribution  was  withheld. 

Of  the  documents  of  last  session,  the  portion  printed  at  Quebec  was 
ready  about  the  middle  of  September,  but  those  from  Montreal  were  delayed 
until  the  18th  of  November  instant.  They  are  now  in  the  binder's  hands 
and  will  soon  be  distributed. 

Presuming  that  the  agreements  for  the  Legislative  Printing  are  on  the 
eve  of  completion,  it  is  highly  desirable  to  put  in  force  the  58th  Rule  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  that  the  printing  of  the  Private  Bills,  should  be  done 
by  the  same  party  as  those  of  the  House,  The  advantage  of  an  uniform 
tariff*  will  be  felt  alike  by  the  House  and  the  promoters  of  Private  Bills. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Honorable  Committee  the  schedule 
A.  herewith  annexed,  showing  the  data  to  form  the  basis  of  a  contract  with 
Messrs.  A  Coti  and  /.  /.  Foote,  oi  Quebec,  and  Messrs.  Duvernay  oi Montreal 
Schedule  B.  shows  the  distribution  of  the  documents  to  be  printed. 

The  contract  will  be  signed  within  a  short  time  unless  your  Honor- 
able Committee  should  report  unfavorably  thereon. 

Although  the  printing  of  the  Statutes  and  Official  Gazette  has  so  far 
formed  the  matter  of  a  separate  contract,  I  have  judged  it  proper  to  add  to 
Schedule  A.  for  the  information  of  your  Honorable  Committee,  the  advan- 
tageous terms  upon  which  this  wall  be  done  in  future. 

The  saving  effected  in  this  last  item  will  be  considerable,  and  the 
speedy  distribution  of  the  Statutes  cannot  fail  to  be  pleasing  to  the  public 
at  large.

— To  consist  of  all  matter  requiring  two  lines  across  and 

two  lines  down  the  page,  and  to  be  charged  one  price  and  a  half, 
1  Tabular  Work. — To  consist  of  all  matter,  at  least  two  lines  across  and 

three  lines  down  the  page,  and  to  be  charged  at  two  prices.  (Head  and 

foot  lines  in  the  above  are  not  counted.) 
5.  Catalogue  and  Tabular  Work  to  be  printed  with  minion  or  such  other 

type  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Committee. 
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6.  The  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  both  Houses,  as  well  as  the  Orders  of 

the  Day,  in  both  languages,  to  be  printed  in  Long  Primer,  and  to  be 
delivered  at  half-past  eight  o'clock  on  the  morning  after  each  sitting. 

7.  The  Bills,  in  both  languages,  to  be  prmted  in  Small  Pica  type,  with 

Brevier  notes,  type  kept  standing. 

8.  The  Journals  and  Appendices,  in  both  languages,   to  be  completed  by 

the  Contractor  within  two  months,  and  Statutes  one  month  after  the 
close  of  the  Session. 

9.  The  Sessional  Papers,  in  both  languages,  to  be  completed  by  the  Con- 

tractor within  two  months  after  the  close  of  each  session. 

10.  The  Contractor  may  be  required  to  have  as  many  pages  of  matter 
standing  at  a  time  as  the  case  may  require  according  to  his  work, 
without  any  other  compensation  than  the  price  allowed  for  the 
composition.

4.  The  sum  of  money  which  has  been  paid  by  the  Commissioner  to 
each  Society. 

5.  What  Societies  have  applied,  either  to  the  Grovernment  or  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  for  land  for  settlers. 

And,  further,  copies  of  all  Orders  in  Council,  specially  reserving  any 
Township  or  part  of  a  Township,  for  any  Colonization  Society  ;  also, 
Copies  of  all  Orders  in  Council,  fixing  the  number  of  settlers  which  each 
Society  must  establish,  on  the  land  which  may  have  been  assigned  to  it, 
and  the  delay  within  which  settlers  must  settle  upon  the  same  ;  and  also, 
the  number  of  lots  which  may  have  been  given  as  free  grants,  to  each 
Colonization  Society.

To  the  Honorable  the  Standing  Committee  on  Contingencies  for 
Legislative  Assembly,  Quebec. 

The  undersigned  Sub-Committee  beg  leave  to  report. 

That  they  have  examined  the  reports,  of  George  Manly  Muir,  Esquire, 
Clerk  of  the  House,  E.  Simardy  Esq.,  Assistant  Clerk,  C.  F,  Langlois^  Esq.. 
Chief  Office  Clerk,  Pierre  Chenesty  Esq.,  Post  Master,  and  O.  Robitaille,  Chief 
Messenger,  Messrs.  Simardy  Lindsay  and  Smithy  Auditors,  and  that  of  L. 
Simoneauy  Esq.,  Accountant. 

Mr.  Muir,  recommends  an  increase  of  Salary  to  the  permanent  writers 
of  the  Assembly  of  $100  per  annum  each.  Your  Committee  cannot  take 
the  re8i)on8ibility  of  recommending  the  adoption  of  such  suggestion  for 
this  parliament,  but  leave  the  subject  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Simard's  report  refers  to  the  fact  that  postage  was  required  in 
advance  for  the  transmission  of  all  Parliamentary  Documents,  through  the 
post  office.  Application  was  made  to  the  Federal  Government  for  a  res- 
cinding of  the  rule  thus  made,  but  without  effect. 

Your  Committee  think  that  effort  should  be  made  to  induce  the 
Federal  Government  to  order  that  all  Parliamentary  Papers,  Statutes,    . 
Journals,  Appendices  and  other  Documents  should  be  transmitted  through 
the  Post  OSicefree  of  charge  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.     Also  that  the  post- 
a?e  charged  on  letters  Teceive4  vinpaid  at  the  place  of  departure — CQst  five 
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cents  per  single  letter.  The  Federal  Government  ought  at  least  not  to 
charge  more  than  8c.  postage  in  such  cases. 

With  respect  to  the  late  accountant  and  his  affairs,  it  is  suggested  that 
the  chief  officers  of  the  House  should  by  no  means  allow  hereafter  of 
similar  proceeding,  on  the  part  of  any  employee  of  the  House.  And  the 
action  taken  in  the  case  of  the  late  accountant  in  dispensing  with  his  ser- 
vices is  fully  approved  of. 

Mr.  LangMs  gives  statement  of  the  Stationery  purchased  for  the  use 
of  the  House  and  the  saving  effected  thereby,  and  Your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  every  care  be  taken  to  provide  Stationery  on  the  most  favorable 
•terms  as  to  price  and  quality. 

As  to  his  remarks  respecting  printing,  that  subject  being  already  re- 
ported to  the  House  by  the  joint  Committee  on  printing,  and  concurred  in. 
no  further  allusion  to  that  is  required  here. 

That  Mr.  Molony,  heretofore  one  of  the  permanent  clerks  of  the  House, 
is  fully  occupied  with  the  business  of  the  Official  Gazette^  and  that  he  can- 
not be  spared  from  that  duty.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the 
services  of  Mr.  Molony,  as  House  Clerk,  be  dispensed  with  by  the  House, 
and  no  substitute  appointed  in  his  stead,  effecting  thereby  a  saving  of  $300 
per  annum. 

The  Post  Master  reports  having  expended  for  postage  stamps  $755.26, 
on  letters  received  and  dispatched,  and  documents  from  the  House  for- 
warded to  the  districts.  The  remarks  respecting  postage  apply  to  this 
department,  to  which  alteration  is  directed. 

The  Chief  Messenger  reports  Parliamentary  Documents  dispatched 
with  statenient  of  those  still  on  hand. 

The  Auditors  report  that  the  accounts  were  found  correct,  which 
report  agrees  with  a  previous  one  made  by  your  Committee^ 

The  Accountant's  Statement  of  expenses  of  the  House  already  reported 
upon.

S oration  of  the  City  of  Montreal  and  for  other  purposes  ;  your  Committee 
ud  that  the  notice  served  upon  the  said  Corporation  was  sufficient. 
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As  to  the  Petition  of  the  Revd.  F,  X.  MHhot  and  others,  of  the  Parish 
of  Ste.  Oermaine  du  lac  Etchemin ;  praying  that  the  said  Parish  be  civilly 
erected,  your  Committee  find  that  no  notice  was  given  in  any  newspaper, 
but  sufficient  notice  was  given  by  its  publication  on  three  consecutive 
Sundays,  from  the  Church  door,  as  is  pursued  in  the  case  of  proceeding 
before  the  Commissioners  for  a  like  effect. 

Your  Committee  have  also  examined  the  Petition  of  the  Hon.  Lewis 
T.  Drumnwnd  and  another ;  praying  for  the  confirmation  of  the  survey  and 
bornage  of  the  division  line  between  the  Townships  of  Grantham  and 
Upton,  and  find  that  the  necessary  notices  have  not  yet  been  fully  given  ; 
they,  however,  recommend  that  the  51st  Rule  be  suspended  on  the  under- 
standing that  the  Bill  shall  not  be  considered  by  the  Private  Bills'  Com- 
mittee, until  the  said  notices  shall  have  been  completed.

The  Honorable  Mr.  Attomey-Greneral  Ouimet,  from  the  Select  Com-  i 
mittee,  on  the  Bill,  intituled:  "  The  Municipal  Code  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec^  presented  to  the  House,  the  Third  Report  of  the  said'  Committee,  | 
which  was  read,  as  foUoweth : 

The  Committee  have  the  honor  to  report  to  Your  Honorable  House:  j 
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That,  at  the  last  meeting  of  Tour  Committee,  the  Sub-Committee, 
appointed  by  Your  Committee^  to  take  into .  consideration  the  Municipal 
Code,  introduced  before  Tour  Honorable  House  by  the  Honorable  the 
Attorney-General,  did  make  their  Report  to  Your  Committee  of  the  result 
of  their  labors. 

That  Your  Committee  approve  of  the  said  Report,  hereunto  annexed, 
marked  "A,"  and  the  draft  of  codification  as  prepared  by  the  Sub- 
Committee,  and  submit  both  to  the  consideration  of  Your  Honorable 
House,  together  with  the  following  Resolutions,  that  should  they  be 
approved  of  by  Your  Honorable  Hou^e,  they  do  form  part  of  the  Code : 

Resolved,  i'hat  the  following  article  be  added  to  the  Municipal  Code  of 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  after  article  707 : — 

707a.  The  capital  of  all  moneys  invested  in  bank  or  Dominion  stock, 
secured  by  mortgage,  or  otherwise  placed  as  a  loan  invested  in  capital 
stock,  yielding  an  annual  revenue,  is  also  taxable  property. 

Resolved,  That  after  article  719  of  the  said  Code,  the  foUowiijg  article 
be  mserted,  as  resulting  from  article  707a: — 

719a.  The  proprietors  or  administrators  of  the  taxable  property,  men- 
tioned in  article  707a.,  must  furnish  to  the  assessors,  on  the  demand  of  one' 
of  them,  a  sworn  statement  in  writing  of  such  property. 

In  the  absence  of  such  statement,  or  if  the  correctn.esa  of  that  furnish- 
ed be  doubted,  the  assessors  themselves  shall  make  th^  valuation  of  such 
property. 

Resolved,  That  the  provisions  of  the  other  articles  of  the  <po4e,  aflfected 
by  the  two  foregoing  articles,  as  adopted,  be  adapted  to  the  said  two 
articles.

The  Sub-Committee  have  the  honor  to  report  to  Your  Committee, 

That  they  have  taken  into  consideration  the  Municipal  Code  intro- 
duced by  the  Honorable  the  Attornejr-Q-eneral : 

That  they  have  had  fifty-three  sittings. 

That  they  have  examined  A.  T,  Marsan,  Esquire,  Advocate,  Chief  Clerk 
ia  the  Office  of  the  Attorney-Gkneral,  and  specially  entrusted  by  the  latter 
to  prepare  the  draft  of  the  Code,  and  to  make  such  amendments  thereto 
as  might  be  deemed  expedient. 

That  Your  Committee  did  also  consider  the  suggestions  made  to  it 
by  the  Honorable  James  Ferrier  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Heneker,  as  well  as  those 
of  the  various  Municipal  Councils,  and  of  many  persons  who  took  an  in- 
terest in  this  important  measure. 

That  with  the  view  of  placing  Your  Committee  in  a  x>osition  to  Re- 
port to  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  during  this  Session  of 
Parliament,  Your  Sub-Committee  continued  its  labours  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  House  on  the  28rd  December  last,  sitting  from  the  24th  to  the 
29th  December  inclusively,  and  on  the  7th  January  resuming  its  labours, 
which  it  has  continued  to  the  present  day  without  interruption : 

That,  having  for  object  to  avoid  the  cost  of  printing  which  would 
-have  been  very  great,  xour  Sub-Committee,  unanimously  decided  to  take 
into  consideration  the  French  version  only  of  the  Code ;  and  it  is  this  ver- 
sion which  it  now  submits  to  you  for  your  approljation : 
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That  Your  Sub-Committee  paid  strict  attention  to  the  instructions  of 
Your  Committee  relative  to  the  making  and  keeping  in  order  Front  and 
Bye-roads  (routes)  and  Bridges,  but  beliered  it  to  be  their  duty  to  assimi- 
late the  provisions  of  the  Act  on  Agriculture,  to  those  which  relate  to 
Municipal  matters,  and  to  incorporate  the  same,  saving  certain  matters 
which  may  fairly  form  the  object  of  particular  Legislation  later  on. 

Your  Sub-Committee  beueve  it  right  to  say  that  it  brought  to  the 
consideration  of  this  important  law  the  greatest  possible  attention ;  and 
only  adopted,  after  much  labour  and  discussion,  and  a  thorough  examina- 
tion of  the  subject-matter  of  the  Code,  the  law  which  it  now  submits  U) 
you. 

Your  Committee  would  also  remark  that,  on  the  suggestion  of  Mr. 
Gendron,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  a  reasonable  indemnity  be  ac- 
corded to  Mr.  Marsan  for  his  labour  and  trouble ;  Your  Sub-Committee 
believing  that  the  Salary  of  this  gentleman  is  out  of  proportion  with  his 
labours  in  this  matter, — and  lastly  Your  Sub-Committee  submit  with  con- 
fidence, the  result  of  its  labours. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  doth  concur  in  the  said  Eeport. 

Mr.  Marchand  reported,  from  the  Select  Committee  on  the  Bill  to 
amend  the  Joint  Stock  Companies'  Incorporation  Act,  That  Ihe  Committee 
had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  made  amendments  thereunto.

That  they  have  visited  the  Treasury  Department  and  examined  the 
books  of  said  Department,  the  manner  of  entering  the  various  appropriations 
made  by  the  Legislature,  and  the  expenditure  made  under  such  authority. 

They  have  also  examined  the  mode  of  checking  the  receipt  of  monies, 
and  of  payment  by  the  Department  for  the  various  branches  of  the  Public 
Service,  the  vouchers  filed,  and  generally  the  system  introduced  under 
the  law.  Your  Sub-Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  they 
find  the  books,  documents,  vouchers,  &c.,  kept  in  excellent  order,  and  the 
system  of  auditing  accounts  and  checking  the  whole  business  of  the 
Department,  in  first  rate  order. 

The  whole  system  being  carried  on  in  accordance  with  the  law  in  that 
behalf,  is  approved  of  and  its  continuance  recommended. 

The  House,  according  to  order,  again  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee 
on  the  Bill,  intituled:  "  The  Municipal  Code  of  the  Province  of  Qtiebec;  " 
and  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair ;  and 
Mr.  Hemming  reported.

Mr.  Hamilton,  from  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  Administration  of  Justice  in  the  County  of  Saguenay,  presented  to  the 
House  the  Report  of  the  same  Committee,  which  was  read,  as  folio wethj: 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  made  diligent 
inquiry  into  the  administration  of  Justice  in  the  County  of  SagueTwy,  and 
have  summoned  before  them  certain  witnesses  whose  testimony  is  hereunto 
annexed,  marked  "  A." 

That  Tour  Committee,  upon  the  testimony  adduced  in  this  enqnirT- 
and  after  deliberation  thereon,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
appointment  of  a  District  Magistrate  in  that  County,  whose  jurisdiction 
would  extend  from  Seven  Islands  as  far  East  as  Point  Esquimaux,  would 
be  of  very  material  benefit  to  the  inhabitants  in  that  part  of  the  county, 
and  supply  a  want  very  much  felt. 
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(A.) 

Examination  oiJohn  Holliday,  Esquire,  respecting  the  administration 
of  Justice  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  District  of  Sagvenai/^  on  the  Labrador 
(Wst:— 

I  have  been  engaged  in  business  on  the  Moisie  River  and  the  River 
>S/.  John — since  1859  on  the  Moisie,  and  1869  on  the  St.  John. 

I  have  been  put  to  great  loss  and  inconvenience  at  different  times, 
owing  to  the  impossibility  of  finding  any  local  tribunal  before  which  I 
could  bring  an  action,  either  civil  or  criminal,  except  the  occasional  visits 
of  the  Government  schooner  "ia  Canadienne."  Previous  to  the  Summer 
of  1809,  the  magistrate  in  charge  of  the  Government  schooner  "  La  Cana- 
diennCy'  always  acted  in  any  case  where  a  complaint  w^as  brought  before 
him  of  assault  or  other  criminal  matters,  as  well  as  in  casesof  breach  of  the 
Fishery  Law.  But  during  the  Summer  of  1869,  the  magistrate  in  charge, 
Mr.  Lavoie,  I  was  informed,  stated  that  he  was  instructed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries  that,  as  he  was  in  the  receipt  of  a  salary  from 
the  Federal  Government,  as  a  Fishery  officer,  they  declined  to  consent  to 
his  acting  in  any  case,  except  in  a  case  of  breach  of  the  Fishery  Law ;  and 
1  am  aware  that  he  refused  to  act  on  the  Moisie  River  in  a  case  of  assault 
and  battery  during  the  past  Summer. 

During  the  past  Summer  I  had  a  boat  stolen,  that  w^as  under  my 
charge,  and  I  could  find  no  magistrate  or  any  other  person  before  whom  1 
c!ould  lodge  a  complaint,  and  was  obliged  to  suffer  the  loss  without  being 
able  to  obtain  any  redress.  I  merely  mention  this  case  out  of  a  number. 
I  would  suggest  that  the  appointment  of  a  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  whose 
jurisdiction  should  extend  from  "  Seven  Islands'^  to  " Esquimaux  Point''  a 
distance  of  120  miles,  should  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  merchants  doing 
business  on  that  part  of  the  coast,  and  settlers  living  there,  and  give  some 
security  to  property. 

During  the  Summer  months  there  are  a  great  number  of  people  who 
come  from  the  South  Shore,  to  the  part  of  the  Labrador  Coast  mentioned 
above,  for  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  the  iishery  business,  besides  the 
large  number  of  workmen  employed  at  the  "  Moisie  Iron  Works," — gene- 
rally 200  workmen  and  their  families. 

At  Esquimaux  Point,  the  population  is  estimated  at  about  900^  They 
have  a  resident  priest  and  teacher,  but  not  a  magistrate.  I  am  not  aware 
of  any  resident  magistrate  from  Seven  Islands  to  Pointe-aux-Esquimaux, 
except  Mr.  Joseph  Beaulietiy  who  resides  at  the  River  St.  John  during 
a  portion  of  the  Summer,  and  who  is  employed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  take  charge  of  the  River  Moisie  as  Fishery  Overseer,  and  is 
therefore  a  magistrate  ex  officio. 

During  the  past  Summer  several  unlicensed  traders  came  into  the 
river  and  sold  spirits  to  the  Indians  and  Fishermen,  a  cause  ofa  great  deal 
of  demoralization  during  that  time,  as  well  as  on  other  parts  of  the  Coast. 

These  notes  or  declarations  being  read  to  the  witness,  he  declared  that 
they  contained  the  truth,  and  has  sigiied.

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N.  LavoiCy  Esquire,  Commander  of  the  "  Canadienne"  doth  depose  as 
follows , — At  the  time  of  my  appointment  by  the  Federal  Government,  I 
received  a  commission  from  the  Local  Grovernment,  empowering  me  to  act 
as  a  magistrate  in  the  Districts  of  Saguenay  and  Gasp4,  I  may  state  that 
on  my  consulting  the  Dominion  G-overnment  as  to  whether  or  not  I  should 
accept  the  latter  office,  I  was  informed  that  the  Grovernment  had  no  objec- 
tion to  my  doing  so,  provided  that  it  did  not  interfere  with  the  main  object 
for  which  I  was  sent  to  the  G-ulf,  that  is  to  say,  the  protection  of  the  Fisheriet^. 
On  receiving  this  reply,  I  considered  myself  bound  to  ask  for  more  particular 
instructions,  and  having  received  no  answer,  I  did  not  feel  authorized  to 
act  as  district  magistrate,  except  in  very  important  cases.  Had  the  Federal 
G-overnment  authorized  me  to  act  as  a  magistrate  in  civil  cases,  I  could  nut 
have  done  justice  to  the  parties  interested,  without  prejudice  to  my  duties 
as  Commander  of  the  "  Canadienner  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  district  magistrate,  having  jurisdiction  from  Seven  Islands  to 
Natasquan,  would  be  extremely  desirable,  and  that  it  would  materially 
contribute  to  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  locality, 
who  are  now  without  any  means  of  obtaining  redress. 

The  foregoing  deposition  having  been  read  over  to  the  wibiess,  he 
persists  therein,  declaring  the  same  to  contain  the  truth,  and  hath  signed,

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Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly : 

I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  congratulate  you,  in  the  name  of  Our 
Grracious  Sovereign,  on  the  result  of  your  labors  and  on  the  harmony  with 
which  you  have  examined  and  discussed  the  important  questions  submit- 
ted to  your  consideration. 

Although  you  have  deemed  it  incumbent  upon  you  to  defer  the  final 
adoption  of  the  Municipal  Code  to  another  session,  the  zeal  with  which  you 
have  investigated  this  measure  and  the  solicitude  manifested  by  you  in 
regard  to  it,  lead  me  to  hope  that  the  work  will  be  thereby  rendered  more 
complete,  and  that  it  will  thus  hold  out  more  ample  security  to  the  in- 
habitants of  our  rural  districts.

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly : 

I  thank  you  in  the  name  of  Her  Majesty,  for  the  liberality  with 
which  you  have  voted  the  supplies.  I  have  observed  with  pleasure  that 
you  have  devoted  your  attention  to  the  provision  of  better  accommodation 
for  the  public  departments. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  and  Gentlemen : 

Your  devotion  to  Our  G-racious  Sovereign  and  to  the  constitution  to 
which  we  are  subject  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  insure  me  your  assistance 
in  the  execution  of  the  laws  and  in  the  administration  of  the  Grovernment. 
I  earnestly  pray  for  the  success  of  your  exertions  in  the  public  behalf,  for 
your  own  prosperity  and  for  the  welfare  of  your  families.

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FIRST  REPORT 

Of  the  Select  Committee  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  inquiring 
into  the  practicability  of  carrying  on  the  Gosford  road  to  Lake 

St.  John. 

Leoislatite  Assembly, 

20th  December,  1869. 

The  commitee  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  inquiring  into  the  prac- 
ticability of  opening  a  short  means  of  communication  between  Quebec  and 
lake  St.  John,  starting  from  the  extremity  of  the  Grosford  Iload,  beg  leave 
to  submit  to  your  Honorable  House  the  information  collected  by  them 
from  the  different  witnesses  examined  under  the  powers  conferred  upon 
your  committee. 

On  referring  to  the  evidence  hereunto  annexed,  your  Honorable 
House  will  readily  appreciate  the  thorough  competence  of  the  persons  who 
furnished  your  committee  with  the  information  which  it  was  their  duty  to 
collect,  and  the  precision  and  importance  of  that  information. 

Mr.  Joseph  Bureau,  of  St.  Raymond,  hunter,  traced  out  upon  the  map 
with  remarkable  intelligence  the  position  of  the  St.  Ann  and  Batiscan 
rivers,  their  various  tributaries  and  the  large  lakes,  which  supply  them. 
Considering  his  twelve  years  experience  as  a  hunter  and  pioneer  for  dif- 
ferent lumber  merchants,  it  is  evident  that  he  must  be  thoroughly  acquaint- 
ed with  the  territory  he  has  described. 

All  who  take  an  interest  in  the  colonC^ation  of  the  country  will  doubt- 
less, learn  with  very  great  pleasure,  that  at  the  fork  of  the  great  Batiscan 
river,  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  stream  is  of  excellent  quality  and  clothed 
with  Splendid  timber,  and  that  beyond  the  township  of  Rocmont  in  the 
direction  of  lake  St.  John,  there  are  also  some  fine  valleys,  in  which 
settlements  might  be  advantageously  established. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  who  appeared  on  two  occasions  before  your  committee 
and  kindly  gave  them  gratuitously  some  interesting  information  corro- 
borating on  all  points  Mr.  J.  Bureau,  is  firmly  convinced  that  a  railway 
may  be  constructed  from  the  present  extremity  of  the  Gosford  road  to  a  • 
point  9  miles  North  of  lake  La  Riviere,  which,  including  the  2G  miles  of 
the  Gosford  road,  makes  a  distance  of  62  miles  from  Quebec.  Along  the 
greater  part  of  this  route,  the  land  is  good. 

The  prevailing  timber  is  black  and  white  birch,  balsam  and  spruce ; 
at  the  sources  of  the  Batiscan  and  Bostonnais  rivers,  there  are  extensive 
tracts  of  white  pine.  Mr.  Bureau,  who  penetrated  15  miles  beyond  the 
point  explored  by  Mr.  Fit^erald  to  the  head  of  the  M6tabetchouan  river 
encountered  no  obstacles  of  a  nature  to  prevent  Ihe  construction  of  a  road 
iu  that  section. 

Mr.  Dery  who,  in  the  pursuit  of  his  profession  of  surveyor,  had  occasion 
to  traverse  several  times  a  large  extent  of  the  territory  to  the  North  of  St. 
Haymond,  confirmed  the  evidence  of  the  previous  witnesses.  AJl  agreed 
in  stating  that  in  the  valleys  of  the  Batiscan  and  St.  Ann  rivers  there  is 
usually  much  leis  snow  than  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Quebec.    In  the 
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course  of  a  survey  made  in  1858,  Mr.  Dery  observed  that  while  the  Know 
had  completely  disappeared  in  the  valley  of  the  river  Batiscan,  it  was  still 
15  inches  in  depth  at  St.  Raymond.     From  what  precedes,  we  may  then 
conclude,  that  of  the  total  distance  of  between  180  and  140  mHoa  from 
Quebec  to  lake  St.  John,  by  the  G-osford  road,  there  remain  but  35  miles 
unexplored,  surveys  having  been  made  from  the  shores  of  lake  St.  John 
to  a  distance  of  15  miles.    Between  the  river  Mfetabetchouan,  from  45  to 
50  miles  in  length,  and  the  river   Ouiatchouan,  only  18  miles  in  length, 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  no  high  mountain  ranges  are  to  be 
encountered.  The  latter  river  derives  its  source  from  the  table  land  which 
sheds  a  portion  of  its  waters  into  the  St.  Maurice  by  means  of  the  rivers 
Croche  and  Bostonnais.     It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  after  crossing  the 
north  eastern  branch  of   the  river  St.  Ann,  in  the  township  of  Bocmont, 
no  important  rivers  are  met  with,  as  all  the  streams  run  in  the  direction 
of  the  line  which  will  be  drawn  between  the  said  river  St  Ann  and  lake 
St.  John.     If  Quebec  is  reasonably  to  indulge  the  hope  of  ever  seeing  the 
long  and  narrow  line  of  settlements   along  the  north  shore  of  the  St. 
Lawrence,  penetrate   further  into   the  interior,   your  committee    are  ol 
opinion  that  such  penetration  must  be  in  the  direction  of  the  St.  Maurice 
and  of  lake  St.  John.     If  the  basin  watered  by  the  rivers  St.  Ahm,  Batiscan 
and  Metabetchouan  affords  a  considerable  tract  of  land  fit  for  cultivation, 
the  problem  of  the  union  of  the  vallevs  of  lake  St.  John  and  of  the  river 
St.  Lawrence  is  solved.  And  Quebec  fends  this  back  country  essential  to  its 
.  prosperity.     Her  markets,  in  addition  to  timber  for  building  purposes  and 
for  firewood,  wall  be  supplied  with  the  rich  produce  both  in  wheat  and 
other  grain,  of  the  Saguenay  district,  the  surplus  population  of  the  neigh- 
bouring counties  will  tend  towards  the  north,  and  in   a  few  years  there 
will  be  as  many  new  parishes,   as  now  actually  exist  between  Three 
Rivers  and  Tadousac. 

If  it  is  possible  to  open  up  a  short  and  easy  means  of  communication 
between  Quebee,  the  St.  Maurice  and  lake  St.  John,  the  country  may  cer- 
tainly rely  on  obtaining  the  advantageous  results  which  the  success  already 
met  with  warrants  us  in  anticipating. 

A  large  number  of  settlers,  from  the  county  of  Kamouraska,  acting 
under  the  direction  of  a  truly  patriotic  mayor,  constitute  at  the  present 
time  the  fllourishing  parish  of  H6bertville  on  the  shores  of  lake  Kinigamichi- 
che.  A  considerable  numbertoo,  of  settlers  from  Pointe  aux  Trembles,  in  the 
county  of  Portneuf,  from  the  Island  of  Orleans,  from  Chateau  Richer  and 
from  Beauport  established  there  between  one  and  three  years,  will  be 
followed  this  spring  by  farmers  from  St.  Foy  who  have  taken  lots,  in  the 
fine  township  of  Ashuapmouchouan.  According  to  the  information  sup- 
plied by  one  of  the  members  of  the  committee  the  abundant  harvest  of 
the  past  two  years  will  have  the  effect  of  inducing  a  large  immigration 
during  the  coming  spring  and  summer. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  rapid  strides  which  colonization  is 
making,  and  the  fast,  it  may  almost  be  termed  instantaneous  settlement  of 
a  large  extent  of  territory,  your  committee  deem  it  to  be  their  duty  to 
point  out  to  your  Honorable  House  that  the  least  it  can  do  is  forthwith 
to  take  into  consideration  the  necessary  steps  to  place  a  population,  which 
w^ithin  a  very  short  time  will  number  over  one  hundred  thousand  souls,  in 
connection  with  the  great  commercial  centres,  and  especially  with  the 
pitalof  the  province. 
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The  opening  up  of  a  great  highway  of  communication  both  for  the 
St.  Maurice  and  lake  St.  John,  from  Quebec  to  lake  La  Eiviere,  and 
thence  dividing  into  two  branches,  one  traversing  the  fertile  valley  of  the 
river  Batiscan,  and  the  other  reaching  the  valley  of  lake  St.  John  through 
the  basin  of  the  Et^tabetchouan,  would  be  mcontestably  of  immense 
advantage  to  the  whole  country,  and  woiJd  specially  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  lar^e  population  dwelling  on  the  north  of  the  river  St. 
Lawrence.  As  a  preliminary  step,  your  committee  take  the  liberty  of  res- 
pectfully suggesting,  to  your  Honorable  House,  that  a  survey  of  the  above 
mentioned  territory,  made  during  the  winter,  the  season  most  favorable 
for  the  purpose,  by  experienced  hunters,  would  enable  the  government  to 
ascertain  the  practicability  of  deriving  advantage  from  the  resources  of 
the  district  of  the  Saguenay  and  the  St.  Maurice,  by  opening  up  means  of 
communication,  of  a  nature  to  shorten  to  some  extent  the  d^tanceer  to  be 
met,  and  would  further  ensure  the  success  of  many  undertakings,  which 
although  of  a  private  character  will  nevertheless  contril)ute  powerfully  to 
the  public  prosperity  and  in*great  measure  aid  the  action  of  the  government. 
A  preliminary  survey  of  this  kind  made  solely  by  hunters  would  cost  but 
little,  and  yet  it  would  establish  whether  or  not  it  is  possible  to  open  up 
a  road,  the  only  object  which  your  committee  have  now  in  view.
